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THE BLAME TRACED HOME 


—_ 
THE FORCE ON THE RIO GRANDE 
NEEDS STRENGTHENING. 


CRITICISM BY THE 
RESENTED AND THE 
THE EXISTING STATE 
EXPLAINED — MEXICO 
NISHED 8,000 TROOPS. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Dec. 19.—The press dis- 
patch from Washington purporting to represent 
the views of a high official of the War Depart- 
ment, to the effect that the United States has 
furnished ample pretection for settlers on this 
side of the Rio Grande River, and that the Re- 
public of Mexico has not properly guarded its 
sideof the border, has been received with indiz- 
mation by people, civil and military, in this sec- 
tion, who are at all conversant with the facts. 

One of the most prominent army officers in 
the Department of Texas said to-day in an in- 
terviow with Tur TimMes’s correspondent: 

“The telegram is nothing more than a bold 
attempt by the War Department to cloak its 
notorious shortcomings under misleading and 
mendacious misrepresentations, The Federal 
Grand Jury, which convened at Brownsville, 
Texas, ast January, took up the whole matter, 
and made a most exhaustive examination and 
@ complete report on that subject. 

*“ It showed that the War Department had re- 
duced the garrisons on the Rio Grande border 
to such an extent that when the Garza trouble 
broke out the military post of Fort Brown, one 
of the most important on the southern border, 
could send but twenty-five men into the field, 
and even then the fort was left under the charge 


of the hospital steward and four men who wero 
sick in bed in the hospital. 

“The Grand Jury gave the fullest meed of 

raise to the officers of Fort MoIntosh, Fort 

tinggold, and Fort Brown for theskill and 

energy with which the handful of troops at 
their command met the difficult situation 
which confronted them, but it laid the blame of 
the whole situation upon the shoulders of the 
War Department. 

“ At no time during the Garza trouble has 
there been one-fourth as many soldiers on the 
Rio Grande frontier as there should be.” 

The annual report of Gen. Frank Wheaton, 
commanding this department, just published, 
confirms this statement. The wilitary telegraph 
‘line which formerly ran from Fort MoIntosh to 
\Fort Ringgold was torn down by the War De- 
partment without the slightest excuse for such 
action. The troops now parading on the Kio 
Grande border are not at this moment properly 
supplied with guides, interpreters, or means of 
transportation. There is not a single med- 
ical officer with any of the commands now oper- 
ating in the field. 

This state of affairs has now lasted for six- 
teen monthe and is all due to the inactivity of 
the War Department. The suppression of 
brigandage on the Rio Grande is of the most 
vital importance to the interests of the State of 
Texas, a8 well as the friendly relations which 
should exist between the United States and 
Mexico, but itis a matter of notoriety that not 
a single officer of the War Department or from 
the headquarters of the army has gained his 
way into the district infested by these bandits, 
althongh itis larger than all of the New-Eng- 
land States and comprises land of unquestioned 
fertility. 

It is a well-known fact here that from Oct. 1, 
1891, until July 1, 1892, the Mexican Govern- 
ment had 8,000 troops stretched along the Rio 
Grande from Monterey to Matamoras, in two 
lines. The first line was on the river bank, and 
the reserve line 150 miles back from the fron- 
tier. 

The officers in eommand of these lines are 
Major Gen. Bernardo Reyes, headquarters at 
Monterey; Major Gen. Lojers, headquarters at 
Matamoras; Brig. Gen. Lorenzo Garcia, head- 
quarters at Reynose. 

Gen. Frank Wheaton, commander of this 
military department, received a telegram this 
evening from Fort MelIntosh, stating that all 
six troops of the Third Cavalry are now in the 
field, scouting for the Mexican bandits. 

Troops C,G, and Q have been out for five 
days, and nothing has been heard from them in 
that time. They are more than 100 miles dis- 
tant from any railroad or telegraph line. 

Troop I, under commandof First Lieut. P. W. 
West. was last heard from two daysago. He 
‘was then a few miles below Carrizo on the trail 
of the outlaws. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Gen. Schofield to-day 
received a dispatch from Gen. Frank Wheaton, 


commander of the Department of Texas, con- 
firming the reports of the recent raids by 
Garza’s band along the Rio Grande. 

Gen. Wheaton states that he has cavalry in 
hot pursuit of the fugitives. Additional troops 
are asked for. 

Gen. Schofield to-day ordered three companies 
of troops from the Seventh Cavalry at Fort 
Riley to proceed at once to the scene of action.

GARZA’SB LIEUTENANTS SENTENCED. 

San ANTONIO, Texas, Deo. 19.—In the Federal 
pourt here to-day Judge 8. F. Maxey passed 
serftence upon three of Garza’s Lieutenants in 
his revolutionary army. Juan Antonio Floreo, 
who commanded one division of the army, and 
Carmen Yieenez and Cecileo Salinas were given 
each three years in the House of Correction at 
Detroit, Mich., and were fined $10. 

Before sentence had been passed oneof the 
attorneys for the prisoners made a plea in open 
eourt that the Judge be lenient. This plea 
proused Judge Maxey,ana he made a long state- 
ment concerning the outrages revolutionists 
have committed on both sides of the Rio Grande 
River, and closed by stating that he purposed 
doing all in his power to break up the trouble. 

Cayetano Garza Elisondro, another Mexican 
zonvicted of violating the United States neu- 
trality laws, was sentenced to two years in the 
Detroit prison. 

Rafael Borego was sentenced to fifteen 
months’ imprisonment in the same institution 
for smuggling a horse from Mexico into the 
United States.

THE INAUGURATION COMMITTEE. 


—_~.——_——_ 
MR. CLEVELAND’S BEST FRIENDS HAVE 
BEEN STUDIOUSLY IGNORED. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Mr. Cleveland's friends 
in the District of Columbia seem to have been 
completely out out of the business of preparing 
for the inauguration. But the friends of some 
other candidates, and partioularly the friends 
of Gorman, appear to have managed to get the 
upper hand after Chairman Harrity had left the 
business in what he suppesed, and as Mr. Gor- 
man advised him, very good condition. 

5oon after the election Mr. Norris, the repre- 
sentative for the District of the National Com- 
mittee, called a meeting and made a committee, 
from which was omitted the names of a great 
many Democrats who thought they ought to be 
there. There wasa row in the District until 
Chairman Harrity took the matter up and en- 
deavored to settle it by appointing a new com- 
mittee, with ex-Mayor Berret at its head. Mr. 
Berret was Chairnian of the committee that 
managed the inauguration ef Mr. Cleveland in 
1884. Under the authority of Mr. Harrity he 
was given a committee of fifty, and was allowed 
to extend the committee, the supposition being 
thatthe extension was to belimited to army 
and navy men. 

Starting with the committee of fifty. Mr. 
Berret has added sixty or seventy names to his 
original committee, and it has become a Berret 
committed, conspicuous for the omission from 
itof meh who have been known as Cleveland 
men, and glittering with the names of gentiec- 
men of the Democratic persuasion who were 
disposed to put their money on Mr. Harrison 
before Nov. 8. Behind the list of names of this 
s0Ft there seems to be a disposition to rub the 
anti-election feeling in. Itis learned that this 
packed committee, true to itself and its convic- 
tions, has extended an invitation to Gen. W. H. 
Slocum of Brooklyn to be the Grand Marshal 
of the procession that is to conduct the new 
President from the Capitol to the White House 
on March4. Itis assumed that Chairman Berrot 
and his comrades in the management have not 
heard how extremely distasteful to Gen. Slocum 
was the idea of being obliged to go out and vote 
for Mr. Cleveland, and how repulsive will be the 
idea to him of making a public exhibition of 
himself to celebrate the inauguration of a man 
whom he probably desired with all his heart to 
see beaten. 

When the committee was being formed eight 
years ago there was just as much fuss about 
it as there is now, but there was not so 
good an opportunity to know about the de- 
sires of the men who were pushing for- 
ward. From having been connected with the 
committee eight years ago, there were many 
gentlemen of Democratic affiliations who pre- 
sumed upon the mere fact that they had been 
upon the committee to insist that that service 
entitled them to lucrative offices at the hands of 
the President. The “prominent men” may be 
trying on the same trick. It was not very suc- 
cessful then; it ought to be less successful now. 
The President-elect has had four years of ac- 
quaintance with the District, and it ought to 
have enabled him to learn that the men who 
make most of themselves on parade occasions 
are not necessarily the best men with whom to 
fill the oftices of the District. 





POPULIST PLOT DISCOVERED. 


—_— > 
SHREWD MOVE TO SECURE CONTROL 
OF THE KANSAS LEGISLATURE. 


ToPreKA, Kan., Dec. 19.—The Populists have 
all along claimed that they would organize the 
lower house of the Legislature, although the 
Republicans had a majority of one. There has 
been much speculation as to the manner in 
which they would attempt this revolutionary 
proceeding, but the secret has been well kept 
until, in his cups, one of the managers fur- 
nished the key, which son gave the fall expla- 
nation. 

It has been customary for some member of 
the Supreme Court to swear in the members 
after the Secretary of State called the roll of 
certified members. An examination of the law 
revealed to Mr. Breidenthal, Chairman of the 


Populist Committee, that there had never been 
a statutory provision regulating the manner of 
administering the oath, and that this was but a 
custom of some years’ stunding. 

Years ago a member-elect of the House was 
shot and wounded before the assembling of the 
Legislature. Im ordertodraw his pay he was 
sworn in by a Justice of the Peace and bis 
membership was recognized, and Mr. Mann of 
Jewell County drew his full pay. 

Later, a Senator was sworn in by a Justice of 
the Peace in his own county, and after a long 
debate it was decided by the Senate that any 
person empowered to administer oaths could 
swear in the member-elect and he would be a 
State Senator without further action. 

Acting upon this precedent, tixed under law, 
Mr. Breidenthal had had prepared a form of 
oath and had sent itto every Populist member, 
with instructions to be sworn in by a Populist 
peace officer, who would keep the proceedings 
@ secret. 

Following this, when the Legislature as- 
sembled on the 10th, as soon as the Secretary 
called the roll and before the Supreme Judge 
would have the opportunity to swear in any 
member, the Populists sworn in and members 
were immediately to organize according to 
caucus orders, which would take about ten 
minutes. Then, having the House, they were 
immediately to appoint committees, and, insti- 
tuting contests, waintain cuntrol and in the 
end secure a decided majority, not only in the 
House, but on joint ballot. 

The scheme was a good one, and would have 
worked but for this premature exposure.

REPUBLICANS OBJECT TO NOMINATING 
A CANDIDATE IN CONVENTION. 


Des MOoINes, Iowa, Dec. 19.—A local paper 
to-day prints replies te letters sent to 250 prom- 
inent Republicans in the State requesting their 
views on the preposition to nominate a candi- 
date for United States Senator at the State 
Convention which will meet next Summer, 
after the plan adopted by the Democrats of 
lllincis. The Lowa Democrats will nominate 
Goy. Boies for Senator in this manner, and it 
has been the general belief that the Repub- 
licans would do likewise. 

The tenor of the replies, however, indicates 
that thie result will not be obtained. The 
leaders of the party in the State are all against 
it They urge thatitisnotthe way a Senator 
should be selected; that itis irregular and con- 
trary to Republican principles. 

They claim such a nomination cannot be made 
unless the State Central Committee in its call 
atates that the question is to come up for con- 
sideration, and this, they further allege, it has 
no right todo. Among those who are strongly 
opposed to the plan are ex-Gov. Larrabee, ex- 
Chairman of the State Committee Beardsley, 
Bam Clarke ef Keokuk, and Senator Bailey. 
The majority of the replies received, however, 
favor the proposed nomination.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 19.—The body of the 
Hon. R. L. Gibson, the dead Senator from 
Louisiana, arrived here yesterday afternoon at 
5:45, accompanied by his brother, sister, and 
son. It was taken to the suburban home of 
Hart Gibson, the dead man’s brother. The 
Congressional committee arrived from Washing- 


ton an hour later. 
At 9 o’olock this morning the funeral proces- 
sion began its journey from the Gibson home to 


St. Paul’s Cathedral, preceded a the Brown 
Light Infantry and the State College Guards. 
Yhe pall bearers were Col. William Preston 
Jobneton, Major C. L. Hall, Col. Stoddart John- 
ston, ex-Gov. J. Proctor Knott, C. H. Voorheis, 
Duncan Gibson, Col. Kit Chenault, and L. 8. 
Johneon. : 

The immediate escort of the body was the 
Confederate Veterans’ Assgpiation, numbering 
over 200 members. At th@cathedral a grand 
requiem masse was celebrated. The Rev. Father 
Barry delivered the funeral oration. The march 
to the cemetery was slowly made, the thorough- 
fare being lined with people and vehicles.

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MR. BLAINE MUCH EASIER

DR. LOOMIS CALLED IN CONSULTA- 
TION BY HIS PHYSICIANS, 


HE APPROVES THE TREATMENT OF THE 
CASE AND JOINS THE DOCTORS IN 
DECLARING THAT THERE IS NO IM- 
MEDIATE DANGER—THE FAMILY AN- 
NOYED BY CROWDS. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 19.—The public anxiety 
about Mr. Blaine, which was promoted yester- 
day by the alarming reports circulated late in 
the day, was allayed to-day by the bulletins 
from the three attending physicians. 

The number of the medical attendants of Mr. 
Blaine was increased by the calling over from 
New-York of Dr. A. L. Loomis, and the reputa- 
tion of that physician as an expert in pulmonary 
diseases led many interested friends of Mr. 
Blaine to believe that the story of a hemorrhage 
was true, notwithstanding the denials of it, and 
that the kidney disorder to which so much ref- 
erence has been made was now of minor im- 
portance. 

A great deal of sympathy has been excited 
for Mr. Blaine and his family by the events of 
yesterday. someof the eager newsboys, who 
were getting unusual prices for an unusually 
sinall and largely erroneous extra, rushed right 
by the door of the Blaine house and shouted, 
“'Ere’s yer death of Blaine,” in the ears of the 
sick man and the anxious members of his fam- 
ily. Mr. Blaine’s son théreupon came out and 
requested the boys to go away, and also asked 
the crowd that swarmed upon the stoop to 
move from the door, as their presence was an- 


noying tothe family. This story, which has 
been told with even more harrowing details, 
has made considerate persons wish that Mr. 
Blaine might have been fortunate enough to 
fall ill in a more retired house. 

There is nothingin the manner or conversa- 
tion of the physicians to justify the belief that 
Mr. Blaine will rally sutticiently to be removed 
to adistant place, where continuous fair and 
Warm weather might prolong his life fora few 
months. A recurrence of the heart failure of 
yesterday is feared, and about all that can be 
done is so to guard the patient as to defer that 
critical moment. 

Mfrs. Emmons Blaine arrived last evening and 
the family circle is now complete. Young 
James G. Blaine went out for a stroll this morn- 
ing, and, in response to a query, said that his 
father was much better. Mr. Blaine deplored 
what he termed the sensational reports sent out 
as to his father’s condition. He said, while the 
family has had the greatest contidence in the 
judgment of the attending physicians, still they 
felt they would like to have the opinion of a 
distinguished physician who was a specialist in 
the disease with which Mr. Blaine appears to be 
aitlicted, and at the request of the family Dr. 
Alfred L. Loomis of New-York had been sent 
for. 

Dr. Loomis arrived this morning and went at 
once to the Blaine mansion, where he remained 
with Drs. Johnson and Hyatt for more than an 
hour. He coincided with his colleagues in this 
city in their view of the case, and agreed with 
them in every particularin regard to the treat- 
mentthat had been followed. At the close of 
the consultation, the doctors gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: 

Although Mr. Blaine’s condition during the past 
week has given serious anxicty, yet at the present 
moment heis decidedly better and in no immediate 
danger. it isimpossivle to predict what changes 
may occur, but his condition this opty nf bed a 
more hopeful feeling as to the progress of his disease.

This bulletin was issued at 11 o'clock. The 
doctors would not say, however, that Mr. Blaine 
is anything like being out of danger. Dr. 
Loomis returned to New-York by the noon train. 

“Mr. Blaine maintains this evening the hold 
he secured this morning, when his condition 
showed a slight improvement,” was the reply of 
Dr. W. W. Johnson when asked how his patient 
was. Dr. Hyatt, the consulting physician, who 
was prosent, concurred in the statement. They 
had just come from the sick room, where they 
had held a fifteen minutes’ consultation. 

“Mr. Blaine is still in full possession of his 
faculties,” continued Dr. Johnson, * and, while 
very weak, he is nevertheless as cheerful after 
the trying ordeal of yesterday as could be ex- 
pecte He converses as freely as he is} per- 
mitted todo by his family, and partakes regu- 
larly of nourishment. It is impossible to atate 
how long Mr. Blaine ia likely to survive. yon 
ulation on such a subject would simply be idle 
nonsense. Ido not think- Mr. Blaine is in any 
danger of dying to-nix J. Further than that [ 
do not care to state.” 

A friend of the family stated that Mr. Blaine 
is liable to a reeurrent attack of heart failure at 
any moment, and that the family has been 
warned to prepare for the worst when it comes. 
* When,” said the gentleman, ‘‘ the physicians 
state that Mr. Blaine ie better, they simply 
wean that he is alive, and that is about the true 
statement of his condition. Cordials of a stim- 
ulative nature and other liquid nourishment are 
given him at frequent intervals, and these alone 
keep him alive. He lies helpless on his bed, and 
cannot change his poature without the ald of his 
attendants. Mr. Blaine may not live twelve 
hours and he may survive three or four days, 
but I doubtit.” 

Boston, Dec. 19.—To-night’s Journal says: 
“The Journal is informed by one whose infor- 
mation comes directly from the moat intimate 


friend of Mr. Blaine that, whatever the reports 
sent out, the relations and friends of Mr. Blaine 
were told more than two inonths ago that he 
could not survive the Winter, if indeed the 
year. His family were prepared then, and are 
now prepared, for this end.” 





70 KEEP OPEN ON SUNDAYS. 


CHICAGO CITIZENS TAKE THE QUES- 
TION INTO COURT. 


Cuicaco, IIL, Dec. 19.—The Sunday opening 
question has been taken into court. An applica- 
tion haa been made for an injunotion restrain- 
ing the World's Fair Directors from closing the 
gates on Sunday, and Judge Tuley will hear 
arguments on the matter on Jan. 3. 

The application is based on the assumption 
that Jackson Park is public property, a place of 
resort owned by the whole people. The Park 
Commissioners, it is alleged, hold this property 
in trust for the people and have no authority to 
debar the public from it on any day in the year. 
It ia further alleged that since they have not 
the right to bar out the people they have not 
the right to delegate to any other body the right 
to close the grounds on Sunday. 

It is claimed that underthe charter, citizens 
and taxpayers have the right to visit Jackson 
Park on any day in the year without perine for 
admission. Inthe application for the injunc- 
tion the question of charging for admission is 
formally waived. The movement for an injuno- 
tion is backed by prominent and wealthy busi- 
ness men. 


FOREST COMMISSION. 





FOUR MILLION DOLLARS WANTED TO 
COMPLETE ADIRONDACK PARK. 


ALBANY, Deo. 19.—The State Forest Commis- 
sion has under course of preparation its annual 
report. An exhaustive account will be given of 
the various improvements made tothe lands, 
and a statistical table of the timber cut will be 
appended. 

The number of forest fires have been greatly 
diminished, the gangs of timber thieves have 


been broken up, and seventy-five applications 
for the sale of lunds have been received, aggre- 
gating 50,000 acres. 

An appropriation of $750,000 will be asked 
for to buy land within the proposed park. It 
will be similar to the bill of last year. There 
are 500,000 acres of private land within the 
park and the State owns 22,000 acrea without 
the park in St. Lawrence, Franklin, Lewis, 
Chemuny, Oneida, Essex, Warren, Fulton, and 
Herkimer Counties. 

The members of the commission think that it 
will cost about $4,000,000 to complete the park, 
and say they can doitin five years’ time if the 
appropriations are made.

DENNIS E. SIBLEY FAILS FOR OVER A 
QUARTER OF A MILLION. 


OuICcAGO, Dec. 19.—Dennis E. Sibley, one of 
the oldest and best-known Board of Trade deal- 
ers, Was forced to make an assignment to-day 
for the benefit of his creditors. Sibley’s liabili- 
tles will reach $268,223.92. His assets are as 
yet undetermined, but it is thought they will 
not exceed $70,000, but possibly may reach 
$90,000. Mr. Sibley had been buying corn 
heavily for December delivery in New-York, ex- 
peoting that, when navigation closed, freight 
rates would go up and with them the price of 
corn and other cereals. Accordingly, he was 
caught with 6,000,000 bushels of cora when the 
roads out the freight rates in two and the bot- 
tom fell out of the market. 

Board of Trade men attribute the failure to 
an attempt by Sibley to corner the corn market, 
but such an attempt is denied by Sibley. When 
the drop came his margins began to pile up, 
and inability to cover them forced him into 
bankruptey. 

By the failure a list of over forty Chicago 
Board of Trade men are ay for sums vary- 
ing from $25,000 to $1,000. Logan & Co., Nor- 
ton & Worthington, Kennett & Hopkins, and 
Guerdon G. Moore are among the heaviest 
losers. 

Sibley has been operating on the board for 
over twenty years. The firm was once Eldridge 
& Sibley, but of late Sibley has been dealing 
alone. Until a short time ago he was President 
of the Sibley Elevator Company. Mr. Sibley’s 
credit has always been Al, and he was con- 
sidered a wealthy man. 

Until within a few days both his attorneys 
and Mr. Sibley thought he would be able to pass 
the crisis. Some of his heavy creditors, how- 
ever, became anxious for the payment of their 
claims, and several heavy suite have lately 
been brought against him. Notquitetwo weeks 
ago Logan & Co. of the Board of Trade began 
an attachment suit in the Superior Court for 
$21,000. It was for money due on the corn 
transactions which it is said caused the failure. 
The tirm of Logan & Co. is probably the heaviest 
creditor, there being due them $25,000. They 
began suit and the other creditors at once com- 
menced to crowd Sibley, and the assignment 
followed.

CARNEGIE ATTORNEYS SAID TO BE 
LOOKING FOR LARGE GAME. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Dec. 19.—District Attorney 
Burleigh made information this afternoon be- 
fore Alderman MoMaster, charging H. F. Demp- 
sey, District Master Workmen of the Knights of 
Labor, and James Davidson and Patrick Gal- 
lagher with felonious assault and battery and 
administering poison. The men are implicated 
in the attempted poison conspiracy at Home- 
stead. 

This evening Dempsey called at the Alder- 
man’s office and surrendered. He was released 
on $2,500 bail. He strongly asserts his inno- 
cence. Davidson has not yet been arrested, and 
Gallagher is still missing, though the impres- 
sion prevails that he can be produced when 
wanted. It is said that informations will also 
be made against two of the Homestead Advis- 
ory Committee for complicity in the crime. 

The attorneys for the Carnegie Steel Company 
are devoting their energies to the collection of 
evidence to substantiate the poisoning confes- 
sions. It is reported that they have subpwnaed 
205 witnesses, all non-union men, who were 
taken sick. 

An official of the company is quoted as saying 
that the attorneys do not particularly care for 
Dempsey, Davidson, und Gallagher, but are 
looking for larger game. 

It was learned to-day that if poison was ad- 
ministered with the object of driving away the

FIVE TORPEDOES ACCEPTED. 





THE DOMESTICATION OF THE WHITE- 
HEAD WEAPON SUCCESSFUL. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The first five White- 
head torpedoes for the navy have been accepted 
after satisfactory trials in Little Peconic Bay, 
Long Island. These torpedoes are practically 
the first the navy seoures. The single Hewell 
torpedo so far delivered is the only other tor- 
pedo which has been received from the con- 
tractors. The Howell) torpedo is delayed on ac- 


count of changes which have been suggested in 
some of the details, which will materially im- 
prove its accuracy. 

The Whitehead is the English torpedo, and ia 
domesticated by the EK. W. Bliss Company of 
Brooklyn. There was somo delay in obtaining 
the air flasks of domestic manufacture, but 
finally steel forgings of high quality have been 
delivered by the Bethlehem Iron Company and 
the Midvale Steel Company. Twenty torpedoes 
are now completed aud have been undergoing 
adjustment trials with the Cushing. A large 
portion of the mechanism of the other eighty 
torpedoes is finished, and the condition of 
manufacture is reported as such that the com- 
pletion of the torpedoes will quickly follow the 
delivery of forgings for air tlasks. It has been 
found impracticable to use aluminium bronze 
or nanganese bronze for air flasks, as all made 
of these materiais have failed to withstand the 
required tests. 

The domestication of the manufacture of this 
weapon eof war in this country has been ac- 
complished at a very slight expense to the 
Government, and the character of the manu- 
facture, as well as of the material employed, is 
of the highest grade. 





BANKER JACOB KREIGIER DEAD. 


HE WAS PRESIDENT OF THE MASONIC 
SAVINGS BANK WHEN IT FAILED. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 19.—Jacob Kreiger, &r., 
ex-President of the bankrupt Masonic savings 
Bank, died this morning at the home of his son- 
in-law, Julius Wanner, on Hepburn Avenue. 
By his death was removed one who for years 
was among the most prominent financiers of 
Louisville and the South. Mr. Kreiger had 


beon ill fer some time, but few outside of the 
members of his family knew that his condition 
wae serious, and his demise, when announced 
on Main Street, caused general surprise. 

The ex-banker’s death was attributed toa com- 
plication of diseases, chief among which was 
asthma. Hie illness dated from the time of the 
Masonic Bank failure, and his death was un- 
doubtedly hastened by despondenoy as a result 
of his financial reverses. 6 fell ill after the 
failure and never recovered. He gave upevery- 
thing to his creditors, including his residence 
on the Bardstown Road. In his feeble way he 
exhausted every effort to reimburse his deposit- 
ors. Two payments of 10 per cent. each have 
been made thus far, and the ex-President had 
expressed the hope that he might see consider- 
ably more of the debt of his bank paid before his 
death. 

Mr. Kreiger was born in Wolfstein, Rhenish 
Pruasin, sixty-seven years ago. He leaves a 
wife to whom he was married thirty-five years 
ago in this city. 





Naval Work in Progress, 

WASHINGTON, Deo. 19.—The old six-inch 
breech-loading rifle of the United States steam- 
ship Dolphin will be taken off that vessel, now 
that she has arrived at the Washington Navy 
Yard, and replaced by two four-inch rapid-firing 
guns. The six-inch gun which is abandoned is the 
firstof that calibre built by the Ordnance De- 
partment of the navy, and, compared with the 
guns of to-day, is very much behind tho times in 
mount and mechanism. The vessel will be 
otherwise repaired while she is at the yard in 
this city. : 

The main boilera of the United States steam- 
ship Raleigh, now under construction at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard, have been safely placed in 
position. The work of connecting the engines 
and boilers will gq forward as rapidly as prac- 
ticable.

WALL STREET HAS A SCARE 


——————_—__—_ 
LOTS OF EXCITEMENT IN THE‘ 
STOCK MARKET. 


4 BIG BREAK IN INDUSTRIALS, AD- 
VANOE IN RATES FOR CALL LOANS, 
AND LARGE EXPORTS OF GOLD 
MAKE A LIVELY DAY—A RALLY 
BEFORE THE CLOSE. 


A big break in industrial securities, an ad- 
Vance in the rate for call loans to 40 per cent., 
and engagements of almost $4,000,000 in gold 
for shipment to Europe combined to give Wall 
Street lively times yesterday. On the Stock 
Exchange there was more excitement than that 
institution had seen in months. For a time it 
looked as if the stock market was in for s panic. 

Before the close of business, however, the 
scare lessened. Railroad shares, while thoy 
could not help feeling the effects of the demoral- 
ization in the industrials, were comparatively 
strong, the industrials themselves rallied and 
made up part of their losses late in the day, and 
the money rate, which had gone up like a 
rocket, came down like its stick, the rate at the 
close being about 6 per cent. But these things 
did not save the day from being about as excit- 
ing as Wall Street cared to see. 

The trouble began early. Everybody was 
looking for news of gold shipments, and it 
came without delay. Moreover, it was evident 
that the exports would be heavy. Then a re- 
port spread that the Benedict-Wormser pool, 
which had been pushing up Chicago Gas stock, 
had dissolved. A good many people in the 
Street had supposed that it had completed its 
work some time ago, but the current story had 
it that the dissulution had just taken place, and 
on the strength of the gossip the rush to sell 
Chicago Gas began. 

Traders who had been watching the stock for 
a break offered it dowa, stop orders were 
reached, and everybody seemed to be fighting 
to get rid of the certificates. This merry work 
went on until the quotation was down to 83. On 
Saturday the stock had elosed at 91. The open- 
ing yesterday had been only a fourthof a point 
lower. Itall meant thatin a short time Gas 
had lost 8 points as well apparently as all the 
friends it had in the world. LEighty-three 
proved, however, to be the low mark for the 
day. Some buying developed at that figure, 
houses connected with the late pool taking o 


block of the stock, and that started a rally. The 
close was at 865, a loss of 43; points from 
Saturday. The business in Gas reached the 
handsome total of almost 69,000 shares. 

Whisky Trust broke along with Chicago Gas. 
The books of the company closed yesterday for 
& dividend of 113 per cent, but the opening was 
at 64, or 4s up from the 6533 atthe close on 
Saturday, the dividend being counted off. Very 
speedily the slump began, and down went the 
BLOCK to 57, & loss of 7 points from the opening 
figures. The rally late in the day raised the 
quotation 215 points at the close. 

There was 4 story that the poolin Whisky had 
closed its deal, but the statement was skeptic- 
ally received. A more plausible theory was 
that the insiders had made up their minds that 
too many outsiders were following them and 
that it was time to scare them out and havea 
little sheep shearing when it would do the most 
good. ‘The business in Whisky was particularly 
heavy, the record being close to 143,000 shares. 

While Chicago Gas and Whisky were the star 
performers, the other industrials had a share 
in the excitement. National Cordage sold down 
to 134%, adrop of four points from thé open- 
ing price, but toward the last it braced up and 
clused at a gain of a quarter of a point. Lead 
closed 1% down, after a dropto3y9%. It had 
opened atid». Sugar lost three-quarters of a 
point, rallying from a decline of a couple of 
points, and General Electric was two points 
lower than at the end of tradiugon Saturday. 

On the whole it was avery bad day for the 
industrials. The banks were found to be wore 
than ever inclined to discriminate against them 
as collateral, and with the flurry in the rate for 
money and the talk about pools going out of ex- 
istence, it seemed for a while as if there was no 
stopping theirtumbling. The stringency in the 
money market was greatly against thew, ai- 
though it did not appear to have a very creat 
effect upon the railroadshares. in the morning 
the money rate was close to 10 per cent, but 
the supply at that figure soon ran out and then 
the rate worked up to 15, 20, and 25 per cent. 
without exhausting thedemand. When 35 and 
40 per cent. were bid the supply of money in- 
creased, one tirm sending in $500,000, and the 
rate promptly fell to something like the every- 
day ligure. 

All through the day the gold exports played 
an important part in the doings of Wall Street. 
Tuey had been expected, to be sure, and the 
statements of Secretary Foster bad been made, 
probably, with the idea of lessening the general 
uneasiness about the finanoeial situation, but so 
greatan amountof the yellow metal was de- 
manded by the shippers that the effect on the 
stock market was most ortaat.

The rush for goid began early in the morning

burg, Thalmann & Co. and Baring, Mogoun «&

shipments will be made by the steamship Elve, 
eniling to-day for Bremen. 

Along with the gold from the Sub-Treasury 
will go $215,000 obtained by Lazard Fréres 
froin San Francisco, making the total exports 
by the Elbe $3,900,000, At one time yesterday 
it promised to exceed $4,000,000, but an order 
for $200,000 placed at the sub-Treasury was 
withdrawn before the close of business. 

Talk of more shipments was plenty. There 


00U would go out to-morrow, with possibly 
other exports before the end of the week. 

At present the Sub-Treasury is giving out coin 
in these proporsious: Kighty per cent. in double 
eagles, 10 per cent. in eagles, and 10 per cent. in 
halfeagles. During the last period of ship- 
ments the proportions were 40, 40, and 20 per 
cent, respectively, for the three coins. The 
larger the coin the smaller the loss by abrasion 
is the theory of the shippers, butthe change has 
not been made to help them out, being due, in 
fact, simply to the state of the supply of gold at 
the Sub-‘lreasury, the bulk of which is pow in 
doubie eagles. The coin issued to the exporters 
ig in excellent condition, and has not been in 
circulation to any great extent. 

The Sub-Treasury has on hand about $72, 
000,000 in coin. The Assay Office las about

It was not uncommon 
tor w Secretary of the Treasury to confer with 
financiers when conditions existed making an 
exchange of views desirable, but, so far as they 
knew, Mr. Foster had not announced any inten- 
tion of coming here for a discussion of the 
financial situation. .

STRENGTHENING THE GOLD BE- 
SERVE, 
_ pj. 
SEORETARY FOSTER HAS NO FEAR OF 
THE EFFECTS OF SHIPMENTS ABROAD. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 19.—There is a strong de- 
sire on the part of the Treasury officials to hoard 
gold these days. Those who export gold in the 
course of business desire coins of large denomi- 
nation, and it is believed that this fact has 
much to do with the comparative scarcity of 
such coins. The recent shipment of gold from 
the San Francisco Mint to New-York was made 
up of five-dollar pieces, which are inconvenicnt 
to send abroad, and this is now considered as 
part of the hoarding plan. 

Attention was oalled by a Troasury official to- 
day to the application made by a New-York 
bank Saturday to be permitted to deposit asum 
approaching a million dollars in currency in the 
New-York Sub-Treasury and secure an order on 
the New-Orleans Sub-Treasury for an equal 
sum to pay a debt due in that city by one of its 
clients. The reply is said to have beon that if 
the bank would deposit gold instéad of currency 
the order would be cheerfully issued. The of. 
ficial said it was believed the bank would accept. 

Certainly it should not be a difficult task to 
accumulate gold in quantity if transfers could 
be made on this basis. 

The Treasury Department was kept fully and 
promptly advised of the progress of the stock 
market in New-York to-day, and Secretary Fos- 
ter was in conference with his assistants several 
times upon the situation. After the Depart- 
ment closed, the Assistant Secretaries, Messrs. 
Gear, Spaulding, and Lamberson,. gathered 
in the Secretary’s room and discussed the 
events of the day. The Secretary said, in 
answer to a question basedon a report printed 
in New-York stating that he was much exeroised 

over the matter and intended to come over to 
New-York to consult New-York bankers: 

“Tam not going to New-York to confer with 
bankers or any one else about the financial situ- 
ation. Thereis nothingin it to warrant such 
action. The idea has not previously even oc- 
curred to me.” 

“ You have noticed the engagements for gold 
shipments to-morrow and the panicky feeling 
reported on the Stock Exchange?” 

“Oh, yes. But there was a more comfortable 
condition of things at the close, youknow. As 
to the gold situation in the Treasury, we are all 
right. Last month the exports from this 
country amounted to $7,000,000, but the Treas- 
ury lost half a million only. The reserve limit 
is fixed at $100,000,000 and I have $24,500,000 
more than that. The resources of this country 
are greater and more varied than most people 
know, and the mone, thatis paid to the Treas- 
ury for gold can be used for replacing the 
amount sold. The money is needed West and 
South to buy grain, provisions, and cotton; and 
if I can save a man five or six hundred dollars 
on a million, he doesn’t stop at giving me gold 
in New-York for currency laid down for him 
wherever he wants it. If they get us down in 
this matter, it will be only aftera long fight 
and a hard one. 

“But,” resumed Secretary Foster, ‘‘ifit were 
not for the scare that seems inevitable in con- 
nection with the shipments of gold abroad, it 
would not be sucha bad thing aftor all ‘The 
balanoe of trade is in our favor at the rate of 
$20,000,000 a month, and the gold will certain- 
ly find its way back here. Last month we 
shipped more provisions abroad than ever be- 
fore, and I believe the showing for December 
will be as good. For every million dollars wo 
send out of the country we get in exchango a 
million dollars’ worth of our indebtedness, 

** We have nearly $600,000,000 of gold in the 
United States. If $20U0,000,000 were to go out, 
it would result in the reduction of our public 
debt to thatextent, with the accompanying sav- 
ing of interest on thatamount. I am notatall 
uneasy regarding the situation.”

BREEDER MILO TOMLINSON DISAPPEARS 
FROM HIS HOME. 


INDIANAPOLIS, I[nd., Deo. 19.—The locality 
about Crawsfordsville is greatly excited over 
the flight of Milo Tomlinson, the well-known 
breeder of fine stock. Tomlinson has tor several 
years done a large business in all kinds of 
stock. His running horses won many honors 
last season. Both he and his wife are of promi- 
nent and influential families. 

He was supposed to be doing a splendid busl- 
ness, and nothing irregular was noticed until 
about a month ago, when one of his large 
Stables was burned, together with several 
blooded horses. Tho entire outfit was heavily 
insured. 

Since then Tomlinson has converted every- 
thing he had into cash, and several days ago he 
fled. His creditors are springing up on all sides. 

The young man proves to have been not only 
a debtor but « torger, as he put hia father’s 
name to numerous notes and papers without his 
father’s consent or knowledge. The elder Tom- 
liuson is involved to the extent of thousands of 
dollars, but states that he will meet hia sen’s 
paper as though it were genuine. The missing 
man is known to have taken alarge sum with 
him. 





TUPPER FOLLOWS THE CUE. 


HE SAYS THE LAKE WAR VESSELS ARE 
FOR FISHERIES PURPOSES. 
. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Dec. 19.—The Hon. H. C. 
Tupper, Minister of Marine and Fisheries, was 
shown to-day the dispatch printed in THE 
Times on Sunday stating that the Canadian 
Government was building war vessels on 
Georgian Bay. 

“We are not building war vessels,” said the 
Minister of Marine, ‘* but we have built a couple 
of small vessels at Owen Sound, which we are 
using in connection with the fishery protective 
service. The Petrel, launched recently, is not 
yet completed, 

‘It was built on the same model as the other 
two, the Conatance and the Curlew, and is 120 
tons net, carrying about eighteen hands. 

‘That is ali that there isto the story. Some 
parties in the States are looking for an infrac- 
tion of the treaty on the Canadian side so far as 
building war vessels is concerned, so that they 
may go into the business themselves. We have 
not violated any treaty rights.” 





Found Bead in Her Home, 

HEMPSTEAD, L. IL, Deo. 19.—Miss Sarah 
Hendrickson, a member of the old Long Island 
family ofthat name, was found dead at her 
home in Hempstead Saturday night 

Miss Hendrickson was in her sixtieth year, 
and had always been regarded as somewhat ec- 
centric. One of her peculiarities was her re- 
fusal toemploy servants. In consequence, she 
lived entirely alone in the old homestead, and 
was unattended at the time of her death. She 
was subject to epileptic fits, and it ie thought 
her death was caused by one of these attacks. 
She had not been seen since Monday of last 
week, and it is thought she may have been dead 
for some days. Coroner Horton will hold an in- 
quest. Thereis no evidence of foul play. Miss 
Hendrickson was the daughter of Bernardus 
Hendrickson, who died recently, aged ninety. 





Nova Scotia Miners on Strike, 

HaLirax, N 8., Dee. 19.—All the miners and 
workmen of the Spring Hill collieries, the larg- 
estin Nova Scotia, struck to-day and opera- 
tions entirely ceasod. Theimmediate cause of 
the trouble is grievances respecting short 
weight and docking. 

One thousand persons are thus thrown out of 
employment, and the business of the town of 
Spring Hill will be paralyzed. Several rail- 
rvads, including the Intercolonial, are aifected.

BURIED UNDER THE WALLS 


THREE FIREMEN KILLED AND 
SEVERAL INJURED. 


EXPLOSION IN AN ALBANY FLOUR MILL 
DESTROYED THE PROPERTY AND 
TERRIBLY BURNED A PARTNER— 
HOURS LATER A WALL SIXTY FEET 
HIGH FELL ON THE FIREMEN. 


ALBANY, Dee. 19.—At 12:30 o’elock this 
afternoon a terrific explosion oecurred in the 
elevator shaft of the Fort Orange Milling Com- 
pany’s building, facing on the river front and 
backing up on the Erie Canal basin. The sparks 
set fire to the dry grain andfiour. In an instant 
the blaze rushed up the shaft, and before an 
alarm was sentin the entire structure was a 
mass of flames. 

Charles B. Woolverton, a member of the firm, 
was in the office at the time, and when the ex- 
piosion occurred started for the rear of the 
office to close the safe. Before he could get out 
he was surrounded by flames, and when he man- 
aged to fight his way through them he was 
burned in a most terrible manner.

Shortly after 6 o’clock this evening the mon 
of steamer company No. 4, who were working 
inside of the ruins, were ordered home by the 
Chief. As they proceeded to get out by the 
river front the east wall, which was standing 60 
feet high, toppled over without a moment’s 
warning, the upper half falling inward and the 
lower half out upon the dock. 

Seven men were buried under 8 feet of débris, 
and as soon as their comrades recovered from 


the shock caused by the sight of the accident 
they set to work to extricate the unfortunate 
men. 

James Shattuck, Jr., Bernard Bamer, his 
brother Frederick Bamer, and John Whitnell 
were first rescued. Of these only Bernard Bamer 
was completely buried, and but for the quick 
work at rescue he would have perished. Whit- 
rell and Bernard Bamer were seriously injured, 
and were taken to the hospital in the ambulance. 
The house physician, after an examination, 
said Bernard Baumer wouid likely die, but he 
thought Whitnell would pull through all right. 
— and Frederick Bamer were not badly 

urt. 

The firemen continued working on the ruins, 
and in a few minutes came upon the dead bodies 
of Charles E. Marshall, foreman of Steamer No. 
4, and John Bridgeford. Marshall left a wifeand 
six children, while Bridgeford was unmarried. 
The body of Frederick Amthor was recovered at 
9:30 P. M., and was found to be badly crushed. 
He was unmarried. 

Those who were near the river bank when the 
explosion occurred saw the roof of the building 
rise in the air and flerce flames burst forth, rap- 
idly extending, while at the same time the 
“leg’’ which jutted out from the structure waa 
sent flying over ithe water, and alighted about 
100 yards out. 

It was fifteen minutes later before an alarm of 
fire was sent in, and meanwhile the fire spread 
rapidly. There are five brick buildings, tive 
stories high, on that portion of the pier, the first 
three being ocoupied by the Fort Orange Milling 
Company, and the other two as storehouses. 

The fireman, @ man named Ambrose, says 
that when he opened the door of the firebox of 
the engine to putin some coal the next thing 
he knew was ‘a heavy report and be was thrown 
back ten feet. He picked himself up and ran 
outside, but afterward went back and shutdown 
the engine. 

After bursting forth, the flames headed highia 
the air, but were confined to the centre one of 
the five buildings. A strong wind came up, fan- 
ning the flames toward Dollard’s coalyard, next 
on the north side, and the barges which were 
tied up to the dock on the west of the buildings 
in the basin. Lines were stretched from the 
shore across this basin and the boats towed to- 
ward that side. Twoor three near the dock, 
however, caught fire. 

Some difiiculty was experienced in getting 
the fire apparatus over the bridge to the plier, 
and it was some time before the water was 
played upon the flames, which had spread 
rapidly to the adjoining buildings. 

The fire was a dangerous one to handle, the 
east being the only side from which it could 
well be fought. Thetheory is that the fire was 
caused by flour dust becoming ignited from 
friction. The lumber barge Chapin was the 
only boat seriously damaged, the loss being 
about $1,500. The fire was brought under con- 
trol after two hours’ hard work. There was 
not much stock in the buildings, which were 
very old ones. 

The insurance, which is placed with the 
Austin & Woolverton and Commerce Insurance 
Agencies, ia figured at $48,000, while one of the 
stockholders of the milling company estimates 
the loss on plant, stock, and buildings at 
$70,000,

“pump” him are still on the anxious seat. 

He was emphatic in the statement that the 
next Senate would be Democratic. ‘“ Enough 
Democrats were elected last month to make the 
Senate Democratic,” he said, “‘ and you will see 
that it will be Democratic.”’ 

Mr. Dickinson has engaged reoms at the Ar- 
lington for the use of Mr. Cleveland and his 
party at inauguration time. They are in the 
new portion of the building.

FATALLY WOUNDED AT HIS OWN DOOR

THE COLUMBUS FOUNTAIN 


SPANISH-AMERICANS PARTICULAR 
ABOUT ITS LOCATION, 


THEY ARE NOT PLEASED WITH THE BAT- 
TERY OR THE MOUNT MORRIS SITE 
—MAY WITHDRAW THEIR TENDBR— 
TALK WITH THE DESIGNER, MR. 
MIRANDA—MR. GREER’S VIEW. 


The Circulo Colon Cervantes, the Spanish- 
American society whose members are in charge 
of the Columbus Feuntain project, are dissatis- 
fied with the action recently taken by the Park 
Department in fixiag a site for’ the proposed 
fountain. The design contemplated a circular 
area having a diameter ef 100 feet, with a fig- 
ure of the discoverer standing on a pedestal 
representing a part ef the globe rising abeve 
the surrounding water in the big circular basin, 
together with figures of ether men con- 
spicuous as geographers and explorers in the 
Columbian period in Spanish history. 

The design has been commended as both beau- 
tiful and original. The Spanish-Americans 
otfere.l the fountain to the eity with a distinct 
suggestion that it be placed at the Fifth Avenue 
entrance to the Central Park. The Park Board 
referred the matter to Calvert Vaux, the land- 
scape architect of the department, witb the re- 
quest that he advise the board in regard to a 
preper site. Atthe last meeting of the board 
a report was made by Mr. Vaux,in which he 
said: 

“In response to your letter of Nov. 29, I recom- 
mend forthe consideration of the board the site on 
the Battery Park. 

**Before closing this report I desire to draw the 
attention of the board tothe fact that Fifth Avenue 
begins at the north end of the thoroughfare that 
crosses Washington Square, and then proceeds up 
town for neariy «ix miles without any break, till 16 
strikes tlhe rocky eminence that is at the south end 
of Mount Morris Park. which it is not designed to 
Cross. 

“Under these circumstances, as the property is 
not yet built up, there is evidentiy an opportunity 
which has not hitherto been taken advantage of, to 
improve the general plan of the city by the intro- 
duction in this vicinity of some ariistio conception 
of sufficient size and scope to justify a widoning out 
of the avenue of a liberal character, at the mani. 
festiy weak intersection point which is above de- 
scribed as occurring where Fifth Avenue now turns 
abruptly into One Hundred and Twentieth Street, 

“The design made by Mr. Fernando Miranda for 
the Columbus fountain basin ene in my judg- 
ment, well calculated for erection in this possible 
position, I have prepared a drawing to show what I 
would recommend the city to do if, in connection 
with this costly gift, it suonld desire to remedy an 
obvious defect in its street system at a critical 
point.”’ 

This report, which wholly passed over the 
site at Filty-ninth Streetand Fifth Avenue, is 
very unsatisfactory to the Spanish-Americans. 
Fernuando Miranda, the designer of the fountain 
and the spokesman for his fellow-members in 
the Circule Colon Cervantes, says that no such 
disposition of the fountain, in what may be 
called a second-class place, can be accepted by 
the donors of the fountain, and that, rather 
than have itso ‘tucked away,’ the Spanish- 
Americans: will withdraw their gift. 

The cost of the fountain was estimated at 
about $60,000, and in the event of ite having a 
wortby site allotted to it this large sum was to 
be raised immediately by eubscriptions not 
only of Spanish-Aimerican residents of New- 
York, but of persons in Spain andin the South 
American countries; and the work of making 
the fountain and setting itin place would have 
proceeded as soon as practicable. Mr. Miranda 
said yesterday: 

Nothing could be further from the minds of 
the members of the Circalo Colon Cervantes 
than to offer a gift in an ungracious or a pre- 
suming manner. But we feel that the fountain 
would be an ornament even to the finest part of 
the city, and are very much disappointed that 
it should be suggested to put it down at the 
Battery or under Mount Morris. We are dis- 
posed to believe that when the Park board 
shall hear our ground for urging the Fifth Ave- 
nue site, they will not feel that we are either 
intrusive or grasping, or that the fountain, if 
set in that place, would detract in any way 
from the symmetry of the plan on which the 
Fifth Avenue approach to the Central Park was 
laid out. 

**Itis desired by usto place the fountain in 
the space between the entrance to the Park and 
Fitth Avenue. There is a corner there whose 
effectiveness for the display of a work of art is 
evident, apd whose me now is practically 
wasted. if it be true that the basin would bave 
to be made with a diameter of 90 feet instead of 
100 to fit the spot, that matter could be arranged 
very easily. Again, there could be no complaint 
that spray from the falling water would blow 
over upon passers upon the sidewalk, for the 
atrangement of the jets would be such as to 
avoid any such disadvantage. 

** Moreover, the fountain would not encroach 
upon the plaza, nor be in any way an obstruc- 
tion to the channel of travel. Carriages com- 
ing up Fifth Avenue would be driven ex- 
actly as at present, either in the graceful sweep 
contemplated by Mr. Vaux into the entrance of 
the Park or straight up the avenue. The 
fountain would hold the corner and afford a 
‘refuge,’ as they call it in Paris, for loot passen- 
goers crossing the roadway from tle east. The 
three big hotels which front upon the plaza all 
favor the idea of having the fountain placed 
theré, considering it an object which would im- 
prove their own property as w ell a8 ornament 
the publie space which it would overiook, 

“TI hops to go before the lark Board when an 
opportunity comes and see if discussion of the 
subject will not cause the matter to appear to 
the Commissioners in a different light from that 
in which it strikes Mr. Vaux, according to his 
report.” ake: 

cnarew Of. Green was asked his opinion as to 
the advisability of placing the fountain at the 
Fifth Avenue entrance to the Park. He said 
that while he was not familiar with the details 
of the proposed fountain, he could not see just 
why it should go there, inasmuch as the general 
plan of the Park gateways had never been 
changed from its original scheme and design. 

“The original Park Commission,” said Mr. 
Green, “ took a great deal of time and thought 
in deciding upon a general plan for the gate- 
ways. Numberless suggestions were given to 
us. Boms persons wauted the gateways nawed 
for the States of the Union, some for Americans 
celebrated iu the country’s history, some for the 
various kinds of American trees, and some for 
the saints. It was tinally decided that they 
would best be named for the several classes of 
the world’s workers who had contributed to 
make the country and city what it is. There 
are twenty-four gates tothe Park, and that at 
Fiitth Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street, being 
even then clearly the main entrance, was called 
the Scholar’s Gate, that at Fifty-ninth Street 
and sixth Avenue the Artist’s Gate, that at 
Seventh Avenue the Artisan’s Gate, one was 
called the Woman's Gate, one the Merchant's 
Gate, and €0 on. : 

“This plan contempiated the flanking of the 
entrances with such pieces of statuary as might 
be presented to the Park. arranged in reference 
to this classification. The bronze Humboldt 
was accordingly placed near the Scholar’s Gate, 
and other statues were disposed according to 
the same pian. ; 

“This plan contemplated the erection of suit- 
able gateways for tle various entrances. These 

ave never been setup. Richard M. Hunt of- 

ered some designs at one time for several of 
the gateways, but nothing was ever accepted 
and these gateways are still things of the fut- 
ure. However, I think the original plan is a 
good one, and I believe in sticking to it and 
building up slowly—as ail such things come—a 
asymmetrical arrangement of the various works 
of art which are given to the Park from time to 
time forits adornment. If some such system is 
not adhered to with some rigidity, Ifear the 
general result would be neither artistic nor 
pleasing to anybody. 

“Pach new gift is specially admirable iz its 
donor’s eyes, and yet it should be so placed as 
to contribute toward a harmonious whole. Now, 
a Columbus fountain could have no special 
fitness at the &cholar’s Gate. It would bea 
magnificent ornamext of a Discoverer’s Gate, 
or a Navigator's Uate, if there were one, and I 
think there is a gate so called, but just where it 
is I do not now remember. 

“ Of course, it would be foolish to deprive the 
city of a benutiful work of art because a single 
gite was unsuited toit. [only say that with my 
present knowledge of the proposed fountain, it 
seems to ine thatthere is no adequate reason 
why it should be so placed as to disarrange the 
scheme of ornament which was originally de- 
vised for the Central Park, and which has been 
followed heretofore with good results, I shall 
be glad to learn if I am wrong. 

“The site at the Battery would seem to me 
specia:ly suitable for such a fountain, at first 
thought, considering both the subject and the 
site; but I nave uo doubt the Commissioners 
will make a proper decision after such discus- 
sion by ail parties concerned as shall shed light 
on all sides of the question.” 

The matter was laid over at the last meeting 
of the Park Board, and may come up at the 
meeting to-morrow morning.

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BRADLEY'S BASY B&CAPB. 
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WHO BETRAYBD HIM, 


Boston, Dec. 19.—The Globe prints a stery, 
purporting to have been teld by a fellow-con- 
vict, of the escape of James M. Bradley, alias 
Walter Maitland, who succeeded in getting 
away from the State prison last Thanksgiving 
Day and who has not yet been recaptured. 

The eoavict, who was in Bradley’s confidence 
end helped him plan the escape, says that 
when Bradley was arrested in New-York after 
his previous escape he was “ given away” by & 
woman. He was very bitteragainst the woman, 
and on his retura to praion commenced to plan 
to escape again that he might seek revenge. 

‘He knew,” said the convict, ‘that on 
Thankegiving Day the prisoners are allowed 
many unusual liberties, and that the annual 
pardening of two men by the Governor causes 
more or less of commotion, so that while the 
visitors are in the prison there is a chance fora 
daring man acquainted with the routine to 
make a break for liberty. He communicated 
with a friend outside and arranged that on 
Thanksgiving Day the friend was to be at the 
prison ceremonies with a long overcoat that 
would eover up his clothing. Then he tixed it 
with one of the men who have acceas to the 
storehouse to get him a suit of clothes, which 
he hid in the yard previous to Thanksgiving Day. 

* After thatit was simple enough. When the 
visiters were about the prison he got into the 
centre of a group of us, put on the suit right 
over his prison garb, and donned the ulster, in 
the pecket of which he found a soft hat, 
with which he replaced his prison cap, putting 
the latter into the pocket of the coat. When 
the visiters went out he went with them, walk- 
ing along beside one of the prison Commission- 
ers. 

** As soon as he was on the street he jumped 
into @ carriage which was waiting for him and 
was driven off. His absence was not discevered 
until we were put back into our ceils, and while 
the officers were trying to discover his hiding 
place in the prison he had plenty of time to get 
away. 

“It was the simplest and easiest escape that 
ever took place from the prison. We expect to 
hear from him pretty soon. Before he escaped 
he saidtome: ‘if | ever get out I will get 
square with that woman. I am going to New- 
York as soon as I can with safety, and I shall 
kill her. The reason that nine-tenths ef us are 
in jail is because some Woman gave us away, 
and this will be a warning to others of her stamp 
to keep their mouths shut.’ His whole thought 
while he was here after his recapture was to get 
square with that woman, and I believe that he 
will” 





M’GUIRE EXECUTED. 
—_-- ~«~- 
A SUCCESSFUL APPLICATION OF THE 
ELECTRICAL CHAIR. 

SING SING, N. Y., Deo. 19.—Frederic MoGuire 
was executed by electricity at the prison here 
to-day. He was the tenth murderer who has 
paid the penalty in the electric chair under the 
present law, and his life was taken 80 quickly 
and with so little apparent suffering on his part 
that the execution was pronounced by those 
who have witnessed others the most successful 
of any. 

MoGuire was about twenty-five years old, in 
good health, and professed to have no fear of 
death. 

He murdered Mrs. Amelia Gregory of Middle- 
town in October, 1891, and some time ago made 
a confession te the Rev. M. Conkling. Mrs, 
Gregory was the wife of the Tax Collector, a 
most estimable woman, and the motive of the 
crime was to secure money which McGuire 
knew was inthe house. He shot her twice, and 
then beat out her brains with an earthen vessel. 
He secured about $120, : 

The execution was in a new building which 
has just been completed within the prison court. 
The Warden and Principal Keeper Connaughton 
walked first to the place of execution, followed 
by MeGuire and two clergymen, while two 
guards were behind. They reached the room 
where the witnesses were sitting at 11:10 
o'clock. MoGuire was pale as marble. Ho 
walked without any assistance, and without 
looking at the spectators, went straight to the 
chair and sat down. In forty seconds the straps 
had fastened him firmly and the electrodes had 
been adjusted—one at the bead and one at the 
calf of hia leg. 

The method of applying the current was new 
in that it was not completely shutoff until the 
physicians were sure that the man was dead. 
Fifty seconds after the vietim appeared in the 
room the signal was given, and a current of 
1,800 volte was sentthrough him. The body 
beeame rigid against the straps. The current 
was on four seconds. Then, instead of shutting 
it off altogether, as has been done at previous 
executions, it was simply diminished to 150 
volts, and that current was kept on for five 
seconds. Then the fuli strength was switched 
on for three seconds, and that ended it. Dr. 
Irvine examined the victim, and there was a 
slight flattering of the heart. In a few seconds 
that had stopped. : 

There were no evidences that McGuire had 
suftered an instant. There were none of the 
indications of burning which have been noticed 
at other executions by electricity. The au- 
topsy, the physicians said, showed that the con- 
ditions of the body were almost the same as if 
the man had died a natural death.

YALE’S CATALOGUE. 
—$—$< —__—_ 
IT SHOWS A GENERAL GROWTH IN THE 
UNIVERSITY. 


NeEw-Haven, Conn., Dec. 19.—The catalogue 
of Yale University for 1892-3, the one hundred 
and ninety-third issue, appeared to-day, and ex- 
hibits marked growth in general in the tni- 
versity. 

Henry E. Howland of New-York is named as 
a member of the corporation in place of Will- 
iam Walter Phelps. There are 1,969 students 
this year, as against 1,784 in 1891. This year’s 
freshman class has 507, against 468 a year ago. 

The average estimate for general expenses 
has been lowered from $615 to $591. The new 
“Commons” has been an important factor in 
bringing about this change. 

In the list of instructors an increase of 29 is 
shown, the number being 185. Twenty-three 
females are taking the post-graduate courses, 
every female college in the country having its 
representative here, 

A change is noted in the requirements for aad- 
mission by the introduction of an examination 
in English literature. There are 128 undergrad- 
uate courses this year, an increase of 8. In the 
academic department there is a slight chance 
in prescribed studies, five hours of work being 
required instead of six, The number of the post- 
graduate faculty is 7Y. 





Rescued from a Burning House. 

SAN Francisco, Deo 19.—The four-story 
rookery in the most densely-populated quarter 
of Chinatown was set on fire yesterday. The 
building was occupied as a gambling bouse 
on the lower floor, and as a lodging house on 
the upper stories. At the end of each stairway 
were heavy doors, self-locking and barred, to 
defy a police invasion. Ali the windgws were 
covered by heavy wooden bars. 

On the first cry of fire two Chinese rusieed 
from the building and locked the upper door 
behind them. The inmates of the building got 
dewn to the ground iloor, and found that the 
door at the head of the stairway had been 
locked. There was no escape from the win- 
dows, and it looked as though the people inside 
would perish. 

Finally two policemen secured a ladder and 
mounted to the sevond story, cut away the win- 
dow bars with an axe, and rescued five Chinese 
women andababy. The damage done to the 
building by fire was slight. 

It is thought the fire was the work of high- 
binders, who took that method of avenging 
themselves on the inmates.

She says she found that married life 
interfered with her literary labors, and, as she 


preferred the latter, she left her husband and 
came to California for her health. She avers 
that she and her husband are on the best of 
terms. Mrs. Stetson came to California in 18838 
and settled at Pasadena. A year ago she came 
to Oakland, and has been prominent in literary 
circles. She was the Vice President of the Pa- 
citie Coast Women’s Press Association. On 
Tuesday night she will deliver a public lecture 
in this city on Socialism, 





Hotel Proprictor Absconds. 
ELIZABETH, N, J., Deo. 19.—Robert Fisher, the 
proprietor of the Eagle Hotel on First Street 
here, absconded to-day, leaving many unpaid 
bills.

TAMMANY AND THE OFFICES.

ANYTHING MR. OLEVELAND MAY DO 
WILL BE SATISFACTORY. 


There has been no end of talk since Cleveland 
and Stevenson were elected President and Vice 
President ef the United States as to what ‘‘ de- 
mands” the Tammany Hall organization in 
this city was going to make in the matter of ap- 
pointments as soon as Mr. Cleveland was in- 
augurated.

ALBERT £. DAVIS ARRESTED. 


CHARGED BY MRS. FRELICH 
BEZZLEMENT.

30UND TO BEAT FAULE 
—_eo- 

SOME SCHEMING AGAINST HIM 
IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


HELD RESPONSIBLE FOR THE COLONI- 
ZATION “FAKE” AND THE PUBLI- 
CATION OF THE LETTERS WRITTEN 
TO WHITEHEAD—ELKINS AND QUAY 
IN THE SCHEME FOR REVENGE. 


CHARLESTON, West Va, Deo. 16.—There ap- 
Pears to be considerable trouble brewing for 
United States Senator ©. J. Faulkner this Win- 
ter. The West Virginia Legislature will meet 
on Jan. 11, and among the important duties to 
be performed by the people’s representatives at 
the coming session is the election of a member 
of the United States Senate to suceeed Sen- 
ator Faulkner, whose term expires on Mareh 
4 next. 

Until very recently it was supposed that Mr. 
Faulkner would be re-eleeted with but little or 
no opposition, buta talk with the party leaders 
resident in Charlesten, as well as some from 
other parts of the State, reveals the fact thata 
serious opposition is organizing to defeat the 
Senator, 

There are and have been anumber ef aspirants 
for Mr. Faulkner's seat, but nene of these as- 
pirants has put himself conspicuously for- 
ward while Mr. Faulkner seemed to give gen- 
eral satisfaction. All have patiently bided 
their time, waiting for the first faint whisper of 
discontent or opposition to him. 

This opposition has appeared in an unexpect- 
ed quarter. The State Democratic Committee is 
said to be displeased with Senator Faulkner, 
and it is said that some of the members of the 
committee will oppose his election. Mr. Faulk- 
ner, itis said, not only refused te contribute a 
cent toward defraying the expenses of the cam- 


paign in this State this year, but in his canvass 
went contrary to the plans and directions of the 
committee, seeking the election of a- Democratic 
majority in the Legislature to make his ewn 
calling and election sure at the hazard of the 
candidates for State otlices. 

The committee, as at present constituted, is 
all-powerful, and if it seta its seal of con- 
demnation upon Senator taulkner he will find 
it a difficult matter to rally to his support a fol- 
lowing in the Legislature streng enough to 
overcome opposition and secure his election. 

Thore is another element of opposition in the 
Democratic Party which will confront Senator 
Faulkner. The Democratic Party of the State 
is divided upon the question of the policy to be 
pursued toward the railroads and other menop- 
olies. When Johnson N. Camden, the railroad 
magnate, was a candidate fer re-election to the 
Senate in 1887, the lines between the monopo- 
lists and anti-monopolists were sharply defined, 
and, although Mr. Camden was nominated by 
the Democratic caucus, he could net be elected. 

The anti-monopolists would not go into the 
caucus, and when the matter came up for a 
vote on joint ballot they persisted in their oppoe- 
sition and ateadily voted against him. The 
joint Assembly balloted each day through the 
entire session, and when the time for adjourn- 
ment arrived no Senator had been chosen. It 
then devolved upon the Governor to appoint a 
Seuator to fill the vacancy till suoh time as the 
Legislature could make a ohoice. The Hon. 
Daniel D, Lucas, then a member of the lower 
house, since chosen asa Justice on the Supreme 
bench, was appointed by Gov. Wilson. udge 
Lucas was one of the leaders in the opposition 
to the election of Mr. Camden. The Legislature 
was convened by Gov. Wilson in extra session 
in the following Autumn for the purpose of 
electing a Senator. 

The two factions of the party were wide 
apart, and it was evident that noone but a 
compromise candidate could be elected. Among 
others C. J. Faulkner wae proposed, as not hav- 
ing been actively identified with elther faction. 
Lie was elected. Very soon the anti-monopolists 
were chagrined to find that Mr. Faulkner had 
been secretly proposed and his election secured 
by Mr. Camden, and that the Senator was in 
sympathy with the railroad interests. 

The anti-monopolists had been led into the 
support of Mr. Faulkner through a misappre- 
hension. They saw their error after it was too 
late to correct it. 

The time has now come when the anti-monop- 
olists see their opportunity, and they are pre- 
paring for the fight Among the gentlemen 
spoken of as likely tobe candidates is Judge 
Bennett of Weston. He claims to have been 
beaten unfairly outofthe Democratic nomina- 
tion for Governor in the State Convention last 
July, and nothing less thana United States Sen- 
atorship will be likely to appease him. 

Aside from the opposition to Senator Faulk- 
ner in bis own party, there appears to be a deep- 
laid acheme among Republican leaders, both in 
the State and outside, to accomplish his defeat. 
How far their eflorts will succeed remains to be 
seen. Itis said that Secretary of War Elkins is 
behind the schemeto secure his defeat, and that 
he is ably assisted by Senator M. & Quay of 
Pennsylvania and others who have suffered ex- 
posure in connection with the Republican 
scheme to colonize West Virgiuia, Connecticut, 
and Indiana with negro voters in order to 
secure permanent Kepublican majorities in 
these States. 

This whole scheme, they claim, was concocted 
by Democrats, and that Senator Faulkner was 
the prime mover in the matter. Senator Matt 
(juay, United States Treasurer Huston, Attor- 
ney General Miller, and promivent Republicans 
in West Virginia, including Congressmen At- 
kinson and Smith of the First and Fourth Dis- 
tricts respectively; the Hon. William Seamour 
Edwards of Charleston, Col. J. L. MeLean of 
Winfield, and others, who fell into the trap, 
and were induced to write letters over their 
own signatures approving the colonization 
scheme, have a special Interest in the defeat of 
the man who they suppose was the inventor of 
the colonization fake. 

These Republicans do not deny writing the 
letters of approval of the colonization plan. In- 
deed, they cannot wel! do so, since their auto- 
graph letters are in the hands of Democrats, 
and cannot be disowned; but that they should be 
led into a Democratic trap and be induced to re- 
veal their secret plans and pnrposes has so 
angered them that they are willing to go to any 
extremity to crush the author of their con- 
fusion. 

if, as Republicans assert, the colonization 
scheme was invented by Democrats, it was 
worked out with great success. W. H. White- 
head had proposed the plan to Quay and others, 
and succeeded in getting them thoroughly inter- 
ested. The plan seemed feasible and promised 
good results forthe Republican Party. White- 
head explained his plan thorougbly, and Repub- 
licans seemed to taketoit. He then opened a 
correspondence With them, and obtained from 
them letters in their own bandwriting tendering 
their sympathy and assistance. When he had 
secured a sullicient number of these letters, and 
the time was ripe to spring itupon the public, 
just two weeks before the election in 1890, he 
came to this city and prepared to enacta piece 
of high comedy. 

He engaged rooms at the Hotel Ruffner, re- 
mained about the hotel for a day or two, seemed 
to drink heavily, and Gemeaned himself much 
as though he were demented. He retired to bed 
rather late one night, and about 2 o’olock rang 
for a servant. When the servant entered the 
room Whitehead was apparently on the point 
of committing suicide by throwing himself out 
of the window and battering his brains out on 
the pavement below. The servant prevented 
Whitehead from destroying himself in that man- 
ner. 

He then rushed out of the room, down the 
stairs, and through the hotel lobby in his night 
clothes, down to the bank of the Kanawha River, 
and plunged into the water. He had,it seems, 
previously engaged ariverman to station him- 
self at the point to rescue the first luvatic who 
might attempt to drown himself that night. 
The riverman was on hand and performed his 
duty nobly. 

Whitehead was saved from a watery grave. 
He waa taken back to the hotel, and within a 
few hours he found himself vlothed aud in his 
right mind. He cluimed that he had been 
robbed of his money and important letters and 
the knowledge of this fact had crazed him. He 
left the town and within afew days a New-York 
paper published a full exposé of the whole 
matter, accompanied by facsimiles of the au- 
tograph letters of Quay and others. 

The matter was extensively commented upon 
throughout the country and nobody ever 
dreamed that it was all a scheme. 

When Quay and bis friends read their letters 
to Whitehead in the newepapers their chagrin 
and confusion were overwhelming. They do 
not claim that Senator Faulkner was the only 
one engaged in the scheme, but they believe he 
was the prime movor and abettor of it, and if 
they can assist in the defeat of Mr. Faulkner 
their services will be cheerfully given. 

Their proposition is to tender the anti-monpo- 
lists enough votes to elect any other acceptable 
Democrat, provided it should appear that Mr. 
Faulkner cannot be defeated any other way. 
They are aware, however, that an open offer 
of this kind on their part would unite the Dem- 
ocrata for him, and thus result in his election. 

When asked aout their purpose they profess 
to know nothing about such a proposition. It 
has, nevertheless, been thorotghly discussed 
among them, and it is evident thata pian has 
been agreed upon. The Senatorial tight next 
month promises to be a three-cornered one, and 
the prize will likely go to the superior tactician. 





Confessed to Causing Matewan’s Fire,

JOHN MOST MADE FUN OF HER AND 
SHE RESENTED IT. 


The ill feeling that has existed between John 
Most, the leader of the conservative Anarchists, 
and Emma Goldman, who drinks beer in Peu- 
kert’s Anarchists’ saloon in Fifth Street and 
makes incendiary speeches, developed into an 
assault by that woman upon Most on Sunday 
evening at 98 Forsyth Street, where Most was 
addressing a meeting of Anarchists. No sooner 
had Most been introduced to the assembly than 
Emma Goldman, who had acquired notoriety as 
the champion of Berkman, the would-be as- 


sassin of H. C. Frick, stepped forward, whip in 
hand, flourished itin Most’s face, and adminis- 
tered a lash accompanied by select Anarchistic 
billingsgate epithets. Most’s friends seized her 
and hustled her out of the hall and the lecture 
proceeded. 

The assault, according to Most, was provoked 
by his ridiculing certain publications in an 
Anarchist sheet to whick the woman contrib- 
utes and in which appear alleged letters from 
Berkman, who ts in jail at Pittsburg. 

Emma Goldman published an article describ- 
ing her visit to Berkman in prison, and giving 
an account of the abuse said to have been 
heaped upon her by the Warden and one of the 
keepers of the prison and the District Attorney 
of Pittsburg. 

Most oriticised the publications, declaring that 
the letters alleged to come from Berkman were 
concocted in the office of the newspaper, and 
doubting the veracity of the woman’s boasts.

WEONGED STOCKHOLDERS TO FUR- 
THER HIS OWN INTERESTS—SUIT 
BROUGHT IN THE SUPREME COURT. 


Edmund M. Smedberg, owner of 100 shares 
inthe Vermont Marble Company, has brought 
suitin the Supreme Court, in whieh he makes 
ugly charges against Senator Redfield Proctor 
of Vermont. The defendants in the suit, besides 
Senator Preotor, are the company, Fletcher D. 
Proctor, its present President; F. A. Baker, 
Frank ©. Partridge, Adolphus Smedberg, F. B. 
Riggs, J. R. Myers, EF. J. Ormsbee, W. W. Grout, 
end Emily J. Proctor. Mr. Baker argued a de- 
murrer to the complaint yesterday before Judge 
Patterson inthe Supreme Court, Special Term. 
He urged that Senator Proctor and the other 
defendants were improperly joined. 

The oharges of the complaint are directed 
almost wholly against Senator Proctor, It is 
alleged that he carried out a fraudulent scheme 
to depreciate the apparent value of the com- 
pany, of which he was President from 1880 to 
1389. The company was started ip 180, and 
the complaint admits that it was properly 
managed up to 1884. Upto 1884, itis alleged, 
the profits were $780,000, and this money was 
expended in payments on mortgages,in im- 
provements, and in the payment of dividends. 
It is further alleged thatin 1884 the profits 
were $265,000, but it is charged that this 
amount was not allowed to stand as proiits. 

Senator Proctor, it is alleged, at the end of the 
year 1884 caused the amount of marble on 
hand to be included in the ‘'reasurer’s annual 
report as at least 300,000 square two-inch feet 
less than what was actually on hand. By this 
means, it is charged, the apparent assets of the 
company were reduced not less than $60,000, 
It is further charged that in that year there was 
expended for permanont improvements $50,000, 
but that the money so expended was entered 
not in the improvement account, but by Sena- 
tor Progtor’s direction oharged to the expense 
account, thereby reducing the apparent value 
of the company’¢ property, and the pootee for 
the year, by at least $50,000 more, The profits, 
by the Treasurer’s annual statement, ameunted, 
it is set forth, to $155,000, out of which $90,000 
was used in dividends and the rest to reduce 
liabilities. 

Senator Proctor’s scheme, it is alleged, was to 
freeze out stockholders, and, in pursuanee of it, 
it is charged that he tried to depreciate the a 
parent value of the steck, so as to induce stock- 
holders to part with their holdings. It is said 
that in 1884 he owned 13,000 shares, and with 
his friends controlled a majority of the stock. It 
is said that he now controls 17,000 shares, 

The further charge is made that Senator 
Prootor used more than $137,000 of the com- 
pany’s assets in building two railroads in viola- 
tion of the laws of both New- Yorkand Vermont. 
This, it ig declared, was in violation of stook- 
holders’ rights. 

The statement is made that although the 
earnings of the company have been more than 
$1,000,000 since 1544, there has been paid in 
dividends only $120,000. 

Senator Prootor denies all charges of wrong- 

doing or improper management. 
_ Itis demanded in the complaint that an in- 
junotion be issued restraining the defendants 
from dissipating and hiding the company’s 
assets, that the assets be sold and the company 
dissolved, a receiver being appointed in the 
meantime. 

The demurrer was based on the facts that 
there was no charge made that the company 
was insolvent, and that the charges of wrong- 
doing were made againat Senator Proctor per- 
sonally. It was urged in its support that the 
allegation that Senator Proctor had caused 
money to beimproperly expended or charged 
would not give the plaintiff the right to have 
the company dissolved; that he had not applied 
to the Attorney General to take the proceeding, 
and that he had made no allegation that Sen- 
ator Proctor was insolvent, so that he could not 
be held personally Mable. Judge Patterson re- 
served bis decision.

THE BRIBES HE RECEIVED FROM 
THE PANAMA CANAL COMPANY.

HIS RAPACIOUS DEMANDS CAUSED VIO- 
LENT SCENES AMONG THE DIRECT- 
ORS—MME. DE LESSEPS BAS FULL 
CONFIDENCE IN HER-* HUSBAND— 
CORNELIUS HERZ SICK IN LONDON. 


Paris, Deo. 19.—M. Monchicourt, liquidator 
df the Panama Canal Company, was before the 
Parliamentary Investigating Committee fer the 
second time to-day. When examined twe weeks 
Bg0, M. Monchieourt excused his reticence on 
the ground of “professional secrecy.” To-day 
he testified more freely, although occasionally 
questions were repeated soveral times before 
he gave the desired answer. He was especially 
reluctant when the committee came to the note- 
rious efforts of Baron de Reinach in 1888 to 
“save” the company, then in extremity, 

In that year, M. Monchicourt said, Baron de 
Reinach received from the company’s treasury 
2,000,000f., credited to him for “ advertising,” 
and 3,000,000f., credited to him on account of 
the “underwriting syndicate.’’ M. Monchicourt, 
learning of these enormous payments, asked 
Baron de Reinach how the moncy was to be 
used. The Baron replied: 

“*You are very simple.” 

By inquiry among the Direetors of the Pan- 
ama Oanal Company he learned that the 5,000,- 
000f. were given to the Barom as the price of 
his assistance in securing the issue of the Pan- 
ama Canal Lottery loan. Not a small part of 
this ‘assistance ”’ consisted in pushing through 
Parliament the bill authorizing the loan. 

M. Monchicourt had often heard the Directors 
complain of Baron de Reinach’s rapacious de- 
mands, and had witnessed violent scenes at the 
canal company’s offices when those demands 
were under discussion. He did not know the 
names of the holders of the hons au porteur, 
representing 1,400,000f., although he believed 
that many ofthem had been disbursed in con- 
nection with the discounting operations trans- 
acted by M. Cornelius Herz. The payment of 
11,000,000f to the underwriting syndicate 
which took the lottery issue, M. Monchicourt 
said, was undoubtedly excessive. 

In continuing his testimony, M. Monohicourt 
said that several sums, amounting to 10,000,- 
000f., had been given to persons to induce them 
to boom the Panama loans. He had never 
heard it expressly stated that Deputies were 
bought for cash. Many checks, however, were 
Payable merely to bearer. M. Oberdoerffer re- 
ceived 2,000,000f. for merely suggesting the 
device of a lottery. 

After M. Monchicourt left the room the Chair- 
man read a letter from M. Castellon to the effect 
that Senator Paul Deves had cashed for a friend 


a check for 20,000f. given by Baron de Reinach 
to establish the Nouvelle Presse, an organ of the 
Panama Canal interests. 

M,. Hisroumus, cashier of the Panama Canal 
Company, testified that Baron de Keinach had 
received some 4,000,000f. altogether for “ ad- 
vertising’’ purposes. M. Regnier, another cash- 
ier of the company, said that enormous amounts 
were paid out for advertising purposes, but he 
could not remember who drew them. 

The commission adjourned until Wednesday, 
when M. Floquet will be examined. 

The Echo of this city to-day published an in- 
terview with M. Cornelius Herz, who, it is 
charged, is deoply implicated in the Panama 
Canal scandal. In the interview M. Herz de- 
clares that he had nothing to do with the affairs 
of the Panama Company. At the time it is 
charged that the wholesale bribery was going 
on, in 1888, he was living in Frankfort, Ger- 
many. Heé then received two checks for 1,000,- 
Ov0r., each from Baron de Reinach, but these 
checks were given in settlement of a private 
debt. M. Herz says he instructed the Koth- 
schilds of Frankfort to piace the amounts of 
these checks to his credit with the Rothschilds 
of Paris, and afterward he used the total sum 
oo for by the two checks in his private 

airs. 

The Echo adds that in 1889 M. Herz applied 
to the United States Legation for a passport. 
His papers were irrecular, and Mr. McLane, the 
then American Minister, hesitated to issue a 
passport to him. When he found that there 
‘Wae s0me question about the legation’s right to 
issue the passport he had asked for, M. Herz 
made lavish donations to the American elari- 
ties in Paris, in the meantime urging that the 
passport be issued. He succeeded finally in ob- 
taining the desired document, which was is- 
sued to him by the authorities at Washington, 
to whem the case was referred by the legation. 
Since that time M. Herz has not visited the 
legation and has not been seen in American 
society. 

It is reported that should M. Ferdinand de 
Lesseps be unable to appear before the court, 
which is almost certain, his case may be sep- 
arated from that of the other defendants. The 
Chateau de la Chesnaye has received many 
visitors who remain faithfultobim. His cour- 
ageous wife represents him in all business 
matters. She said recently: 

“Tam somewhat of a fatalist, like my hus- 
band. In the most difficult moments of his life 
he has always believed im success and happi- 
ness, and allowed events to take their course. I 
practice his philosophy. I believe this proseecu- 
tion was inevitable,and am not afraid of it. 
You tell me that a change of opinion in his favor 
has taken place during the past few days and 
that the public now sees that he was not wholly 
responsible for what has ocourred. This senti- 
ment, I am convinced, will increase as the truth 
is brought to light. 

“You ask me who are the guilty persons. I 
am notable to say. I have always remained 
aloof from the affairs of Panama, and allI know 
of itis what I find in the papers. I am certain, 
however, of one thing—the absolute probity of 
my husband and his sons. Mistakes have been 
made, delusions indulged in, but they have 
never committed a dishonest act. And all who 
know M. de Lesseps think like myself. I spend 
several hours every day in replying to the let- 
ters and telegrams of affectionate admiration 
and respect which I receive every morning from 
rich and poor alike. The trial may open and 
so-called revelations may continue, but I heed 
them not. AlithatI am anxious about is that 
my sick husband shall continue to enjey in 
peace the affection of his children and myself.” 

M. Charles de Lesseps has been closely ques- 
tioned by the examining magistrate in regard 
to the statements made by M. dela Marzelle 
regarding the conversations with M. Charles de 
Leseeps. La Marzelle represents Morbiban in 
the Chamber of Deputies. In 1890 he en- 
deavored to bring on o discussion in the Cham- 
ber relative to the petitions about the Panama 
loans. At that time La Marzelle had conversa- 
tions with M. Charles de Lesseps. The latter 
eaid that in the case of the Suez Canal the ex- 
penses for advertising and press notices were 
emall. It was diferent with the Panama éenter- 
‘prise. Journalists crowded to the ofiices and 
had to be paid for ceasing attacks on the com- 
pany. Little sheets were started against the 
enterprise, and seme of ite opponents were 
satisfied to receive 50f. or 25f. Others were 
more exacting. 

Then there were the guaranteeing syndicates, 
composed of large and small banking establish- 
ments, which had to be paid for receiving sub- 
scriptions to the loans. Again, there were so- 
— people who had to be paid for speaking 
well of the company or for refraining from 
attacks on it. These persons M. de sseps 
found more exacting than the journalists. 

M. de la Marzelie also referred to M. de Les- 
seps’s statements about the contractors having 
enriched themselves. This, M. de Lesseps said, 
was nothing extraordinary. The attention of 
M. de Lesseps bas also been called to his for- 
mer statement, when confronted with M. 
Launay, to the effect, ‘ If I had to pay for what 
I have done by a year’s imprieonment I 
should congratulate myself on light being 
thrown on this affair.” The examination 
of M. de Lesseps has been quite as rigidly con- 
ducted as that of an —er criminal, but he 
and his associates have not been subjected to 
the indignities of personal measurement, «c., 
to which persons accused ef similar crimes are 
neually subjected. It is said that from five to 
eix hundred persons of various stations in life 
are known to have been implicated in the 
frauds and bribe-taking connected with the 
eanal enterprise, although the Government has 
mot sufficient evidence to convict any such 
number, 

LONDON, Dec. 19.—M. Cernelins Herz, whe is 
implicated in the Panama scandals, has been in 
bed since Friday, at the Burlington Hotel, suf- 
fering from nervous prostration. His only com- 

ion is an unknown lady, who has declared 
that the interview in the Paris /'c/o is fictitious, 
and that no person except herself and the doc- 
tors has seen M. Herz.

SIX YEARS FOR FORGERY. 


SENTENCE OF A FORMER MANAGER OF 
THE LYRIC OLUB OF LONDON, 


LonpDon, Dec. 19.—Dr. Francis Charles Scott- 
Banders, formerly manager of the Lyrio Club, 
was to-day sentenced to six years’ penal servi- 
tude for having forged the namg of the Earl of 
Londesborough to a banker’s check fur £3,733 
6s. 84. 

The case has attracted considerable atrention 
on account of Dr. Seott-Sanders having been 4 
favorite in society and being widely known as 
the popular manager of the Lyrio Club. Lieut. 
Oharles Arohibald Ramsay Scett was formerly 
proprieter of the club, which he sold to a 
limited company. Dr. Scott-Sanders was ap- 
pointed by Lieut. Scott manager at a salary, 
and virtually had full control, owing to the 
absence of Lieut. Scott with his regiment. 

After the sale to the limited company Dr. 
Scott-Sanders continued manager and made an 
effort, first by sinking his own means, amount 
ing to £8,000 or £9,000, and afterward by for- 
gery, to meet the expenses of the olub. Detec- 


tion followed, and Dr. Scott-Sanders was ar- 
rested in the latter vart of August and held for 
trial. At the time of his arrest he was about to 
leave England for Amorioa, and was caught by 
the officors just in time to prevont his sailing. 
He pleaded guilty te the indictment for forgery, 
alleging in extenuation that he had used the 
money obtained in this way for club purposes.

THE IMMIGRATION QUESTION. 


EUROPEAN POWERS WILL NOT PROTEST 
AGAINST ACTION BY THIS COUNTRY. 


RoME, Deo. 19.—The Agenzia Liberi is as- 
sured, presumably from official sources, that 
the European powers have no intention of pro- 
testing against the hostile action.of the United 
States toward immigrants. The Italian Gov- 
ernment feels convinced that it has no privi- 
lege to attempt interference in such a purely 
domestic matter, and the German and Austrian 
Governments are believed to share this senti- 
ment. 

The emigration societies have been notitied 
thatthey must cease booking steerage pas- 
sengers for American ports. Within the last 
few days hundreds of applicants have been re- 
fused at Italian ports. 

As the notification cannot be spread to all the 
rural districts for several days, peasants con- 
tinue to go to the seaports in considerable num- 
bers, and, as most of them have little money, 
much difficulty will be experienced in getting 
them back to their homes. 

Loxpon, Deo. 20.—A Daily 
from Berlin says: 

“The National Zeitung declares that the arbi- 
trary maintenance of quarantine by the United 
States, although there has been no oholera in 
Germany for months, together with the Amer- 
ican rules for immigration, is doing immense 
harm to general commerce. It is impossible for 
German exporters or American importers to 
reckon upon the delivery of goods with any 
regularity. The effect of the restrictions has 
been both to delay trafile and raise freights,”’

BIG FAIR. 


AGAIN RUMORED THAT THE PRINCE OF 
WALES WILL VISIT US. 


Lonpon, Dec. 19.—It is again rumored that 
it is the intention of the Prince of Wales to visit 
the World’s Columbian Exposition. It is said 
that he will make the trip across the Atlantio 
early next Summer in the royal yacht Osborne, 
which is a vessel of 1,800 tons burden and 3,360 
horse power, and that he will dieembark either 
at Montreal or Quebec, proceeding thence to 
Chicago. 

The Osborne will be escorted by anumber of 
British war ships. Though it is impossible as 
yet to verify these rumors, they are repeated so 
often and with such particularity of detail that 
it would not be surprising if they turned out to 
be founded on fact. 

Itis also stated that the new cutter that has 


been ordered by the Prince of Wales will be en- 
tered in some of next season's American yacht- 
ing events. It is known that the Prince would 
like again to visit the United States, and it is 
considered highly probable that, if his duties 
ermit, he will take advantage of the World's 
‘air to gratify his desire.

THE MONETARY CONFERENCE. 


ITS ACTION LIKELY TO BE MUCH DIS- 
CUSSED IN PARLIAMENT. 


Lonpow, Des. 19.—8ir William Houldsworth, 
one of the British delegates to the International 
Monetary Conference, has written a letter de- 
nying {at he opposed an adjournment of the 
conference. 

He says that, on the contrary, he strongly 
favored adjournment, believing that the im- 


portant opinions expressed in the cenference 
should be fully discussed and digested in the 
coming Parliament. 

Bimetallists are attaching increasing im- 
portance to the influence of Archbishop Walsh 
onthe question, and they claim that the issue 
thus raised will figure in Parliament to an ex- 
tent the Government will have to reckon with.

The Executive Committee of the Voorhis 
Democracy, or the so-called New-York Demoo- 
racy, which is a little tail to the Tammany Hall 
kite, met at 3 Abingdon Square last night to 
talk over things. Having talked, it came to the

NEW ROAD IN THIS STATE. 
——_—~o——— 
THE LACKAWANNA TO BAVE A DIRECT 
LINE TO BOSTON. 


ALBANY, Deg. 19.—In Schoharie and Delaware 
Counties it is common report that the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad Company is pre- 
paring to construct a line from Hancock, on the 
Erie, to Rotterdam Junction, on the West Shore, for 
the purpose of effecting operating arrangements 
with the Fitchburg, which connects the iatter peints. 
Tho project, it is said, is to establish an independent 
coal road direct from the Lackawanna coal mines to 
Boston and intermodiate New-England points. 

Engineers have been pushing through surveys 
from both directions. On Saturday the last stake 
was driven at Schoharie Village, and the engineer- 
ing party left for New-York that evening. On the 
day of their arrival at Schoharie the Directors of the 
Schoharie and Middleburg Railroad conferred with 
John 8. Harmon of the firm of Strong, Harmon & 
Mathewson, 45 William Street, New-York. He 
claimed to represent large railroad interests, and 
proposed te negotiate the sale or lease of the little 
live-milo seotion of road which connects the two vil- 
lages, asa link for the greater proposed system. A 

og aap lavorable to both parties was carried 

ack to New-York by Mr. Harmon last evening, and 
the officers of the Scheharie and Middleburg Koad 
are satistied that the Delaware, Lackawauna and 
—— people are the parties for whom Harmon is 
acting. 

‘The survey follows the Delaware River from Han- 
cook through Walton and Delhi, crosses a spur of 
the Catskill Mountains from Hobart to Stamford 
aud Grand Gorge, connecting with the Ulster and 
Delaware Bailroad at these points, and pursues the 
tortuous course of the Schoharie Creek for nearly 
forty miles. Tne country it crosses ia' very rugged, 
but the valleys are populous and fertile. A way has 
been found to avoid heavy grades. The natives are 
enthusiastic over the prospects held out to them tor 
® ‘‘through”’ railroad. The engineers all along have 
led the people to believe that this is no chimerical 
scheme. They have deolared that the line is finally 
established and that work will begin in the Spring. 

The Middieburg and Scheharie people sent a dele- 
gation to New-York .last week to confer with a con- 
straction company, whose oflice, they say, is at 45 
Wall Street. They are up to their ears in railroad- 
building schomes and are trying to get New-York 
parties interested in a proposed line to connect the 
Cooperstown and Charlotte Valley Road with the 
Catskill Mountain Road. They claim to have $60,000 
subscribed on a capitalization of $600,000, and they 
say that they have promised the New-York parties 
to double the capitalization and subscription, in 
which event the latter agree to build tho road. 


FREIGHT RATES AND SHIPMENTS. 


MORE TROUBLE IN WEST-BOUND RATES 
—LAS8T WEEK’S BAST-BOUND FREIGHT. 


CHICAGO, Deo. 19.—West-bound freight rates from 
the Atlantic seaboard are again in bad shape, not- 
withstanding the solemn promises recently made by 
the Eastern roads to restore and maintain the agreed 
tariff rates. Chairman Midgeley of the Western 
Freight AsSociation is in receipt of a communication 
from Geueral Traftic Manager Barry of the Boston 
and Maine Road declaring that one of the fast 
freight lines, operating over the Vanderbilt system 
in connection with aroad west of Chicago, is quoting 
aratefrom Boston to St. Paul 30 per cent. lower 
an the agreed basis of $10.30. It is also announced 
that the Kanawha Dispatch is quoting a rate of 
45 cents on dry goods and boots and shoes and 38 
cents on cotton piece goods to the Mississippi River 
on business destined to points west thereof. In 
view of this breaking down of the tariffs, the Soo 


line claims the right to make differential rates on the 
basis of 81 cents first-class, instead of $1.20 from 
oston to St. Paul, and, of course, the National Dis- 
patch will be prompt to meet any such action. The 
astonishiug thing is that every interested line was 
represented at a conference in New-York a few 
weeks ago when an agreement to restore and main- 
tain rates on and after Deo. 1 last was unanimously 
adopted. 

Kast-bound shipments of freight from Chicago last 
week, exclusive of live stock, amounted to 78,443 
tons, against 77.188 for the preceding week, an in- 
crease of 1,255 tons, asagainst 120,361 tons for the 
curresponding week last year, a decrease of 41,918 
tons. The traftic was divided among the several 
Toads as follows: Miohigan Central, 10,275 tens; 
Wabash, 4,853 tons; Lake Shore, 12,767 tons; Fort 
Wayne, 7,997 tons; Pan Handle, 9,306 tons; Balti- 
more and Ohio, 11,849 tons; Grand Trunk, 9,684 
tons; Nickel Plate, 1,840 tons; Chicago and Erio, 
7,488 tons: Big Four, 1,355 tons. 

Lake shipments during the week amounted to 
11,3380 tons, agaiuat 10,093 for the preceding week, 
an increase of 1,287 tons. Shipments of flour, grain, 
and provisions trom Chicago to the seaboard by the 
roads in the Central Trattio Association aggregated 
42,185 tons, against 39,204 for the preceding week, 
an increase of 2,981 tonsa, and against 83,266 for the 
corresponding week last year, a decrease of 46,062 
tons.

CONNECTICUT RIVER ROAD. 


THE CONSOLIDATED PEOPLE ARE NOT 
DISPOSED TO GIVE UP THE FIGHT. 


BOSTON, Dec. 19.—A special to the Herald from 
Springfield, Mass., says: “That the New-York 
New-Haven and Hartford olflicials do not propose to 
gzive up the fight to obtain control of the Connecticut 
River Railroad was shown by the fact that Vice 
President Tuttle and two other oflicials of the Con- 
selidated Road were in this city tilla late hour Sat- 
urday night. Their time was spent at the offices of 
the Connecticut River Road in consultation witha 
number of Directors of the road who are favorable to 
their interests. From good authority it has been 
learned that the next move in the tight will bea pe- 
tition from the River Road Directors to the next 
Legisiature asking for leave to increase the capital 
stuck, and if permission is granted, pains will be 
taken to have the new stock get into the hands of 
persons favorable to the Consolidated Road interests. 

“Local people interested on one side or the other 
regard it as highly significant that President Clark 
of the Consolidated is still in Boaton, while Vice 
President Tuttle is apparently working in 
Springtield. What else was done at the meeting 
Friday is unknown, but it is certain that other 
means of getting the best of the Boston and Maine 
officials were discussed. The meeting of the stook- 
holders next Friday will be a lively and interesting 
one, as charges of treachery will be advanced 
against the Directors and stockholders who sold 
their stook on Thursiday and Friday. 

“There will be an adjourned meeting of the Direo- 
tors of the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 
Railroad in Bridgeport to-day.” 

Mr. H. F. Prince says tnat he and the people 
whom he represents have secured an absolute ma- 
jority of the Connecticut River stock, despite the 
intimations that come from Springfield to the con- 
trary. He does not care for any inore of it. One of 
Boston’s large Connecticut River Railroad stock- 
huldera, who sold out to Prince for 314, realized an 
average protit of about $190 per share for his stook, 
having purchased the same around 120. 
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DECISION AGAINST E. L. HARPER 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The United States Su. 
preme Court to-day rendered a decision against the 
Trustees of E. L. Harper, the Cincinnati grain 
plunger and defaulting President of the Fidelity 
National Bank, in a suit brought against him by 
Preston & McHenry, grain brokers of Chicago, to 
compel Harper and his associates to pay their un- 
paid subscriptions to the capital stock of the Cin- 
cinnati, Columbus and Hocking Valley Railroad 
Company in order to satisfy the judgments of Pres. 


ton, McHenry, and others against the company, 
which judgmonts remained unsatisfied after pro. 
ceedings at law. 

The court, in an opinion by Justice Shiras, says 
that the evidence connected with Harper’s organi- 
zation of the Sg id fully justifies the opinion of 
thé court below that it ‘‘ was grossly fraudulent 
from first to last, without a single honest incident 
or redeeming feature,” and that the overvaluation 
of the property transferred to the railway company 
by Harper in pretended payment of subscriptions to 
the capital stock was so gross as clearly to entitle 
bona fide creditors to enforce actual payment of the 
subscriptions. The court then considers Marper’s 
defense that Preston, McHenry, and others were not 
bona fide creditors. His allegation that Preston & 
McHenry, when they agreed to take the company’s 
bonds in payment of Harper’s indebtedness to them, 
were fully cognizant of the mode of organization of 
the company and privy to it is not supported by the 
evidence. It also holds that evidence likewise fails 
to support Harper’s avorment that his originai in- 
debtedness to Preston & McHenry,in payment of 
which they took the railway bonda, arose out of 
a gambling wheat deal on the Chicago Board of 
Trade. 
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OHIO CENTRAL JUDGMENT AFFIRMED. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The United States Su- 
preme Court to-day aflirmed the judgment of the 
Cirouit Court of the United States for the Northern 
District of Ohio in the case of George J. McGourkey, 
trustee, appellant, versus the Toledo and Ohio 
Central Railway Company. This was an attempt on 
the part of holders of car trust certificates of the 


road named to have their rights adjudged to be par- 
amount to those of the first mortgage bondholders 
and to compel the performance of the lease between 

A4cGourkey as trustee and the Ohio Central Rall- 
way Company for the reatal of rolling stock by the 
sale of said stock and the satisfaction of their claims. 

‘he Ohie Central was sold by order of the court for 
the fureclosure of a mortgage for $8,000,000 aud was 
bid in by the bondholders and reorganized under the 
name of the Toledo and Ohio Central Railway Com- 
pany. ‘The rolling stock was svld along with the 
other property, and McGourkey’s proceeding was in 
the nature of an intefveution to secure the cars, 
locomotives, &o. Justice Brown delivered the 
court's opinion. Chief Justice Fuller and Justice 
Lrewer dissented. 


A SMALL ROAD ABANDONED. 
DANVILLE, Va., Deo. 19.—There is a narrow-gauge 
railroad connecting this city with Milton, N. C., 
which has been operated for many yoara by the 


Richmond and Danville Company. It had been sup- 
posed that the little road was a paying inetitution, 
bat this must have beeu a mistake, because on 
Saturday last the Genera! Superintendent of the 
Richmend and Danville Company wa"t or w the nar- 
row gauge from this place tc Miltoz and took every- 
thiug counected in any way with the road, removed 
it to Richmond, and abandoned the use of the road. 
There are nocars aud, of course, the road has not 
been operated since last Saturday.

There should be a full attendance of 
members of the Chamber of Commerce at 
the meeting to-day at which the report of 
the Special Committee on Quarantine will 
come up for consideration. The members 
have had time to study the facts and rec- 
ommendations of that report, and they 
concern very deeply the mercantile inter- 
ests of this community and of the whole 
country. There has been an effort to in- 
fuse politics into the consideration of this 
subject, and such members of the Cham- 
ber as are influenced by a desire to save 
the present quarantine system for political 
reasons will doubtless attend in full force. 
But the subject is too large and too im- 
portant to be dealt with in any spirit of 
partisanship or for any local political ad- 
vantage. For the sake of the business and 
the health of the country the quarantine 
should be placed under national control, 
and the Chamber of Commerce should use 
ite great influence to promote that end 








To declare that the disturbances in the 
money market and the stock market yes- 
terday were absurdly out of proportion to 
the producing causes would be ashallow 
commonplace. Wall Street, in the nature 
of things, is always in a state of unstable 
equilibrium, and vents its emotions in ex- 
travagant antics whenever its sensor- 
motor tracts are swept by a troubling 
influence. Yesterday there were two 
troubling influences, only remotely re- 
lated. The uneasiness caused by the 
continuing gold exports produced a brief 
recurrence of the high money rates of last 
week, and the attacks on the “industrial” 
shares caused those securities to dance up 
and down, but chiefly down, in a very mer- 
ry way. These are the natural incidents of 
speculative business. The absurdity of the 
matter lies in the fact that legitimate busi- 
ness must suffer, too. The mercurial gen- 
tlemen of the Street can’t have their fun 


fact merchant to tear his hair in grief and 
alarm. In the evolution of the industrial 
civilization there has been a sad defect— 
legitimate business has not been dis- 
sociated from speculative business. Nor 
can it be solong as Wall Street contin- 
ues to be the most profitable field for the 
use of uninvested money. So long as the 
banks, big or little, within a practicable 
radius of Wall Street continue to send 
the money of their depositors there 
for gainful employment “on call,” the 
merchant in a small way who, in times of 
“stringency,” applies to his local bank for 
“accommodation” will obsequiously ask 
the loan as a great personal favor, and it 
will be grantéd, if at all, with every mark 
of reluctance and condescension. Secre- 
tary Foster’s reassuring declaration of 
his purpose to protect the Treasury supply 
of gold, together with the increasing force 
of the demand for the repeal of the Sher- 
man act, ought of itself to aid in restoring 
normal conditions in money rates. ‘The 
flurry in industrials is less important. 





The wisdom of the repeal of the law jim- 
iting reports of executions to bare an- 
nouncements, and the unwisdom of the 
law itself, are exhibited in the reports of 
the execution at Sing Sing yesterday. 
When the foolish prohibition was on the 
statute book, it was violated by almost 
every newspaper in the State, including 
those newspapersthat pretended to observe 
it. Now that it is removed a yery brief ac- 
count of an execution is all that respect- 
able newspapers care to print, or re- 
spectable readers to see. There is no 
doubt that the new method is en- 
tirely successful, being at once the 
most humane, in the sense of physical 
painlessness, the most appalling, in the 
sense of moral terribleness, and the least 
“sensational” to the spectators; of all 
ways of inflicting capital punishment. 
The public is satisfied of this because of 
the unlawful reports in the newspapers, 
which were equally 
they were prepared by reporters or by 
ofiicial witnesses. It is now to be ex- 
pected that the example set by New-York 
will be followed by other States, until the 
old clumsy and barbarous methods of in- 
flicting the death penalty are obsolete in 
civilized countries, 








Mayor GRANT made a plea at the meeting 
of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment held yesterday for the final consid- 
eration of the estimates for 1893 in behalf 
of economy. This was well enough in its 
way, but the place where economy is 
specially needed in this city is in the actual 
of public money—that is 
securing a full return in 
public service and public benefit for 
the expenditure. Liberal appropriations 
would not be objected to for any use- 
ful public purpose or for any genuine pub- 
lic improvement if confidence were felt 
that they would be efficiently and honestly 
applied and that the best results would be 
obtained. There are two occasions in the 
year when a show of economy is made. 
One is when the annual estimate and appor- 
tionment is made, and the other when the 
rate of taxation is fixed after the assess- 
ment of property is completed. But econ- 
omy consists in making the best use of 
the money at the disposal of the authori- 
ties, andevidences of that are not plentiful.

The latest news from the Western min- 
ing camps confirms what we said a few 
days ago about the increased production of 
certain very profitable silver mines. In 
Colorado “ wonderful progress” is shown, 
the dispatches say, in the Creede district. 
All the properties in the Cripple Creek dis- 
trict are being worked. At Aspen it is im- 
possible to obtain cars enough for the 
transportation of ore, and 2,000 tons await 
shipment. ‘‘The indications are that the 
output of Boulder County this year will 
far exceed that of any preceding year.” 
Similar news comes from New-Mexico. At 
El Paso the Southwest Silver Convention 
has been in session, has passed resolutions 
in favor of “ the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver,” and has organized a Pan- 
American Bimetallic Association. Business 
may be dullin some of the old mines where 
the cost of production is high, but there is 
noticeable activity in the mines where 
large quantities of silver are taken out at 
a cost ranging from 25 to 50 cents an 
ounce. 











THE TAX QUESTION IN THIS STATE, 


Year after year the question of revising 
the tax laws of this State has come up in 
the Legislature and been dealt with in an 
ineffective fashion. There are indications 
that at the coming session it will receive 
more attention than usual, and it is im- 
portant that it should be dealt with intel- 
ligently. A joint committee of the Legis- 
lature has been making some rather desul- 
tory investigations of the subject and is 
expected to make some kind of a report, 
and there is also a Commission of Revision 
that has been working upon it. This com- 
mission is said to have prepared some 
** radical amendments” of the existing law 
which will be presented to the Legislature, 
including a ‘‘system” for taxing personal 
property. 

The basis of reform in our State tax laws 
should be a complete separation of the as- 
sessment of State and local taxes, and the 
question of taxing ‘personal property 
should be left to the authorities of each 
county. There is no reason why the rev- 
enue for State purposes should not be de- 
rived wholly from sources apart from the 
assessment of either real estate or personal 
property in the ordinary sense. A large 
part of itis obtained in that way already, 
and the system can be readily extended. 
The great corporations which have the 
benefit of exercising public franchises can 
easily bear the bulk of the burden of State 
taxes, provided their securities are freed 
from further exactions as personal prop- 
erty, and then the inheritance and suc- 
cession tax, and perhaps other special 
sources of revenue, would make up the rest. 

There isagreat deal of misconception 
and confusion of mind on the subject of 





personal taxation, especially with refer- 
ence to theescape of large amounts of 
property from their proper share of cor tri- 


‘bution for public purposes. A very large 
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proportion of the wealth of our citizens 
consists of investments in corporate enter- 
prises, represented by stock and bonds. 
These securities are not property in them- 
selves, nor are they capital, but they repre- 
sent capital invested and in use, and prop- 
erty in other forms. Stock and bonds ina 
railroad corporation, for instance, represent 
individual interests in the capital which 
is invested and employed in the property 
and business of railroads. Ifthe corpora- 
tions and their property and business are 
taxed, this capital is making its contribu- 
tion to the public revenues, and does not 
escape because the holders of the stock and 
bonds are not taxed upon it again. More- 
over, capital employed in business of any 
kind pays the tax that is assessed upon the 
real estate which it occupies and uses, and 
the value of that real estate is determined 
largely by the amount of capital employed 
upon it. 

We have often maintained that the com- 
plete abolition of the direct taxation of 
personal property would conduce to equity 
and fairness, as well as to simplicity and 
economy in the tax system. The difticulty 
of accomplishing such a reform lies in the 
differences of opinion, if not of interest, 
between rural and civic communities. 
Farmers and land owners have a notion 
that throwing the whole burden of taxa- 
tion upon real estate is unfair and leavesa 
large amount of wealth untaxed, while 
people in the cities using capital in manu- 
facturing and trade are favorably disposed 
to a system that would relieve values so 
employed from direct assessment and make 
real estate the sole basis of taxation for 
local purposes. But these differences need 
not be a serious obstacle to tax reform if 
the State revenues can be obtained from 
other sources than the direct assessment of 
private property, real or personal. 

It would then become a question merely 
of raising revenue for local purposes, and 
it does not concern the farmers of the Gen- 
esee Valley how this may be done in the 
City of New-York, and the people of the 
City of New-York need not care how it is 
done in St. Lawrence County. There is, 
therefore, qo reason why taxes for local 
purposes should not be derived wholly 
from real estate in a community whose 
people and the authorities that administer 
their affairs are favorable to that plan, and 
it may be safely left tothe community that 
prefers that method to assess both real es- 
personal property pub- 
lic purposes. If sufficient support can- 
not be obtained for a change in 
the law that would abolish the assess- 
ment of personal property throughout 
the State, there is no reason why provis- 
ion should not be made for having the 
question determined by each taxing com- 
munity for itself so far as taxation for its 
own local purposes is concerned. A system 
of local option in the matter is entirely 
practicable. If any part of the taxes for 
State purposes continues to be derived from 
assessments upon property in individual 
hands, it can be levied separately from 
the local taxes according to the require- 
ments of the State law, butit would be a 
great advantage if the general assessment 
of personal property could be entirely done 
away with. 
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IT WILL RE CHANGED, 

A Pittsburg trade paper publishes letters 
from several firms that have undertaken 
the manufacture of tin plate. These firms 
were requested to give their opinions as to 
the probable action of the Fifty-third Con- 
gress with respect to the duty on tin plate 
and to furnish a list of the prices of their 
products. Only one of them sent a list of 
prices, The others refused to do this for 
various reasons. But all of them ex- 
pressed opinions as to what the dominant 
party would do with the tariff duty. ‘‘We 
cannot see,” said one, “*how the new Ad- 
ministration can make any radical changes 
in the tariff schedule.” Another did not 
think the duty would be reduced “to any 
great extent.” ‘“‘It is our opinion,” said 
another, ‘“‘that the coming Administration 
will not make any radical changes in the 
present tariff.” 

'wo or three remarked that “‘ the Demo- 
crats would not dare to change the tariff 
on tin plate,” although they were ‘‘ pledged 
to doit.” Afirm in Cleveland, Ohio, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the tariff would 
‘“‘remain the same.” On the other hand, 
JaMEs B. Scotr & Co. of Pittsburg said: 
** We consider the issue in the last cam- 
paign was ‘ tariff,’ and the majority of the 
voters indicated their desire for lower 
duties by placing the Democratic Party in 
power, That party is pledged particularly 
to the repeal of the McKinley duty on tin 
and black plate.” 

Surely the convictions of the victorious 
party concerning the McKinley duty on 
tin plate were clearly made known during 
the campaign, and even two years before 
the beginning of the campaign. If there 
be any considerable number of persons 
who really expect now that after the 
Democratic Party shall have obtained 
power to enact laws the duty on 
tin plate will not be disturbed 
they will be disappointed. The present 
duty compels the people of this country to 
pay in the neighborhood of $15,000,000 
perannum as a tax for the protection of 
the few manufacturers who are making 
small quantities of tin plate, enough, per- 
haps, in a year to supply the demand here 
for three or four days. 

The price of tin plate in Liverpool, free 
on board for shipment, wasreported by the 
Iron Age to be $2.98 per box on the 14th 
inst. The price of the sam» grade of tin 
plate here is about $5.50. The duty is 
$2.37. Adding this to the foreign price, 
we have $5.35, which leaves 15 cents for 
transportation expenses and profits. Of 
this duty, the part added by the McKinley 
tariff. is $1.29; the remainder, $1.08, is the 
old duty of 1 cent a pound. 

Under the old duty the average price of 
tin plate, duty paid, in this country for the 
three years immediately preceding the 
year when the McKinley bill was framed 
and passed was only $4.40 per box. The 
price was slowly falling in 1889, and if the 
tariff had not been changed the average | 
here for 1890 would undoubtedly have been 
a little lower than the price in 1889, which | 











was about $4.35. The price is now $5.50, | 
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as we have said, and if only $1.15, and not 
the ontire $1.29, has been added, the differ- 
ence is accounted for by the slight decline 
of the foreign price as compared with the 
average for the three years mentioned. 

These figures show how the tax to con- 
sumers has been increased by the McKin- 
ley duty. The increase, for the entire 
quantity consumed, isin the neighborhood 
of $8,000,000 per annum. In the judg- 
ment of a majority of the voters who went 
to the polls in November, the people ought 
not to pay this tax for the benefit of a few 
manufacturers who, even by the most 
favorable friendly estimate, are producing 
in a year not more than enough to supply 
our demands for three or four days. 

We do not see how any one can expect 
that the party which is te exercise control- 
ling power after March 4 will permit this 
duty to remain in the tariff statutes. We 
do not say that the entire duty of 2 2-10 
cents a pound will be removed, but it 
seems very probable that the addition 
made by the MeKinley act at least, which 
was 1 2-10 cents, will be cut off in any re- 
vision of the tariff that the Democratic 
Party shall make. 








WHA THE ELEVATED ROADS COST. 

As bearing on the question of the value 
of the franchise for the new rapid-transit 
roads, the original cost of the present 
elevated system is of importance. The 
mileage of these roads (exclusive of the 
suburban line) is a little over thirty-two 
miles. The lines were only completed in 
1880, and nothing was added to them from 
that time until the short suburban line was 
recently taken in by lease and exchange of 
stock. 

The thirty-two miles of road consist of 
the Third and Ninth Avenue lines, which 
were built by the New-York Elevated Rail- 
road Company, and the Sixth and Second 
Avenue lines, which were built by the Met- 
ropolitan Company. The Manhattan Com- 
pany was a subsequent creation, which 
built nolines, but leased the roads from the 
other two companies and operated them. 

The first company to build was the New- 
York. There was a ramshackle line put up 
in Greenwich Street, operated by an end- 
less-rope arrangement, which did not work, 
and the concern was a failure. Butit dem- 
onstrated what could be done under better 
conditions, and the company was reorgan- 
ized to build along the Bowery and Third 
Avenue, and to reconstruct the Greenwich 
Street and Ninth Avenue line. For this 
purpose there were issued of 7 per cent. 
bonds $8,500,000 and of stock $6,500,000. 
From the statement of one of the principal 
subscribers to the new securities we know 
at what figure they were taken. The 7 
per cent. bonds were subscribed for at 75 
cents on the dollar, and the stock was given 
asa bonus. Low as this price seems and 
enormously profitable as the investment 
proved tothe subscribers, we have it on 
the same authority that it was hard work 
to get capitalists to put their money into 
the enterprise even on those terms. It was 
experimental, and only a failure had pre- 
ceded it. The success of the road, how- 
ever, was immediate. Dividends of 10 per 
cent. were paid on the $6,500,000 of stock, 
and the earnings were larger than this, At 
one time the price of the stock was quoted 
at 200, 

The original cost of the Metropolitan 
lines is not so easy to define. Theroad was 
not built by the railroad company itself, 
but by a construction company called the 
Land and Improvement Company, which 
has still a corporate existence, with its 
stock nominally quoted at 50. It took its 
pay in the securities of the Metropolitan 
Company. The capital of the Land and 


Improvement Company was $3,000,000, 


and every stockholder received as a divi- 
dend two shares of Metropolitan stock for, 
every share held by him of Land and 
Improvement stock. This would make the 
cost to him of the Metropolitan stock 50. 
The total issue was $6,500,000. Why the 
stockholders of the construction company 
did not get more (and the stock dividend 
referred to is all they ever have received) 
was because of extensive misappropria- 
tionsof the company’s funds by one of the 
Directors. ; 

The securities issued on the Metropolitan 
Rpad were $10,818,000 first mortgage 6s 
and $4,500,000 second mortgage 6s. How 
much the Land and Improvement Com- 
pany derived from their sale could only be 
ascertained from its books, but probably 
the full face value; for when they were 
issued the success of the Third Avenue line 
had been so far assured as to give the in- 
vesting public a great idea of the value of 
elevated roads. 

Next we come to the issne of Manhattan 
stock. As the combined stock capital of 
both roads was $13,000,000, Manhattan 
stock was made $13,000,000, all pure 
water. When the leases were made this 
$13,000,000 of water stock was divided 
equally between the two original com- 
panies. The New-York Elevated Company 
divided its $6,500,000 as a ‘dividend pro 
rata: among its stockholders. The Metro- 
politan Company had to turn its $6,500,- 
000 over to the Land and Improvement 
Company, which subsequently sold it, and 
the proceeds went with the rest of the 
misappropriations by the delinquent Di- 
rector. 

While, therefore, we know generally how 
the original subscribers to the New-York 
Company came out, viz., 7 per cent. bonds 
at 75 cents on the dollar, $6,500,000 stock 
as bonus, and a subsequent bonus of like 
amount of Manhattan stock, we can only 
guess at what the constructors of the 
Metropolitan Road would have made if 
their money had not been stolen. They 
received their dividend of two for one in 
Metropolitan stock, and it is said that 
nearly $2,000,000 were stolen which other- 
wise would have been. divided among them. 

The present ‘‘consolidated Manhattan” 
stock, $26,000,000 in amount, was created 
when, in 1884, all the old stocks were 
called in, and the new issue made represent- 


| ing the combined amount. Last year there 
| was an additional issue made in exchange 


for suburban stock. 

The growth of the elevated system from 
1880, when the lines were fully completed, 
may be briefly summarized. Inthat year 
they carried, in round numbers, 60,000,- 
000 passengers. The gross receipts were 
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$4,612,000, The net earnings were 
$2,826,000, In 1891 they carried 196,- 
000,000 passengers. The gross receipts 
were $9,959,000. The net earnings were 
$4,504,000—nearly as much as the gross 
revenue of 1880, 

The increase in the number of passengers 
carried has been large every year, but not 
uniform, and was influenced by the reduc- 
tion of the fare for all hours from 10 to 5 
cents. This progressis worth noting. The 
figures are given for millions from 1880 to 
1891 inclusive: 60, 75, 86, 92, 96, 103, 115, 
159, 171, 179, 185, and 196. The figures for 
the current year will undoubtedly be much 
larger than for last year. 

The Manhattan Company pays 6 per cent. 
on its stock, 7 and 6 per cent. on the original 
issues of bonds, and 5 and 4 per cent. on 
bonds subsequently issued to pay for addi- 
tions to equipment and new constructive 
work on its structures, 
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THE PRESS AND PANAMA. 

Undoubtedly the apathy of the French 
press while the promoters of the Panama 
Canal Company were “exploiting” the 
small French investor is the most serious 
and discouraging feature of all the dis- 
closures that have been made about the 
matter. It is equally discouraging social- 
ly and politically. It is difficult to seehow 
representative government can be carried 
on at all without a free press. It can be 
carried on, as has been proved, where 
the newspapers are nearly all ‘‘ organs,” as 
was the casein this country up to a time 
comparatively recent, and as is substantial- 
ly the case in Great Britain to-day. In sucha 
condition of things the partisans on each 
side are strengthened in their partisanship, 
since the partisan newspapers scarcely 
make a pretense of telling the whole truth, 
and the people of independent minds find 
the newspapers confusing and misleading. 
But then the truth does get out. The or- 
gans on each side are exceedingly strict to 
mark the iniquity of the other. ‘A con- 
spiracy of silence” where partisanship is 
fomented by party organs is almost in- 
conceivable. 

But in France, as we have just seen, a 
conspiracy of silence is perfectly practi- 
cable and may embrace all the organs of 
public opinion. The Panama scandal 
now seen to be the most grievous and dan- 
gerous thing that has happened to the Re- 
public, very much more dangerous than 
Boulangism was when Boulangism was at 
its height. No doubt the projectors of the 
scheme believed in it at first. They under- 
estimated the difficulties and the dangers 
of the undertaking and left these to be 
found out by actual experiment. Per- 
haps the French press honestly shared 
this delusion. But when these dan- 
gers and difficulties became manifest 
to every observer on the spot, and it was 
clear that the enterprise was a failure, its 
inevitable fate was not pointed ont by the 
newspapers. The newspapers, on the con- 
trary, lent or sold themselves to the at- 
tempt of the promoters to retrieve their 
losses. The promoters appealed anew to 
the French investors with the acquiescenve 
of everybody except M. Leroy-BEavULiru, 
who was the voice of one crying in the 
wilderness. When the project of a nation- 
al lottery for the benefit of the scheme was 
introduced into the Legislature, the readers 
of English and German and American 
newspapers were already aware that the 
scheme was hopeless, but that knowledge 
had been carefully kept from the French 
people, except in so far as it could be dis- 
seminated by one courageous editor. A 
French journal now declines to go into 
the question ‘‘whether certain journals 
have abused the right that all journals 
have always exercised of compelling pay- 
ment for publicity.” Butit was not “ pay- 
ment for publicity” that the French press 
received. It was payment for privacy. 
They were paid not to tell what they knew 
about the condition and prospects of the 
Panama Canal Company. By keeping 
silence they entirely misdirected public 
opinion, and made it safe, for the time 
being, for a large number of French legis- 
lators to take bribes for authorizing the 
continued flotation of the swindle, at the 
rate, as it appears, of $4,000 per legislator. 
To the French voter who had no informa- 
tion but what his newspaper gave him the 
action of these bribed legislators may well 
have seemed a patriotic performance. 

Perhaps some of the legislators who had 
not had occasion to make a personal in- 
vestigation thought so too, though all of 
them knew that it was unlawful and 
wrong to take bribes. But they were se- 
cured from immediate punishment or from 
immediate condemnation by the public, 
and they were secured by ‘‘ the conspiracy 
of silence” on the part of the French press. 
The crime of the owners of newspapers was 
at least as grave as the crime of the legis- 
lators. They had taken money to deceive 
and swindle their readers by keeping silent 
while their readers were being deceived 
and swindled. If the press had not been 
venal it would not have been either 
feasible or profitable to buy the leg- 
islators. Yet the legislators are pun- 
ishable, and the editors and _  pub- 
lishers go scot free. At least there is 
no penalty under our law, and there prob- 
ably is no penalty under the French law 
for the taking of money by a journalist for 
not printing information in his possession, 
unless the circumstances make out a case 
of blackmail. The journalist is at liberty 
to put things into his paper or leave them 
out, for any consideration that is satisfac- 
tory to himself. He may describe himself 
as a tribune of the people and as the holder 
of a public trust, but legally he is as much 
@ mere tradesman as if he sold silk or 
sugar. It would probably be impractica- 
ble to put him on any other legal footing. 
To guard against his suppressing news has 
never occurred to anybody because 
it has never occurred to anybody 
that the suppression of legitimate and 
important news is possible. It cannot 
be effected by bribing one newspaper, or 
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halfadozen. The whole press of a country 
must be muzzled to make the muzzling 
worth while. As we have said before, this | 
would not be practicable in England, nor | 
in this country, nor, probably, in Ger- | 
many. If all the existing papers could be 
hired to suppress such a scandal, others 
would spring up at once, expressly to ex- |

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pose it. But what would be impracticable 
in any other equally civilized country has 
been found practicable in France. Upon 
this Panama business, with one distin- 
guished exception, the French press has 
been shown to be hopelessly apathetic or 
hopelessly corrupt. With such a press, 
whatever its intellectual standing may be, 
the difficulties of constitutional govern- 
ment become aggravated very nearly to 
im possibilities. 





COLUMBIAN INSTITUTE FOUNDER. 


DEATH OF DR. H. A. HARTT, WHO MADE 
CHRONIC DISEASES A SPECIALTY. 
Dr. Henry A. Hartt, the founder and Medical 
Director of the Columbian Institute for the 
Preservation of Health and the Cure of Chronic 
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Diseases, 142 East Thirty-fourth Street, died on 
Saturday. He was born in Fredericton, the 
capital of New-Brunswick, in 1813, and re- 
ceived his early education in the academy and 
King’s College in his native town. When nine- 
teen years old he went to Scotland and entered 
Glasgow University to study medicine. During 
the Summer months he prosecuted his work 
under a numberof professors at Anderson’s 


College, Glasgow. After graduating he returned 
to Fredericton and practiced medicine there 
and in the surrounding country. 

Dr. Hartt from the start was successful, but 
he was not contented with his somewhat nar- 
row field and the “languor” of the people, as 
he expressed it, and 1n 1850 he came with his 
family to this city. Hesoon had a remunera- 
tive practice, and a number of surgical opera- 
tions performed by him attracted the attention 
of brethren in his profession. In the ante- 
war days the doctor was a strong abolitionist, 
and when the party spirit ran high it was noted 
of him that he went about the city wearing a 
band upon his hat on which was printed the 
word “ Abolitionist.” 

As a speetalty Dr. Hartt dovoted his talents 
and studies toward the treatment of chronic 
diseases. He held that many of these diseases 
could be permanently cured by the use of prop- 
er internal remedies, aided by external appli- 
cations andathorough care of the body. He 
wrote much on this subject and spoke upon it 
in public. Diseases at which he particularly 
aimed were asthma, gout, catarrh, neuralgia, 
paralysis, and rheumatism. One main object 
he had in view was to establish an institute 
oquipret with apparatus and appliances and 
all that might be necessary in treating chronic 
diseases, 

‘To found such an institution the doctor first 
got the indorsement of the clergy and next that 
ef the medical profession, over 800 physicians 
agreeing with the plans and the feasibility of 
Dr. Hartt’s methods, Public interest was also 
aroused and in the latter part of the seventies a 
largely-attended public meeting called by the 
Mayor and other citizens heard what Dr. Hartt 
proposed to accomplish. At this meeting 
speeches were made by Everett T. Wheeler, 
Prof. E. H. Davis, Chancellor Howard Crosby, 
the Rev. Dr. MoGlynn, and others. 

Se much was thought of the proposed new 
inatitute that a committees was appointed to ald 
in furthering the doctor's plan. The house in 
East Thirty-fourth Street was taken and the 
doctor set. to work. The institute was first 
made a stock corporation or association and a 
number of shares were subscribed for. Two 
branches of the work were determined upon— 
one for those who might have means to pay 
and the other purely benevolent. Dr. Hartt 
worked hard and accomplished astonishing re- 
sults in many cases, Still, the inatitute did not 
thrive, and had not public contributions been 
made from time to time it must have been aban- 
doned. Ina letter in Tur Times of April 11, 
1880, he gave au idea of what he cought to ac- 
complish and of the success he was confident of 
attaining. 

Dr. Hartt devoted his whole energy and time 
and means to his work. Mortgage after mort- 
gage was piled upon all his belongings until ten 
years ago a collapse of his undertaking seemed 
inevitable. He persevered, however, and in 
1882 some friends helped the institute out 
again, and it was incorporated under the State 

aws. 

It was an up-hill fight to the end with the 
doctor, aided as he was by many persons who 
had taken an interest in his work. He had 
particularly liberal support from a number of 
prominent Israelites of the city. In one of the 
late reporte made by Dr. Hartt over 100 cases 
are cited showing that many diseases, chronio 
and praetically pronounced incurable, had 
yielded to his treatment. Withal. the institute 
pever proved self-supporting. Dr. Charles E. 
Campbell will succeed Dr. Hartt as Medical 
—e of the institute. Dr. Hartt leaves a 
wife.

WOKK ON THE WINDOM. 


MATERIAL FOR THE HULL TO BE FUR- 
NISHED FROM WISCONSIN. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 19.—The plates, frames, 
angle irons, and castings employed in the hull 
of the new United States revenue steamer 
Windom will be furnished by the West Superior 
(Wis.) Steel Works. The Windom is building at 
the [owa Iron Works, Dubuque, Iowa, and the 
above order is a sub-let contract of 
the Dubuque establishment. Bo far as 
known, the Windom is the first of the 


new Government steel ships to receive 
her hull material from another source than 
Carnegie & Co. This fact is deemed noteworthy, 
not only as showing the growing possibilities of 
the steel establishments inthe Northwest, but 
as accounting for the low bid of the Iowa Iron 
Works on this ship, which was, roughly, #40,000 
less than the bids of the Atlantic coast bidders, 
and some $12,000 under the bids of the Lake 
Erie bidders. 

In order to avoid the transportation of defect- 
ive material from West Superior to Dubuque, 
the Treasury papernens has ordered Chief 
Eugineer C. H. Ball, United States Revenue 
Marine, to test all material at the works of the 
manufacturer. Physical tests will alone be em- 
ployed. The framing for the Windom has been 
laid down, and the work of assembling the hull 
material will be commenced during the month 
of February. 

The triple expansion engines of the Windom 
were designed under the orders of Commodore 
George W. Melville, chief of the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering of the Navy Department. 
Chief Engineer N. P. Towne, United States 
Navy, performed the actual designing work. 
The Windom’s engines are deemed to be ahead 
of any ever placed on board a United States 
revenue cutter. . 

Consulting Engineer Collins of the Revenue 
Marine has been directed by the Treasury De- 
partment to superintend the physical tests on 
the steel material of the Windom. Ths new 
vessel must be delivered by the builders at Key 
West not later than Aug. 1 next.

GOV. TILLMAN IS EMPHATIC

HE AROUSES THE ENMITY OF RAILROAD 
EMPLOYES OF SOUTH CAROLINA.

HIS SON A SUICIDE. 


& SHORTAGE OF OVER $60,000 IN 
FOERSTEL’S ACCOUNTS BBING 
FOUND, THE MAYOR ACTS 8UM- 
MARILY—THE SON BELIEVED TO 
HAVE TRIED ARSON. 


Sr. Lous, Dee. 19.—His son a self-murderer, 
himself deposed from his high office, a shortage 
In his accounts of $63,020.16, with absolute 
ruin staring him in the face, Michael J. Foerstel, 
nntil to-night City Treasurer of St. Louis, is one 
bf the most unfortunate of men. 

His son, Edward, was the Assistant Treasurer. 
He shot himself at 8 o’clock this morning, the 
ball passing through his brain. He died two 
hours later, without regaining consciousness. 

A hurried investigation of Treasurer Foers- 
tel’s affairs resulting in the discovery of the 
shortage, the immediate removal of the Treas- 
urer was ordered by Acting Mayor C. P. Wal- 
bridge, and Charles Parsons, the best-known 
banker of the city, was appointed temporary 
Treasurer. Mr. Parsons immediately gave the 
required bond of $500,000 and assumed the 
Position. 

Por weeks past, stories of peculiar doings in 
the Treasurer's office have been afloat. There 
have been suits brought against the Treasurer 
by money lenders, netorious for their usurious 
charges, and assertions have been made regard- 
ing real estate debts of the Treasurer and his 
s0n and the use of the city money by some one 
who recouped the Treasury, previous to the 
regular examinations, by borrowing from the 
Shylockas, who at last sued the Treasurer him- 
self on notes which he declares te be torgeries. 

After all the wild deductions drawn from the 
rumors which could not be verified, there came 
this morning about 6:05 o’clock the announce- 
ment that fire had been kindled shortly before 
in the City Treasurer's office, where, with the 
doors of the vaults wide open, an attempt had 
clearly been made to destroy everything in 
that office. _Searcely two hours after came the 
news of Foersiel’s suicide, 

Fortunately for the city, prompt discovery of 
the blaze seeured its quick control with the 
destruction, so far as known, of only some old 
papers and furniture. 

Immediately upon the controling of the fire, 
the police were placed in charge of the City 
Treasurer's Office until the proper officers could 
make an examination. When Treasurer Foers- 
tel reached the office and was informed of the 
situation, almost his first words were: “* When 
Eddie comes down we will count the cash, 
although I don’t think there was much there.” 

A few minutes later the bookkeeper arrived 
and it was learned that there should be a little 
over $11,000 in the safe. 

At this time a rumor of Eddie’s attempted 
suicide Was current all over the Four Courts 
and City Hall A dozen officials, including 
Commodore Smith, Controller Stevenson, 
Auditor brown, and about four detectives stood 
around. Ail knew about Eddie’s act, yet none 
bad the nerve to speak. then an employe of 
the oillice entered and asked: “Why don’t 
somebody teli him ?”’ 

“Tell me what!’’ asked Treasurer Forestel, 
as he finished looking at a statement the book- 
keeper had just handed him, andthe answer 
was: 

*“*Mike, Ned has committed suicide!” 

The Treasurer turned pale, paced+he office a 
Minute, his handkerchief to his eyes, and then, 
by a violentetiort, suppressed all emotion and 
went to the Controller. 

“When will you look into things here with 
me?” he asked. 

“ As 6000 4s you are ready,” replied the Con- 
troller. 

In a few minutes the work was begun under 
the direction of Controller Stevenson, who has 
as assistants Fred Gobel, his chief clerk; Audit- 
or Brown, and William Freudenau. Their work, 
Controller Stevenson said to-night, cannot be 
finished before to-morrow morning. 

Of the cash on hand the young suicide was 
custodian. His death has closed bis lips, but 
the last act of his life surrounds him with evi- 
dence of guilt. The attempt to burn the Clty 
Jiall is believed to have been hi®act, and is con- 
etrued by the police as the work of a guilty 
man, whose only chance to escape detection 
was in the destruction of the records in the 
City Tressurer’s ollice, of which he had control. 

They believe that he laid his plans to prove 
an alibi in case the City Heli was a total wreok, 
and in the ruins lay the records of the Treas 
erer’s ollice. 

it has been ascertained that he ocoupied his 
room after midnight and left at an early hour 
this morning. His movements after leaving the 
house cannot be traced until a point after the 
quenching of the fire is reached. It is known 
that about 6:30 he borrowed the revolver with 
which he committed suicide from James Harri- 
son, afriend, and the theory is that he had 
learned of the failure of his plot to destroy evi- 
dences of his guilt, and was thereby forced to 
resort to death as the only escape. 

Young Foerstel’'s record is that of a wild 

oung map and plunger. On horses he was a 
Ecevs bettor, placing a thousand dollars or 
more ata time. He was also interested in real 
estate deals, as is shown by recent develop- 
mente in court proceedings, in the nature of in- 
junctions, &c. He was generally liked. He was 
abouttwenty-three years of age, but old in ex- 
yerience and especially in financial matters, for 
Lis years. 

In his capacity as Assistant Treasurer of the 
City of St. Louis, over $10,000,000 in city funds 
and securities passed through his hands each 
year. Hie was Treasurer of two large building 
associations, the Phenix and Home Comfort, 
but his accounts with these are known to be ali 
right. He wae aleo senior member of the firm 
of Foerstel & Saxton, handling the lock whip 
gocket, manufactured by the Novelty Company. 

Another theory for the suicide, but which is 
receiving littie attention, except as indirectly 
confirming other statementa, is the story of R. 
J. Delano, attorney for the dead man, who said: 

“He calied upon me in the past three or four 
weeks almost daily to confer with me about an 
attempt which acertain party was making to 
obtain money from him. He said that this per- 
son had demanded $10,000 as the price of his 
keeping his mouth shut concerning what he 
knew sbout the City Treasurer's office. 2 7 

‘*At no time 1n these interviews did Mr. Foer- 
atel admit that there was anything wrong in his 
ottice. On the contrary, he always declared 
himself ready to stand any investigation, and 
his sole purpose in consulting with me was to 
devise some means of silencing his slanderere 
by a public prosecution for biackmail. Mr. 
Foerstel never succeeded in getting a written 
proposition, butin the course of the negotia- 
tions the fellow reduced his demand to $5,000, 
When it came to facing our demand for proof, 
he utterly railed to furnish any. 

“Now this matter worried id terribly. One 
day be exclaimed, ‘My God, I can’t stand this 
much longer. This man going around talking 
about me and leaving me no reparation, except, 
perhaps, to kil) him.’ I think that this slander 
affected him until he got out of his head, and in 
@ woment of insanity he killed bimeeif. 

But little ae ty sympathy for ex-Treasurer 
Foerstel is heard. It ia settled by the inquiry 
that he, personally, is innocent of wrongdoing. 
His son lost the whole shortage in real estate 
deals, the extent of which it will take weeks to 
upravel. But the father is a broken and ruined 
yuan, Who suffers for his son’s wrongdoing.

ST. LOUIS HAD A BIG FIRE.

A LARGE AMOUNT OF PROPERTY DE- 
STROYED—LOss, $450,000, 


Sr. Lovis, Dee. 19.—A fire, originating in the 
Udell Woodenware Company’s building thie 
evening, at 6:15 o'clock, destroyed the prop- 
erty situated in the territory bounded by Wasbh- 
ington, Locust, Third, and Fourth Streets, 

Successive alarms called out practically the 
entire Fire Department, which for a tine seomed 
unable to cope with the flames. After a struggle 
lasting until nearly 11 o’elock, however, 
the flames were got under control with a loss 
aggregating $150,000, which is practically coyv- 
ered by insurance, divided in small amounts 
among a large number of companies. The indi- 
vidual losses are: 

Udell Wooden ware Company, on stock, $150,000; 
on buildings owned by the Collier Kstate, $76,000; 
Tyler Desk Company, $60,000; Pacitic Express 
Company, £5,000; Trochlech, Dunkar & Renard, 
carpets, &e., $10,000 (mostly ob water); 
on building, owned by Collier Estate, $50,000; 
Saccara Furniture Company, $15,000; bnilding, 
owned by Gorard Cullen estate, $75,000; Emery 
Glass Company, $15,000; other minor losses by 
water and scorching by surrounding firms will 
bring the amount up fo the total of $450,000, 

When the fire broke out the Pacific Express 
Company had $35,000 in coin in its safe, but 
hustling by employes got the cash into the 
vaults, and this wealth is undoubtedly saved. 
One wan loat his life in the fire, but who he was 
isnotknown. The man was seen to enter the 
Udell store during the blaze and never returned.

Won't Hiave Them Vaccinated, 
BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Dee. 19.—John N. Bel- 
den, a well-known resident of this city and the 
candidate for Congress of the People’s Party 
from this district at the last election, was ar- 
rested yesterday. The charge against him was 
made by State Agent Potter of the State Board 
of Education in order to settle the question 
whether or not a man oan be compelled to have 
his children vaccinated.

THE CHRONICLER OF THRUMS 
DRAMATIST OF RARE PROMISE.

MR. WILLARD PRODUCES ‘“‘ THE PRO- 
FE8SOR’8 LOVE STORY ” BY THE AU- 
THOR OF ‘‘THE LITTLE MINISTER,” 
AND FINDS A MOST CONGENIAL PART 
—A PLAY BY A LITERARY ARTIST. 


The new play by James M. Barrie—the third 
or fourth he has written or had a hand in the 
authorship of—was produced at the Star 
Theatre last night by Mr. Willard ana his 
company before an audience eagerly curious 
at first and enthusiastically appreciative be- 
fore the performance was half finished. The 
success of the experiment was not in doubt 
at any time, and after the last fall of the our- 
tain the entire assemblage remained to call Mr. 
Willard forward. When he asked if he might 
telegraph to Mr. Barrie in England that his 
play was successful, the affirmative reply was 
demonstrative and sincere. 

Besides the analytical skill and delightful 
fancy that gives Mr. Barrie a high rank among 
modern English essayists, and the wealth of 
imaginative power that places him beside 
Robert Louis Stevenson as a romancer, he has 
the dramatic faculty, the power to tellastory in 
scenes of action, to exhibit the development of 
traits of character in contest, intellectual 
and emotional, with opposing forces. His 
new play was produced hastily. That is to 
say, while nothing in the presentation was done 
carelessly, for the soenery was uncommonly 
good and perfectly appropriate, the distribution 
of the parts, in view of the composition of the 
company, was exactly right, and all the acting 
was easy and forceful and reflected admirably 


the spirit of the play, giving to both its senti- 
ment and its humor exactly the right tone. 
There was no spare time for preparation. 

As Mr. Willard said in his short and char- 
acteristically modest speech, the piece was 
produced with only six rehearsals, and it is no 
uncommon thing nowadays to devote months 
to the preparation for public performances 
of plays muoh less diffioult to do well. Hind- 
sight is, after all, an excellent quality. Mr. Wil- 
lard and Mr. Palmer have probably already seen 
the slight mistakes of construction, which¢an be 
corrected in a few hours. The performance 
will soon be a little more brisk where it now 
drags, although that word was probably never 
in the minds of last night's appreciative audi- 
ence. 

The play is comic and the tdea upon which it 
is founded is whimsical. There is a hint of the 
manner of W. 8. Gilbert-—in such clever plays 
as “Engaged” and “Tom Cobb”—in the rela- 
tions of certain personages. Lady George Gild- 
ing and her husband’s extravagantly shallow 
and self-satistied stepmother and their frank and 
amiable mutual confessions of their feelings 
toward each other; and there is some trifling 
employment of devices long familiar in the 
comic drama in the exposition of the hero’s 
absentmindedness, for the forgetful man had 
already shown his forgetfulness in every con- 
ceivable way on the stage. 

But beyond these elements, which are of In- 
considerable importance in relation to others, 
the play is new and fresh in ites humor, and sug- 
gests not Mr. Gilbertor any other modern writer 
except Mr. Barrie. The odd courtship of the lass 
of T’nowhead, told about in the exquisite * Auld 
Licht Idylls,” is used as an under plot, and 
is found to be as entertaining in action as it 
was in narrative. The text is easy, graceful, 
and pointed, and there is no resort to the arti- 
ficial style of repartee, and no dependence on 
the puns and elaborately-contrived wittioisms 
that distinguish certain English comedies of 
recent date. 

On the other hand, there is no lack of clever 
device in the play, aud while most of it is 
novel, all is surprisingly effective. The em- 
ployment of a veritable shadow pan- 
tomime in the last act, to give pictorial point 
to dialogue carried on in front of it, is 
exceedingly ingenious and amusing, and the in- 
cident of the old letter box, found after twenty 
years with a lost love letter hidden in it,isa 
sentimental bit quite in Mr. Sarrie’s vein 
which is here used to excellent dramatic pur- 

ose. 
wipeseeves, while the theme is comic, and Mr. 
Barrie never forgets his satirical gift, the 
pathos is true, and the sbsent-minded hero, who 
does not know what ails him when he falls in 
loye, and is treated for lumbago,is not held u 
for ridicule. He is a lovable personage, an 
understandable, too, and he has our sympathy 
from the beginning. 

Mr. Barrie’s studies of Scottish character are 
as fine and true and subtly humorous as any- 
thing in recent literature, and in the play he 
does not go far from his chosen tield in narra- 
tive. His hero, Professor Goodwillie, is a 
Scotchman, and two-thirds of the action passes 
in rural Scotiand in harvest time. 

The professor is a great man in his calling at 
thirty-five or forty, and his sister, a woman 
made cynical by the seeming fickleness of the 
lover of her youth, is his guardian. In her 
temporary absence he employs a new sec- 
retary, @ pretty girl. Presently he has 
an ailment that for a time bafiles’ his 
physician. In his mathematical calculations 
with the symbols a and 6 and « and z, he singu- 
larly mixes up /-u-c-y. Yet when his physician 
tells him he is in love he does not believe it, but 
warily flies from London and a designing widow, 
taking his secretary with him. 

The hard-hearted sister does her best to pre- 
vent true love from taking its proper course, 
but the pretty secretary is happily instrument- 
alin changing this lady’s view of mankind by 
restoring to her the lost letter which proves her 
dead lover’s fidelity, and so the secretary gains 
a valuable aily, and the pleasing denouement is 
brought about. 

This is a statement of the substance of the 
play, but it conveys a feeble idea of the variety 
of incident and the delicacy and brightness of 
the humor. The performance was followed 
with unalloyed pleasure and accompanied, ex- 
cept in one or two scenes of sentiment, with a 
ripple of laughter. 

Mr. Willard aes the part of Goodwiilie 
with perfect skill, making every trait seem 
natural. There was no deficiency of hu- 
mor, but not a touch of exaggeration. 
The exposition of the electrician’s un- 
worldliness and absentmindedness was 
always delightfully amusing, while the 
sincerity of his passion was never doubted. It 
is easy With some portrayals of character to 
pick out striking points for commenda- 
tion, but this plece of acting is s80 
well rounded and consistent that it is not pos- 
sible to remember any one part of it 
above the others. Mr. Willard has found 
in Mr. Barrie’s play an Ee og ! new 
character, human, lovable, and richly humor- 
ous, and his portrayal is one of his finest works, 
and one that will always be held in high esteem. 
It was a rare pleasure to be present at such a 
firat performance. 

All the acting was good, and Miss Burroughs, 
Miss Craddock, Miss Elliott, Mr. Carleton, and 
Mr. Tyler especially distinguished themselves:

INTER-STATE OOMMEROE. 





ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMISSION- 
EBS—THEY OPPOSE POOLING. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The report of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission fer the year 
ended Nov. 30, 1892, was to-day transmitted to 
Congress. It opens with areview of the reasons 
which induced the passage of the act to regu- 
late commerce, which are given in view of re- 
sults realized in administering the act and the 
necessity for amendments whieh experience has 
disclosed. It states that the commission is 
gratified at being able to add that many railroad 
managers of the highest standing now concede 
the necessity of Government regulation, and 
avow themselves in favor of such further enact- 
ments as will make the regulation effective. 
The inter-State commerce law, although the 
outgrowth of an aroused and determined pub- 
lic sentiment, was a compromise between di- 
vergent theories and conflicting interests; but 
those who contrast the practices which ob- 
tained prior to the law with methods and con- 
ditions now existing will have no doubt of the 


——— value of the statute in correcting pub- 
© sentiment, restraining injustice, and enforc- 
ing reasonable charges and equal treatment. 

So far from condemning public regulation, ex- 

rienee has established its importance and 
ntensitied ita necessity, and the very respects 
in which the law has failed to meet public ex- 
pectation demonstrates the utility of Govern- 
ment supervision. It is net too much to say 
that judicial interpretation has limited the 
meaning of the law and ascribed to it an intent 
not contemplated when it was passed. But the 
effect of these decisions has been greatly exag- 
gerated; judicial construction has not inval- 
idated the essential features of the statute nor 
condemned the general principle on which it 
is founded, and only in respect of appliances 
provided for carrying its main a into 
effect has the law been weakened by the judg- 
ment of the courts. The original act, passed 
nearly six years ago, wasin a measure experi- 
mental, but only two amending acts have been 
adopted, and it is surprising that so muoh has 
been accomplished with so littie aid in the form 
of needed amendment. 

The work of the commission is set forth at 
length, including the interesting statement that 
there are now on file with the commission 850,- 
000 tariff schedules, also a review of the hear- 
ings and investigations and the cases disposed 
of during the year. 

Respecting these, the report says: ‘“‘ The char- 
acter of proceedings before the commission in- 
dicates that the main causes of complaint arise 
from discriminations and preferences in rates 
and facilities, and not from rates unreasonable 
in themselves.” 

At the request of the Senate Committee on 
Finance, the commission during the past year 

its auditor to collect atatistios showing 
changes in rates from the earliest period for 
which it was possible to obtain data to the pres- 
ent time. These statistios, which will be in- 
cluded in the report of that committee to Con- 
gress on the subject of prices and wages, show 
R Material decline in rates and classifications 
geremnmee J rates which appears universal, and 

6 commission thinks the minimum has not yet 
been reached. 

Under the head of proceedings in United 
Btates courts are described cases in the courts 
which grew out of cases decided and investiga- 
tions made by the commission, and whioh have 
been reported from time to time as they oc- 
curred. 

The late opinion of Justice Brower in the Cir- 
ouit Court of Appeals, deciding a long and short 
haul case, is discussed, and the dictum in the 
opinion, that the total joint rate of two roads 
is over an independent line from lines formed 
by either road and not to be considered in de- 
termining the local rate of either road, and 
therefore may be even less thanthe intermedi- 
ate or local rate, is shown to be without foun- 
dation either in the debates in Congress, the 
practice of oarriers since the law was passed, 
or the rulings of the commission, whioh, never- 
theless, are cited in that opinion as supporting 
the newtbeory. To protect all intermediate 
localities and inland centres from the disas- 
trous effects of this judicial interpretation, Con- 
gress is earnestly urged to take such immedi- 
ate action as will cive legislative construction 
to the word “line” in the statute 

Several amendments recommended by the 
commission for the purpose of strengthening 
the law are discussed, especially those growing 
out of the decision of the Supreme Court, that 
the provisions of Section 860 of the Revised 
Statutes granting immunity to witnesses re- 
quired to testify concerning illegal acta in 
which they have participated are not broad 
enough to meet the safeguards guaranteed to 
puch a witness by the Constitution; and Judge 
Greshbam’s more recent decision that Congress 
pannot constitutionaliy require the Federal 
courts to use their process to compel the pro- 
duction of testimony before a non-judicial 
tribunal. 

Regarding the proposed amendment by whieh 
pooling is to be permitted, the report says: 
“The attempt to secure the public from dis- 
crimination, extortion, favoritism, undue pref- 
erence, and to secure to every citizen just and 
reasonable rates and equal and exact treatment 
in all transportation matters, is the very 
essence, spirit, and purpose of the law, and it 
would be vain to protect oarriers from com- 
petitive attacks upon each other if the general 
public cannot be protected from the greater 
evils above onumerated. If the law is to be 
amended the two classes of amendments should 
go hand in hand. Until the law is made strong 
as ite framers intended in the matters of fair 
avd stable rates, equal treatment, and sup- 
pression of all favoritism, it is idle to seek to 
protect carriers whose immunity, under the 
autboritative constructions of the law, from re- 
strictions intended by Congress, seems one of 
the remarkable facts in current history.” 

Other subjects treated in the report are 
Canadiau competition in inter-State trafic not 
subject to the act; statistical work of the com- 
mission for the years ending June 30, 1891 and 
1892; Government-aided railroads and_ tele- 
graph lines; fourth convention of Railroad 
Commissioners, and relations of railway com- 
panies and their employes. 








GENERAL CATHOLIC OPINION. 





MALONE SAYS CONCILIATION IS 
WIDELY FAVORED. 


DENVER, Col., Dec. 19.—The Rev. T. H. Ma- 
lone, editor of the Colorado Catholic, who has 
been a stanch defender of the educational prin- 
ciples advocated by Archbishop Ireland and 
Archbishop Satolli, in reply to the question, 
“Are not a Majority of the Catholics of this 
country opposed to any form of conciliation 
which does not give them the full per-capita 
quota of schoo) tax to be expended under pure- 
ly Catholic direction and totally independent 
of any or all State supervision? ” said: 

“Not only are a majority of Catholics not 
opposed to conciliation, but they are willing 
and anxious for that form of edueation which, 
while not retarding or lessening the influence 
of religious training, will enable the children of 


Catholic parents to participate in the benefits 
of public education in the fullness of whatever 
perfection it may possess. 

“A correct idea of Oatholic opinion on this 
subject may be gathered from a consideration 
of the standing, first, of the Archbishops; sec- 
ond, of the Bishops; third, of the priesthood, 
and, fourth, of the laity. 

“The Archbishops who endeavored to infiu- 
ence the Holy See tu a decision adverse to Dr. ire- 
land were the Metropolitans of New-York, Phil- 
adelphia, New-Orleans, Oregon, Milwaukee, and 
Chicago. Those who tavored the decision as 
eventually given were his Eminence Cardinal 
Gibbons, Archbishop Ireland, Archbishop WIILI- 
jams, Archbishop Salpointe, Archbishop Rior- 
dan, and Archbishop Kenrick. The latter sre 
considered the more representative of American 
Catholicity. 

“The position of the Bishops can only be ap- 

ximated. She few who did oppose the Fari- 
Poult-Still water plan had, almost without ex- 
ception, tolerated for many years a similar plan 
in their own dioceses. This very naturally gave 
rise to the charge that they did not fully com- 
prehend Archbishop Ireland’s policy. 

“The position of the lower clergy is better 
understood. The German element was empha 
jeally opposed to the views of Dr. Ireland, but 
the effect of this opposition is minimized by the 
fact that Dr. Ireland is personally obnoxious to 
many of them for reasons that need not be 
recorded. Aside from the Germans and a few 
others, the remainder of the clergy was unaul- 
mous in the fervent prayer that the Faribauit- 
Stillwater plan would receive, as it did, the ap- 
probatiena of Kome. 

“The Catholic laity of the country almost to 
a man favors the views and principles of Arch- 
bishops Ireland and Satolli. It is quite appar- 
ent, therefore, that the Catholic people of this 
country, as a body, are in hearty accord with 
the views of the churchmen.”’

A Judge Not to be Trifled With. 

19.—A jury was summarily 
flealt with by Judge Brentano to-day. It wasa 
pase in which the mother of nine-year-old Ma- 
bel Angel wassuing Brown & Co., contractors, 
for $25,000 damages in causing the death of the 
ohiid.

Judge Brentano instantly set aside the ver- 
dict, administered a terrific tongue-lashing to 
the jurors, dismissed them in disgrace, and 
tined the nine chief culprits to an amount equal 
to the feos. 


Molders Strike in Baltimore, 
BALTIMORE, Dec. 19.—The issue of an order 
reducing the wages of the molders in the em- 
ploy of the Phoenix Iron Works of this city re- 


pulted to-day in a strike in which fifty men par- 
tieipated. The reduction meant about $2 per 
week, which amount the firm says was in excess 
pf the prices paid by compoting firms. The 
strikers’ places will be filled without delay- 





FINANOIAL AVEAIRS. 





NeEw-YorK, Monday, Dec. 19—P. M. 

Chicago Gas and Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
broke sharply to-day, the former 7% and the 
latter 7 points, and at the same time the ether 
industrials developed great weakness. But 
notwithstanding the rattling down in this 
group railway stocks stood vomparatively firm. 
Reading developed weakness in the last hour, 
but its decline was brought about by a separate 
piece of manipulation. 

The opening had been steady, and for a little 
while it looked as if the market might advance. 
The money market, however, developed uneas!i- 
ness. The firatloans were made at 10 cent., 
but about noon the rate had advanced to 40 ¥ 
cent. And even at the high rate the industrial 
stocks were discriminated against. With the 
tightness in money, announcements were made 
of the engagement for export to-morrow of 
$3,900,000 in gold. 

The break came in the two specialties named 
almost simultaneously, but the heaviest selling 
wasin Distilling and Cattle Feeding. It had 
opened, ex dividend, at 64, and it declined al- 
most without a rally until about 12:30, when 
1,400 shares sold at 57. From that point it 
rallied te 603g on the last hour, but in the final 
ten minutes declined to 59%, closing at 594s, a 
net loss of 4% points. The decline was started 
by Chicago selling, looal conditions accelerated 
the movement, and the reacting of stop orders 
made the demoralization complete.

nm with Gov. Flower asking that William 
Brown, Warden of the prison here, be re- 
mover from that office. Accompanying this re- 
questis an atiidavit from Mr. Moran in which 
he gives some of the details of an assault which 
he says the Warden made on him a weok age 
last Friday night 
The alleged assault was the culmination of 
differences which have existed between the two 
for a year and a half, and which had their 
Origin in politics. Warden Brown removed 
three of his guards at the prison about that 
time and the editor criticised his action. Since 
then Mr. Moran has opposed Mr, Brown's at 
tempts to manage the politics at Sing Sing, and 


has advanced the proposition that Mr. Brown's 
behavior is not in keeping with the dignity 
which should attach to one who holds the posi- 
tion of Warden. 

* He is too ‘loud,’ said the editor. ‘He goes 
about using profanc and indecent language and 
fiourishes knives and pistols to show his author- 
ity, as if he were a cowboy on the plains.” 

On the night in question Mr. Moran was in 
Keenan’s hotel. He was with some friends, and 
they setatatable drinking. Brown came in 
and joined the party, which inoluded J. G. 
Many, ex-President of the village of Sing Sing; 
Dr. E. B. Sherwood, John Conatt, and Samuel 
Gustin, Trastees of the village. Walter Smith, 
Assemblyman-elect Edgar L. Ryder, and ex- 
Prison Clerk Joha E. Ashe, who was on his way 
from Fonda to attend the Reform Club dinner 
in New- York. 

The trouble which followed the arrival of 
Warden Brown has been discussed all over 
town during the last two or three days, because 
of the prominence of the men who were to 
gome extent involved. Pistols were drawn, and 
the Warden and Mr. Moran had an encounter 
which resulted in a cut under the editor's right 
eye which narrowly missed causing serious in- 
jury. Mr. Moran sets forth his grievance in the 
following allidavit, which is now befere Gov. 
Piewer: 

“* Michael Moran of the village of Sing Sing, being 
duly sworn, says that he is oditor and proprietor of 
the Democratic Register, published in the village of 
King Sing. That on Deo. 9, after putting his paper 
to reas, he went into Keenan's restaurant, in said 
villace, and while there one W. R. Brown, Warden 
of Sing Sing Prison, came and forced himself into 
the company of deponent and his friends. That the 
egaid Brown was drunk and used the most foul and 
obscene and blasphemous language, pulled out a fe- 
wvolver and pointed it at the head of one Joshua G. 
Many, ex-President of the village of Sing ny 
by atiompling So paves, ous his eye he assaulted de-

A BIG VERDICT FOR ESTHER 


———— ae 
WENRY MUST PAY HER TWENTY- 
FIVE THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


ULOSE OF THE SIRE-JACOBS BREACH-OF- 
PROMISE CASE—AMOUNT FIXED BY 
JURY ON ITS FIRST BALLOT—PLAINT- 
IFF WELL SATISFIED, DEFENDANT 
MAY APPEAL. 


The ceurtroom of Part I. Superior Court was 
filled with spectators yesterday morning when 
the jurors in the Jacobs-Sire breach-of- promise 
case teok their seats to hear their verdict of 
$25,000 damages for the plaintiff announeed. 
Miss Esther Jhoobs, looking somewhat pale, 
was presout with her mother and sister Clara. 
The defendant did not put in an appoarance, 
and was represented by his brother Albert and 
Lawyer Crandall. 

After the names of the jurors had been called, 
Mr. Crandall said he desired to except to that 
portion of the Judge’s charge in whioh he inter- 
preted the meaning of the clesing words of some 
of Miss Esther’s letters to Sire viz., “* Yours very 
sincerely’ and “‘ Yours very truly.” The judge 
had intimated they might be regarded as love 
terms. 

“If Imade use of the words credited to me 
by counsel, then I withdraw them,” said Judge 
Sedgwick. “I now say to you, gentiomenof the 
jury, that you alone are tointerpret the mean- 
ing of the words used in the plaintiffs letters. 
Do you wish to retire and consMer this matter 
further in arriving at a verdict?” 

“No, no,” came from several jurors. 

The foreman of the jury then handed to the 
Clerk of the court a sealed verdict. The Clerk 
opened the envelope and Miss Esther’s face 
‘was paler than ever as ho read a verdict award- 
ing $25,000 damages to the good-looking plaint- 
iff. The spectators applauded heartily, and 
one gray-haired old man exclaimed londly, 
“Geod! Good!” 

Various expressions, suggestive of deep pain, 
offended dignity, and amazement chased each 
other over the broad face of the court officer 
near the jury box. He waved his more or less 
Strong right arm warning!) and called out: 

© Bey there! Stop that!” 

Deep silence fell on the courtroom, and Judge 

Beadgwick said sternly: 

“ Bring that man here.” 

As the Judge did not indicate any particular 
man, and as every man in the room was trying 
very hard to look innocent, the gray-haired 
offender included, the court officer was appar- 


en unable to identify the man who had acted 
aa if he were at a politioal meeting. The officer 
very red in the face and looked unutterable 

ti at the speotators; his feelings were some- 
vo. however, when Judge Sedgwick 


Never mind; let the matter pass, but the of- 
fense must not be repeated.’’ 

Esther, her mother, and sister were all 
smiling in a decorous way by this time. Mr. 
Orandall asked that the jury be polied, and each 
— stood up and announced his acquiescence 

© verdict. 

. John Lindley, for the plaintiff, asked for 
an allowance of 5 per cent. on the amount 
mamed in the verdict. 

Judge Sedgwick eaid the largeness of the ver- 
dict could not control the penning of an allow- 
ance for costs. He did not regard the case as 
an extraordinary one in the eyes of the law, and 
yetit was an exceedingly diflicult case, of a 
most serious kind, that called for extended in- 

uiry as to the facts presented. He thought an 
allowance of 5 per cent. on the verdict, $1,250 
in all, would be fair, and granted Mr. Lindley’s 
motion. , 

Mr. Sire’s counsel moved for a new trial on 
the ground that the verdict was excessive and 
not in accordance with the evidence. The court 
refused to order a new trial and allowed coun- 
selan exception. Then counsel said he desired 
to take an exception to a portion ef the Judge's 
eharge. His Honor seemed mildly surprised as 
he remarked: 

“It is too late to do that now.” 

To the defendant's counsel was granted the 
usual stay of thirty days that an et gees might 
be taken, and then the jurors, counsel, plaintiff, 
and relatives ieft the courtroom. r. Sire’s 
counsel said subsequently that, if necessary, 
they would contest the verdict before the Court 
of Appeals. Messrs. Brooke and Lindley, plaint- 
iff’s counsel, received many congratulations. 

One of the jurors, when questioned, said: ‘‘ We 
Were about all ofthesame mind when wegotinthe 
jury room. The first question to be decided was 
whether we were for the plaintiff or defendant. 
That was settled promptiy, and then on the 
first ballet it was decided to award $25,000. 
Bire’s testimony hurt bis case.” 

A TIMES reporter called upon Miss Jacobs 
laterin the day. She was as eelf-possessed as 
when on the witness stand and gave no evidence 
of being elated over the ontcome of the trial. 
At first she wae disposed to decline to say any- 
thing for publication, but finally, in reply to a 
pointed question, she said in a dignified way: 

“TI maturally feel greatly gratified over the 
outcome of the trial. The suit was brought and 
tried before a jury in the fave of an ofter to 
allow judgment to be taken for several thousand 
dollars, because, after the relations between 
myself and Mr. Sire had been broken, I had 
reason to think from his remarks that the char- 
acter of our relations might be misunderstood. 
I determined that, in defense of my honor, there 
should be a public investigation and judgment 
on those relations. I could not be put to that 
trouble and subjected to the expense and or- 
deals of a trial without seeking compensation. 
My counsel, Mr. Brooke, has already stated in 
court how I was not only injured soolally, but 
in other ways, by abandoning my musical 
eareer at an important period in a singer’s life.” 

“It has been suggested that you may take ad- 
Vantage of the publicity given te your affairs 
and go on the stage.”’ said the reporter. 

Mies Esther’s eyes flashed, and she bit her 
lips as if to repress some indignant response, 

} them she said quietly: 

} “If loan make the necessary pecuniary ar- 

! ements, Imay soon go to Europe again to 
sec if Ican regain my health and resume my 
musical studies. [ have lost much valuable 
time and have suffered a severe mental strain 
in this trial. To regain the position in musical 
circles which lL attained and abandoned at Mr. 
Bire’s ot pee may be difficult, but I am ambi- 
tious and anxious to resume my studies. if I 
ever appear here again in public, it will be long 
after people are through talking about my suit, 
and when I cannot be accused of trying to 
profit by the distasteful advertising I received 
on the trial just ended.”’ 

“How do you regard Mr. Sire now that a 

verdict has been rendered !”’ 

Miss Jacobs replied lowly: ‘‘ I am sorry, very 
sorry, that he and bis family had to be subject- 
ed to such an ordeai as they went through, but 
1 pursued the only course that was loft for a wo- 
man jealous of her good name to pursue. I did 
not bring the suit in a vindictive spirit. I shall 
be glad when the harsh things said during the 

are forgotten by the public.” 

Miss Jacobs said further, in response to a ques- 
tion: ‘“‘I may go to Montreal with my sister 
to make a short visit and drop out of public 
notice. I do not want to figurein print again, 
except in connection with the musical profes- 
sion.. 1 want to say, however, that I have been 
well treated by the aoeneeeen, except where 
papers were purposely misled.” 

Mr. Jacobs, father of the plaintiff, said 
courteously when questioned; ‘I have neth- 
ing to say, except that I would like te shake 
‘the hand of every juryman in the case.” 

| Mrs. Jacobs, mother of Miss Kether, said: 
| ** Don’t ask me any questions. I oan only say 
that 1 feel as any mother who loves her children 
would feel under the samo circumstances.” 

A lawyer who was present when counsel 
summed up in the Jacobs-Sire case said yester- 


Gay: 

, The verdict awarding $25,000 damages to 
the plaintiff is the second largest verdict ever 
ered in this State. In the Arbuekle-Baby 
Bunting case a larger verdict was given than in 
the Sire-Jacobs case. If Sire’s counsel had gone 
into court and said he had engaged himself to 
Miss Jacobs, that she was a woman worthy to be 
his wife, and that he intended to marry her as 
poon as he could get free from his mistress, but 
Miss Esther broke the engagement and 
would not wait for him, I doubtif the plaintiff 

would have been awarded heavy damages.” 
Henry B. Sire, the defendant, claims that he 
fe not now & Man of means, although atthe time 
ew eying attention to Miss Jacobs, in 
A , and 1889, he owned race horses 
valued at $70,000 and Valuable real estate.

WHAT THE POWER COMPANY WANTS 








If HAS A HEARING BEFORE THE AL- 
DERMANIC COMMITTEE ON STREBRTS. 


There was a public hearing yesterday in the 
Council Chamber of the Board of Aldermen be- 
fore the Committee on Streets on the applica- 
tion of the New-York Power Company fora 
franchise that will permit it to dig up the city 
atreots to enable itto lay its mains. J. Murray 
Mitchell and Charles E. Coddingten appeared 
as the counsel for the cempany. 

Mr. Coddington said that the Directors of the 


company were Mayor William L. Saunders of 
North Plaintield, N. J.; T. W. Barnes, who is 
connected with the firm of Houghton, Mittin & 
Co., and E. A. Milier of Newark. Mr. Saunders 
is the President of the company and is a oivil 
engineer. Mr. Miller is Secretary and Treas- 
urer. These gentlemen were on hand atthe 
hearing. 

Mr. Saunders was elected President of the 
compauy last week to succeed E. A. Hopkins of 
Philadelphia, who, it is said, retired on account 
ofill health, Mr. Saunders told the committee 
that the purpose of the company was to supply 
cheap power at a fixed rate per cubic foot to 
customers “‘in any part of the city, but particu- 
larly in the down-town district.” Mr. Saunders 
added: “We expect to make money out of the 
business, and we are obliged to obtain a fran- 
chise te do it. We propose to locate our 
central station at some convenient place 
along the East River, from which we 
will run =n conveying power by means 
of compressed air and salt water under press- 
ure. Salt water is mentioned bevause the 
water of the East Riverissalt. It would be 
more economical than fresh water. Our hy- 
draulic pipes will be about Y inches in diameter. 
The air pipes will be frem 12 to 15 inches in 
diameter, and the air will be under a pressure 
of from forty to tifty pounds.” 

Mr. Saunders then went into a detailed de- 
scription of the scheme. Alderman Harris 
called the attention of those present to the fact 
thaton July 1Z the same sort of a franchise 
now asked for had been granted to the National 
Heating Seem | Mr. Harris wanted to kuow 
why the name of the company was changed, 
and why the words ‘‘salt water’’ had been in- 
serted in the new application. 

Mr. Coddington said that he knew that this 
feature of the matter would excite comment. 
He said that after the first oharter was ob- 
tained the company had changed its plans to 
the extent of supplying power by water in addi. 
tion to compressed air, and it was also decided 
to change the name. 

A committee of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation was present to object to the fran- 
chise. Thomas Barrett, who was its spokesman, 
said that his reasons, in part, for opposing the 
scheme were that he regarded the company as 
irresponsible; that nothing is known of ite finan- 
cial soundness. Then he said: 

“In the name of 500 members of our board I 
now object to the wholesale tearing up of 
streets and the granting ofa monopoly to men 
who may trade upon it and speculate with it.” 

Roger Harrison, representing the Steam En- 
gineers’ Association, objected on the ground 
that the use of pipes under pressure would re- 
sult in the almost continual tearing up of the 
streets for repairs. 

Lawrence Sellig. speaking for several brew- 
ers, explained that wany of the big brewers had, 
at an expense of from $50,000 to $75,000 each, 
built pipe lines to conduct salt water into their 
plants. He thought that the franchise asked 
for might make it necessary forthe brewers to 
pay @ tax to the te company if it obtainea 
the exclusive right. 

Laurence J. Callanan and James H. Seymour 
of the Board of Trade and Trausportation also 
opposed the scheme. 

Mesars. Mitchell and Coddington, counsel for 
the company, suid that the concern was sound 
tinanvialiy and intended to use the franchise if 
it could be obtained. They said that there was 
no intention of taxing the brewers because they 
had salt-water pipes already in operation. 

The Comwmittee on Streets gave no decision on 
the matter, but may muke a report at to-day’s 
meeting of the board.

THER CHURCH’S PROGRESS FOR TWO 

CENTURIES POINTED OUT. 


The Trinily Record for December partakes 
largely of the character of a Christmas number, 
and presents its readers with a supplement con- 
taining artistic photogravures of the reredos 
erected and recently consecrated in Trinity 
Chapel as a memorial of the late Dr. Swope, 
and what is known as the “ Historical” door 
for the south, or Rector Street, entrance of the 
mother church of the parish at the head of Wall 
Street, in Broadway, one of the gifts of William 
Waldorf Astor. 

A paragraph from the pen of the Bishop of 


Springtield on “ The March of Trinity” says of 
the parish marching up town and making per- 
manent camps: 

‘She began in the old fort at the southern end of 
the Island of Manhattan in 1689, then she went to 
Broadway, at the head of Wall Street, into the 
mother church. Then, in 1766. she planted her 
earliest chapel, St. Paul's, in Broadway and Vesey 
Street. Then, in 1807, she erected her second, St. 
John’s, in Varick Street. Then, in 1856, she built 
her third, V'rimity Crapel, in West Twenty-filth 
Street. And she has added St. Chrysostom’s Chapel, 
in West 'Chirty-ninth Street; St. Augustine's Chapel, 
in East Houston Street, and now st. Agnes’s Chapel, 
—— in architecture,sumptuous in appointments, 
thus reaching to Ninety-second Street. A magnifi- 
cont sweep thisin the interest of Christ and His 
Church, from the Battery to a point fully two-thirds 
up the island. May Trinity maroh on and plant a 
church ultimately at the northern extremity of 
Manhattan.”’

The Brooklyn City Railroad Company, whose 
present franchise is valued at $5,000,000, but 
for which the city was never paid a single cent, 
took the first step yesterday in what promises 
to be a long-drawn-out legal contest with the 
new Kings County Electric Company, owned by 
a few politicians and managed by Patrick 
Flynn, Alderman Coffey, and Senator MoCarty. 

The Brooklyn City Company wants to extend 
its various roads, but the new political enter- 
prise putin an application for streets needed 
by the older company, and nobody donbts that 
the Aldermen will grant the politicians what 
they want. 

The only way to stop the deal was to offer to 


pay for the franchises, and this the Brooklyn 
City Company did yesterday. President Lewis 
filed an application with the Aldermen and 
agreed to pay $250,000 in oash for the right to 
extend his present roads over certain streets. 
The proposed extensions are as follows: 


Along and upon Decatur Street, from Fulton 
Street to Broadway; Morgan Avenue, trom Nassau 
Avenue to Flushing Avenue; Nassau Avenue, from 
Manhattan Avenue to Varick Street; South Ninth 
Street, from Kent Avenue to Broadway; Roducy 
Street, from Broadway to South Second street; 
South Second Street, from Rodney street to Union 
Avenue; Stagg Street, from Union Avenue to Mor- 
gan Avenuo; Johusen Avenue, from Union Avenue 
to Flushing Avenue: Cypress Avennuo, from Flush- 
ing Avenue tothe city line; Wyckotf Avenue, from 
the city line to Flushing Avenue; Central Avenue, 
from Flushing Avenue to Melrose street; Melrose 
street, from Central Avenue to Evergreen Avenue; 
Evorgreen Avenue, from Melrose Street to Ever- 
green Cometery. 

Bushwick Avenue, from North Second Street to 
Meserole Street; Morrell Street, trom Bushwick 
Avenueto Flushing Avenue; Bearer street, from 
Flushing Avenue tu Ellery Street; Eliery street, 
trom Beaver Sireet to Broadway; Broadway, from

Many of these streets are the ones upon which 
the Coftey-McCarty syndicate desires to con- 
struct a road, and the application of their com- 
pany,astoldin THE Times on Sunday, is now 
before the Aldermen. They put it in only after 
Senator McCarty had had Brooklyn exempted 
from the operation of the Cantor act, which made 
itmecessary to auction off all railroad fran- 
chises to the highest bidder. Inthe absence of 
such a law they expect the Aldermen to award 
the franchises tothem for nothing. This the 
obliging Aldermen did in the cases of the Union 
Street Ratiroad, although Gen. Stewart L. Wood- 
tord offered $30,000 forthe privilege. Now the 
Aldermen are being sued to force them to hand 
over to the city $30,000 of wasted funds. 

The existence of this sultis what induced the 
Brooklyn City Road to offer $250,000 yesterday 
for the right to ocoupy the streets which the 
Coffey-McCarty crowd expects to get for noth- 
ing. In closing his application yesterday, Pres- 
ident Lewis said: 

* And as proof that thie offer is made in good 
faith, the applicant hereby stipulates to deposit 
with the City Controller, at such time as the 
Mayor and Controller may designate, a certi- 
fied check for $250,000, payable upon the per- 
fection and acceptance of the franchise as afore- 
said; and thereupon will execute a bond to the 
oi3y in such form and reasonable amount as the 
Mayor or Controller may designate, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of its duties under 
such franchise.” 

If this offer is rejected and the franchises 
given away tothe Kings County Company, an 
action will be brought against the city for 
waste of public funds. 





WILSON MEANS TO FIGAT. 


HE WILL CONTEST JUDGE INGRAHAM’S 
ORDER VACATING THE STAY, 


Sylvester F. Wilson does not intend to rest 
with Judge Ingraham’s order vacating the stay 
of his sentence to five years’ imprisonment and 
$1,000 fine for the abduction of Libbie Sunder- 
land. Assoon as Judge Ingraham's order was 
served yesterday upon J. D. Hallen, Wilson’s 
counsel, Mr. Halien filed notice of appeal from 
itat the District Attorney’s office. He will fol- 
low that notice this morning by applying in the 
Supreme Court foram order upon the District 


Attorney to show cause why J eae Ingraham’s 
order should not be set aside pending appeal. 

Failing to secure his purpose in this city, the 
lawyer will take his application toa Brooklyn 
court. He obtained his former stay in brooklyn 
from Judge Pratt, who also reduced Wilson's 
bail from $10,000 to $5,000. Wilson got surety 
for the lesser amount. Since his release he has 
started a weekly paper, the first number of 
which, just issued, is devoted largely to his 
case. In it he declares that ne has no notion of 
* skipping,” but means to stay here and tight. 

Wiison’s counsel thinks that in vacating 
Judge Pratt’s stay Judge Ingraham has brought 
the case at its present stage to a quarrel be- 
tween Judges. In that liynt, this, issue, he 
says, Nay serve to define clearly a matter over 
which )udiclal opinion and practice in the pro- 
fession have long differed. Hesays that while 
Wilson will not throw himself in the way of de- 
tevtives while in danger, he can be produced at 
short notice. Uf this fact he is satistied that 
the District Attoruey’s oilice is convinced, and he 
does not believe avy effort will ve made to ar- 
rest Wilsen until the proceedings now in hand 
shall have been exbauated. ‘I think,’ be said, 
* that the District Attorney would feel relieved 
if Wilson were to xo away, for his bund is first- 
class, and in a case like this the money will suit 
Otticial purposes better than the man.”

A RUSH FOR CHRISTMAS GREENS. 
THE DEMAND WILL EXCEED THE SUP- 


PLY, AND PRICES WILL BE HIGH. 


If the dealers in Christmas greens are to be 
believed, there will be poor picking at high 
prices for late comers thia year in the way of 
trees, wreaths, and pine reping. The demand 
has already setin with arush, and prices are 
quite as high, if not higher, than they were last 
year. This is true particularly of Christmas 
trees. These trees are cut principally in Maine, 
and they have been cut at such arate during 
the past years to supply this market that the 
supply is rapidly diminishing. The trees grow 


very slowly, and as they must be perfeotly 
shaped to be salabie the number suitable for 
market eavl year is naturally very limited. 

Last Christmas this fact was atrikingly shown 
in this olty, when the supply practically gave 
out two days before Christmas. On Christmas 
Eve there were probably less than 500 trees 
left unsold in this city and Brooklyn, and these 
were eagerly bought up at stiff prices belore 
midnight of the 24th. he dealers in the mar- 
kets and along the river fronte were unable to 
secure supplies on the 23d aad 24th of Decem- 
ber atany price. This year the numbershipped 
in from the Maine forests is about the same as 
last year, and as the average demand has not 
fallen oif, the experience of tree buyers will 
probably be the same as it was in 1891. 

Altogether about 125,000 trees have come in 
so far, and not over 25,000 more will follow. 
The average price of those offered by the re- 
tailera is about $1. They range from 25 cents 
to $1.50 for the ordinary sizes bought by pri- 
vate families. For 75 centaa very fair speoi- 
men may be had, but by Thursday or Friday 
the price will probably be considerably higher. 
Big trees for churches, Sunday schools, mis- 
sions, societies, &c., range all the way from 
$2.50 to $7, according to size and shape. A 
oe eye | big pine that had a spread of over 

2 feet when it was opened out was sold for 
$16 yesterday atjthe foot of Vesey Street. , 

Of greens other than trees there will be a fair 
supply, but even with these the prices will 
probably be advanced by Friday. At present 
there seems to be enough on hand te decorate 
every house in the two cities, but one of the 
oldest dealers in the city estimates that there 
will not be half a ton of the stuff left on Christ- 
mas morning. These greens are put together in 
every shape, and their ee 8 a mystery to 
most people who are not in the business. 

Some idea of the quantity of this material 
that is brought in may be obtained from the 
fact that one small dealer, a Mrs. Fick, who has 
astandin Vesey Street, near Washington Mar- 
ket, has brought seven tons of standing pine 
roping from the Thousand Isles. Mrs. Fiok is a vig- 
orous Jersey woman of Irish extraction who has 
sold Christmas greeusin this city for over twenty 
years, and who is probably known to more per- 
sons than the Mayor of New-York. She always 
goes to the forests herself, and gathers most of 
the stuff she sells with her ownhands. She 
also looks after the packing and shipping, and 
by werking from dawn till midnight during the 
season manages to make enough money to 
keep her for the rest of the year. Rop- 
ing of the kind she brings sells this year 
for 3 cents a yard. “Running vine’’ roping, 
most of which comes from Maine, is bringing 
2's cents a yard. Stars are $1.50 a dozen; holly 
wreaths are 60 cents a dozen, and moss wreaths 
50 cents. Wreaths of Jersey laurel are bring- 
ing 75 cents a dozen, and box elder made up in 
the same way is 25 cents cheaper. A peculiar 
and most inartistio method of dying pine roping 
has been invented, producing wreaths and stars 
of a sickly greenish shade, decorated with dried 
atraw roses. These find ready sale with people 
who love garish effects at $1.50 a dozen. 





ASHORE NEAR BEACH HAVEN, 


THE SAILING SHIP EMILY F. WHITNEY 
COMES TO GRIEF. 


Word reached the city yesterday afternoon 
that the big sailing ship Emily F. Whitney, 
bound to this port from Pisagua, Chile, had 
gone ashore near Beach Haven, a point on the 
Jersey coast whioh is situated about fifteen 
miles south of Barnegat. The Merritt Wreck- 
ing Company immediately dispatched a tug to 
the vessel’s assistance. 

A few hours later a telegram from Capt. Dear- 
born, the commander of the stranded ship, was 
received by G. B. Dearborn of 22 Beaver Street. 
lt said that the crew had been taken off the ship 
by boats from the life-saving statien, and that 
the ocean tug Triton was alongside the Whitney 
and would make an effort to get her afloat at 
high water. 

No particulars of how the vessel happened to 
go ashore could be obtained lastnight. From 
the Merritt people ‘!t was learned that she 
struck on a shoal about one mile fromthe main- 
land. <A brisk southweat wird was blowing at 
the time. 

The Whitney is an American ship of 1,429 
tons’ register. She was built in Kast Boston in 
18379. The vessel ia valued at $50,009. J. H. 
Flintner of Boston is herowner. She is partly 
insured. The cargo, which consists of 1,850 
tons of nitrate of soda, is consigned to G. 
Dearborn of this city. It ia valued at $50,000.

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BRIGGS STATES HIS VIEWS 


NR 
CLOSE OF THE DEFENSE IN THE 
HERESY TRIAL. 


THE PROFESSOR UPHOLDS THE DOC- 
TRINE OF PROGRESSIVE SANCTI-' 
FICATION AFTER DEATH—ARGU- 
MENTS LIKELY TO BE FINISHED BY 
TO-MORROW EVENING. 


Prof. Charles Augustus Briggs of the Union 
Theological Seminary yesterday finished his dec- 
fense against the charges of heresy for which he 
is being tried before the New- York Presbytery. 
The attendance, both of members of the court 
and of outsiders, at the Bootch Presbyterian 
Church, Fourteenth Street, near Sixth Avenue, 
wae Very largo, for it was known that during the 
afternoon the accused would answer the most 
vital charge made against him—that of teacb- 
ing @ progressive sanctification after death. 

Prof. Briggs was at the reading desk during 
the entire afternoon. When he took his seat the 
question arose as to the right of the prosecution 
to argue in rebuttal. Prof. Briggs said he had 
nO objection to the prosecution having a further 
hearing, provided they would confine them- 
selves strictly to rebuttal. He feared, however, 
from the tactics they had so far adopted, that an 
effort would be made to putinalong argument 
on new matter, which he would have no oppor- 
tunity to answer. 

The professor said he did not want the prose- 
oution to be permitted to present any argument 
which had been prepared previous to the time 
he made his argument. He understood that 
the prosecution had a very elaborate argument 
prepared which would be put in under tho 
guise of rebuttal, but which really had been 
prepared for months past. This was a direct 
slap at the Rev. Dr. Lampe, who is to speak in 


rebuttal for the prosecution, and to whom Prof. 
Briggs has repeatedly referred as *‘the theo- 
logian who is speaking through Col. MeCook.’’ 

The Moderator decided that the prosecution 
had the right of rebuttal, not under the Look of 
Discipline, but by common usage. 

Prof. Briggs appealed to the house, and the 
Moderator’s decision was sustained. It would 
not be surprising if Prof. Briggs was given a 
further opportunity to speak briefly. By to- 
morrow evening, however, it is more than 
likely that the Presbytery will be ready to gv 
into executive session to vote “ guilty” or 
“not guilty’ on the charges. 

Prof. Briggs devoted the first hour of his 
argument to the question of the authenticity of 
the Scriptures. Included in this question were 
two of the six charges on which he is being 
tried, one accusing him of tee ching that Moses 
dia not write the Pentateuch, and the other ac- 
cusing him of teaching that Isaiah did not write 
half the book that bears his hame. Loth of 
these charges were answered by the accused, 
by permission of Presbytery, in two very ex- 
haustive printed treatises distributed to be 
read, but the question was treated generally in 
the oralargument. On the subject Prof. briggs 
said: 

** Modern Biblical criticism has shattered the 
traditional theories of the authorship of the 
Biblical books. Is it a safe position to risk the 
caponicity and Divine authority of every one of 
these books upon your ability to convince your- 
selves and others that they were written by 
well-known aposties and prophets! There is no 
lawful bridge by whioh these specifications, 
‘that Moses is not the author of the Peutateuch 
and that Isainb is not the author of half of the 
book that bears his name,’ can be brought under 
the charges. Therefore they cannot be account 
ed as valid. 

“The Westminister Confession of Faith no- 
where states that Moses wrote the Pentateuch 
or that Isaiah wrote the whole of the book that 
bears his name. Therefore there can be no law- 
ful case against me in the Presbyterian Church. 
The testimony of Holy Scripture in the pas- 
sages adduced does not show that Moses wrote 
the Pentateuch and that Isaiah wrote the book 
that beara hisname. Therefore my statements 
are not in conflict with Holy scripture and 
there is no valid case against me on the ground 
of Holy Scripture. Holy Soripture makes it 
evident that Moses did not write the Pentateuch 
and that Isaiah did not write half of the buok 
that bears his name. Therefore my statements 
are true and the prosecution are in conflict 
with Holy Scripture.” 

Prof. Briggs then took up the last charge, 
whichis the most important one of all, as it is 
the one on which he will probably be convicted 
as a herotie if he is convicted at all. The charge 
accuses him of teaching a progressive sanctili- 
cation after death. On it he said: 

** My doctrine is clearly stated in the following 
words vf the inaugural, cited by the prosecu- 
tion as part of their specification: ‘There is no 
authority in the Scriptures or in ™~ creeds of 
Christendom for the doctrine of immediate 
sanctification at death. The only sanctification 
known to experience, to Christian orthodoxy, 
avd tothe Bible is progressive sanctitication. 
Progressive sanctification after death is the 
doctrine of the bible and the Church.’ 

“Js the Presbytery ready to take the position 
thatthe dogma of immediate sanctification at 
death is an essential doctrine of the Presbyte- 
yian Church, so that no man can become a Pres- 
byterian minister who does not hold it? If so, 
you strotch and strain the line of cardinal and 
essential doctrines to au extent that will be de- 
structive of the peace and prosperity of the 
Chureh. Idoubt whether the superior courts 
will sustain you in such @ position, and if they 
should do this wrong to the Church of God, the 
Christian world will regard them as breaking 
the bonds of catholicity. 

** Nowhere in Soripture is death the crisis for 
which men are to prepare themseives. It is 
always the Day of Judgment, the Advent Day, 
the Resurrection Day, which is the goal of hope 
or of fear, of aspiration or of dread, cf harvest 
or of doom. Is the work of Christ for the 
Church confined to the Church on earth? Has 
Christ no work to do for the Church of the Mid- 
dle State? Does the work of preparation of tne 
individual member of the Church cease at death 
and continue only for those who are left behind 
in this world? Tunis passage teaches no such 
doctrine. 

“The presumption is all the other way, that 
the work of Christ in perfecting His Church 
goes on for the whole Church, those remaining 
Ip this world and those who are in the middle 
state, so that the whole Church, which is one 
organization embracing the living and the dead, 
way advance together toward its perfection. 
ihe doctrine of immediate sanctification at 
death dishonors Jesus Christ, for it continues His 
heavenly reian aud mediation to the Church in 

is world. 

Oe what practice have infants and imbeotles 
when they enter the middle state! How far 
short in practice do the best of men fall? Are 
they no longer to have an opportunity for the 
practice of true holiness? Will there be no 
chance to learn what true holinessis? The 
middle state must, from the very nature ef the 
case, be a school of sanctification. 

“ Obrist fe the mediator between God and man 
in the exercise of Lis offices as prophet, priest, 
ana king. Those who yo @ few years in 
this world and then went into the middle state 
and have been there for centuries have not 
passed beyond the need of Hjs mediation. The 
interval between death and the judgment has 
its lessons and its training for th as well as 
for us. The prophetic office of Christ continues 
to those who are in the middle state, After His 
own death He went to the abode of the departed 
spirits and preached unto them, His gospel. He 
ascended into heaven, taking His redeemed 
with Him. All those whom He has purchased 
with His blood ascend to Him to abide with 
Him. 

“ The redeemed robber is not the only one to 
whom He has something to say in the middle 
state. All believers enter His school and are 
trained in the mysteries of His kingdom. Those 
mysteries arenot cleared up by a fiash of rev- 
elation; they are revealed ab the redeemed are 
able to apprehend them and use them. It is im- 
probable that Augustine, Calvin, and , Luther 
will be found in the same classroom as the re- 
deemed negro.siave or the babe that has en- 
tered heaven to-day. The fathers and doctors 
of the Church will be the teachers of the dead, 
as they taught the living. 

“In this world we have learned to know, in 
part, the Messiah of the Cross; there in the 
middle state the redeemed know the glory of 
the Messiah of the Throne. There the Church 
is in its purity and “oy organization as 
the Bride of the Lamb. ere Christ, the head, 
and His body, the Churoh, are in blesged unity. 
We have glimpses in the 7 en of the vast 
assemblies of the saints in heaven about the 
throne of the Lamb. And the Epistle of the 
Hebrews gives us apicture of their organized 
assembly on the heights of the heavenly Zion. 

“Jtis important forthe Church on earth to 
have a better apprehension of its relations 
with the Church in the middle state. The Prot- 
estant branch of Christendom is weaker hero 
than the Roman Catholic. It is high time to 
overcome this defect, for it is not merely ag- 
nosticism, it is sin against the mysteries of our 
religion. The modern Church ought to return 
to the faith of the ancient Church, and believe 
in the communion of saints. 

“John Calvin, the prince of interpreters 
among reformers, gives his opinion on sanctifi- 
cation after death when he says: ‘ As, however, 
the spirit is accustomed to speak in this manner 
in reference to the last coming of Christ, Jt were 
better to extend the advancement of the grace 
of Christ to the resurrection of the flesh. For 
although those who have been freed from the 
mortal body do no longer contend witb the lusts 
of the flesh, and are, as the expression is, be- 
yond the reach of a sin vd one, vee oa = 
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The Christian Church has always taught the 
doctrine of the middle state between death and 
the resurrection, and of progress in the holy 
life after death, in that stato. 

“ There have been those who taught the sleep 
ot _— souls. Dr. Biroh seems to hold «that 
opinion, for he said in his argument: * All dead 
Christians are asleep. When we are asleep we 
show the rest which consists in the inaction of 
mind and body.’ Others have held that de- 
parted spirits pass a dreamlike existence, with 
powers of memory of the life in this world, and 
of auticipation of the resurrection of the body 
and the judgment seat of God, but without 
real activity or change of condition throughout 
the entire period. But these opinions have al- 
ways been rejected by the orthodox. 

“Those passing into this middle state pass 
into a higher and more active condition than 
their condition in this world. What then is the 
nature of this activity? There are several dif- 
ferent opinions: The Roman Catholic doctrine 
of purgatory teaches that those who enter the 
middle etate imperfect have their imperfections 
removed—by purgatorial fires, which are of the 
nature of chastisement, discipline, and pen- 
ance for sin; by the efficacy of prayers for the 
dead and the sacrifice of the altar. This doo- 
trine of purgatorial fires and sacrifices for the 
dead I reject in common with the reformers and 
all Protestants. 

“The doctrine of progressive sanctification 
after death raises many important and difficult 

uestions with regard to the middle state, which 
Tom no more bound to answer thay are others. 
I have stated my views eo far as I see my way 
and no further. leee that believers enter the 
middle state imperfect, but they are cleansed 
by the blood of Christ from all sin, and are 
therefore sinless. They aro justitied by the 
grace of God, and are therefore guiltless; 
they are, by the immediate influence of 
the Divine Spirit, raised to a higher and nobler 
life and more blessed experience of redemption. 
Butso soon as the redeemed soul begins its 
active practice, conduct, and service in the 
middle’ state the question presses itself upon us 
what that conduct, practice, and service will 
be. Will it be tmmediately after and forever 
perfectly holy, or will there still remain some 
degree of imperfection in their practice of true 
holiness ? 

‘To those whose ideas of holiness are low, and 
measured only by innocence, holy intention, and 
resolution, or who think of human models of a 
holy life, it may not seem unnatural that be- 
lievers should at once become alike perfect in 
holiness and that their practice of true holiness 
should be invariably free from imperfections 
ef any kind. But to that man who oconsid- 
ers how weak and imperfect the greatest 
saints and martyrs have been when they loft 
this world, how far from perfection the best of 
our friends have been when they left us; and 
then compare them with the sublime ideals of 
perfect likeness to the pure and holy Jesus, 6n- 
tire likeness to God the Father in perfect con- 
duct, it will seem incredible that the man who 
leaves this world soimperfectshould,ina moment 
of time, leap to this perfection of practice. We 
need some very clear and express teaching in 
Holy Scripture to justify such a belief. And we 
have it not. 

“TI believe that this dootrine of progressive 
sanctification after death is of great practical 
importance. It fillsup the middie state for us 
with an attractive, industrious, holy life, o 
progress in grace, in knowledge, in holiness, in 
all perfections. We realize that our departed 
triends are not asleep, butawake in the most 
active of lives. We see our babes growing in 
the divine life. We see our beloved in the com- 
panionship of prophets and apostics, of saints 
and martyrs, and of the holy Jesus. We know 
that they bave not forgotten us, that they are 
praying for us, and are waiting to welcome us 
into the world of the redeemed. Death loses its 
terrors—and becomes only a gateway into a 
better country, into a brighter and purer life. 

* It incites to ney endeavor. The doctrineof 
immediate sgnotification at death cuts the 
nerves of Christian endeavor and dries the sap 
of holy nonny & ‘What is the use,’ says the 
sluggish soul, ‘in my striving so hard for holi- 
ness when I[ shall receive it all in an instant, 
whatever my lite has been? All I meed is par- 
don, to get into the kingdom at the eleventh 
hour. IfI canonly crawl through just at the 
moment the gate of death creaks on its hinges 
I shall be as holy and as blessed as the greatest 
martyr and the most self-sacrificing of mission- 
aries.’ No such doctrine was known to the 
martyr age of the Church. Those who hold 
such views are not the stuff martyre are mado 
of. There would have been no martyrs, there 
would have been no Church, if Christianity had 
built on such a foundation. ! 

‘“‘The Church and the Bible give their potent 
aid to the conscience in the ethical elevation of 
humanity. It is always, everywhere, and in 
every variety of form and education, a training. 
Shall all this ethical training cease at death, all 
the varied stages of progress in the different 
periods of life, of culture, of racial and na- 
tional advancement, be :1educed to a common 
level and wade of none effect by a mighty 
transformation that will deal with the race, 
tather and child, mother and babe, master and 
scbolar, self-sacrificing missionary and pagan 
convert, the devoted evangelist and the thief 
and murderer turning in his last hour to Christ 
from the shadow of the gallows—ali as one un- 
distinguishable ass? Such a doctrine atrikes 
a deadly blow at the moral nature of man, the 
ethical consvitution of society, the historic 
training of our race, and the moral government 
of God. 

“The doctrine of progressive sanctification 
after death harmonizes Christian faith with 
Christian ethics, and both of these with the 
ethics of humanity and the ethics of God. It 
enables us to comprehend the whole life of man, 
the whole history of our race from ita firat crea- 
tion until the day of doom, and all the acts of 
God in creation and providence, under one 
grand conception, the Divine sanctification of 
man. 

“T have gone all over the charges made 
against the doctrines set forth in wy inaugural 
address. i have shown that the doctrines 
taught by me are not contrary to the Westmin- 
ster Gonieanion, but that they are in accord 
therewith; that they are not irreconcilable with 
the Scriptures, but are the product of a compre- 
hensive study of the Scriptures. They set 
forth the dootrines of the Kible, which have 
been made of none effect by the traditions of 
men. Itis now forthe resbytery of New-York 
to make its decision. I pray God you may 
make no mistake, but pod te mnay stand firm- 
ly by the Word of God and the Constitution of 
our Church and so deliver a righteous verdict.” 





THE PAPER TRADE.

THE AMERICAN WOOD PAPER COM- 
PANY MAKES AN ASSIGNMENT. 


The failure of the American Wood Paper 
Company was reported yesterday. The com- 
pany has an office in this city at Church and 
Chambers Streets, with mills at Manayunk and 
Spring City, Penn., and headquarters at Provi- 
dence, R. I. Deputy Sheriff Tracy yesterday re- 
ceived an attachment against the company for 
$2,750, in favor of George H. Remington, and 
levied upon funds in the hands of a third party. 
Dispatches from Providence said the company 
had made an assignment. The company is one 
of the oldestin its line in the country, having 
been incorporated over twenty-five years ago. 
Bradstreet’s reports state that it former- 
ly had a@ capital stock of $2,000,000, but 
in 1886 it was reduced to $1,000,000 on acoount 
of some of the patents expiring. In June, 150, 
some banks called in their loans, and the com- 
pany issued Donde to the amount of $300,000 
on the plant, which was estimated at cost at 
$1,200,000, and was thenappraised at $500,000, 
The bonds were taken by stockholdera. This 
eased the eee ped toratime, and in August 
1891, preferred stock to the amount of $100,000 
was issued, and the money, it was said, was 
spent in improving the plant. 

In November, 1890, there was a change in the 
Board of Directors, and the management was 
placed in the hands of an Executive Committes 
consisting of Charlies F. Mason, Marsden J. 
Perry, and W. W. Douglass. In epee: 
1891, James Shaw was elected Treasurer. T é 
company paid dividends at therato of 6 per 
cent. per annum for twelve years up to April, 
1887, when they were discontinued. The stock, 
years ago, sold as high as $75 a share, and in 
July last only $2 was bid. 

The patents, it was said, some years ago had 
cost over 1,000,000. The works at Manayunk, 
Penn., are said to have cost over $800,000. 
Muob of the pulp used-in the mills was from 
wood grown in Virginia. Effingham Embree 
was sales agent for the company in this city 
for twenty years. He diedin April, 1887, and 
his son continued until] May 1, 1891. William 
B. Harwood represents the company now.

CONFERENCE OF MEN OF THREE SECTS 
TO CONSIDER THE MATTER. 


Representatives of the domestic mission s0- 
cieties of the Presbyterian, Congregational, and 
Reformed Churches met yesterday at the oflices 
of the Presbyterian Board, 53 Fifth Avenue. 
The purpose of the conference was to decide 
upon some line of action which would obviate 
the multiplication of churches of ‘difterent de- 
nominations in the home mission fields in the 
West and Sonth. The conference was held at 
the suggestion made at the last General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church in Portland, 
Oregon, which passed strong resolutions on 
comity between the several denominations. 
Although only the churches named were repre- 


‘sented at the conference, the Episcopalian, 


Methedist Episcopal, and Baptist Churohes had 
been invited to co-operate in the movement. 
The conference decided that the Western rep- 


resentatives of the societies should be instruct- 
ed to oe carefully as to the existence of 
other churches in a town before beginning 
work, and thus guard against undue multiplica- 
tion. It decided also that in disputed cases 
where there were two or more denominations 
desirous of organizing churobes in the same 
town, and neither was willing to yield, the mat- 
ter should be referred to a conference com- 
mittee on the ground, and inthe event of this 
conference committee failing to agree, the mat- 
ter should be then referred to the Secretaries of 
the missionary societies in this city, they to be 
the final arbiters. 

The Rev. Dr. O. L. Thompson represented tho 
Presbyterian Church on the committee, Prof. 
George P. Fisher of Yale College the Congrega- 
tional, and the Rey. P. D. Van Cleef, D. D., the 
Reformed Churob of America. 

Dr. William Kincaid of the American Home 
Missionary Society, who was present at yester- 
day’s conference, in - ca of the subject un- 
der consideration, said: 

“The officers of the Home Missionary Society 
have lately made a careful investigation of facts 
bearing upon the subject of the undue multipli- 
cation of churches, and from their analysis I 
think that the religious community has been 
more scared than hurt on thathead. On account 
of the diversity of sects, of courso, there are 
small places where there may be three, four, or 
tive churches, but, wor? it will be impossi- 
ble to obviate this djtticulty, for people have 
their own ideas. 

“ For iustance, the Feet Washers of Pennsyl- 
vania oan organize a churoh in a place, but the 
Presbyterians who move there do not want to 
belong to the ‘ feet-washing’ church. In some 

laces you will find a Holiness gathering, a 

terman Lutheran Church, English Lutberan 
Church, a Methodist Church South, and a Meth- 
odist Church North, and generally these ele- 
ments, while they are all fundamentally ris- 
tian, are still so diverse in characteristics that 
it — be impossible for them to come to- 
gether.” 


THE SHERMAN BAY WINDOWS.

ARGUMENT ON THE WORMSERS’ MOTION 
FOR AN INJUNCTION. 


Simon and Isidor Wormser used to have poet- 
ical thoughts as they gazed from the windows 
of their Fifth Avenue residence up the avenue 
and toward the upper end of Central Park. 
But their view and their poetical thoughts wero 
interfered with by the building of bay windows 
on the new house of Mr. and Mrs. William 
Watts Sherman. The Wormser house is at 836 
Fifth Avenue. The Sherman dwellingis next 
door, filling in the space between the Wormser 


house on the south and Sixty-fifth Street on the 
north. Louis Wormser lives around the corner 
in the firat house in Sixty-fifth Street. 

The bay windows onthe Sherman dwelling 
were erected under & permit from the Park 
Commissioners. They are now practically tin- 
ished. After work had progressed for some 
time on them, the Wormsers went to the 
Commissioners and the permit was revoked 
untila hearing. Theresult of the hearing was 
that the permit was renewed. The Wormsers 
then took the matter into court and a prelimt- 
nary injunction was granted. Judge Lawrence 
heard argument yesterday on a motion to con- 
tinue the injunction and reserved his decision. 

The house which Mr. and Mrs. Sherman are 
to occupy is being built by John Nicholas 
Brown, Harold Brown, and G. W. R, Matteson, 
as trustees for Mrs. Sherman under a marriage 
settlement. Mr. Sherman, in an affidavit, says 
that the erection of the new house slut ont the 
light somewhat from the house of Louis 
Wormeer in Sixty-fifth Street, and that it in- 
terfered somowhat with the light which the 
Fifth Avenue Wormeers enjoyed by reason of 
the vacant lot between their residence and 
Sixty-fifth Street. The trouble, Mr. Sherman 
hints, Was caused by the fact that some altera- 
tions which the Sixty-fifth treet Wormser 
wanted made in the rear of the Sherman house 
could not be made. 

Itis setup in the answer by Strong & Cad- 
walader that there is a porch to the Worimsers’ 
Fifth Avenue house which projects beyond the 
street line and is fully as much of an obstruc- 
Le to light and air as the Sherman bay win- 

ows. 

Stanford White, the architect, in an aftidavit 
says that the bay windows are essential to the 
appearance of the Sherman residence, and that 
they are less objectionable than the Wormeser 
poreh. James Renwick in an affidavit states 
that the windows are made necessary by the 
plan of the house. 

Vedder Van Dyck and Edgar M. Johnson ar- 
gued the motion for the Wormsere and John 
Cadwalader and John M. Bowers for the 
trustees and Mrs. Sherman.

TAXPAYERS MUST MEET IT 


WHAT THE CITY’S BUDGET FOR 
E 1893 WILL CONTAIN. 


FIGURES AGRKED UPON BY THE BOARD 


OF ESTIMATE AND APPORTIONMENT 


—MAYOR GRANT URGES ECONOMY— 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE TWO 
MUSEUMS CUT DOWN. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
metin the Mayor’s Office yesterday, and took 
up the financial budget for 1893 for final con- 
sideration. At the outset Mayor Grant made 
the following statement: 


In taking up for consideration the final estimate 
of the amoun poquized to pay the expenses of con- 
ducting the public business of the City Government 
during the year 1893, it 1s proper that J should state 
po od it is my de4ire, and [ believe the unanimous 
opinion of e mombere of this board, that overy re- 
gard should be given to economy. 

The City of New-York is this year called upon to 
make appropriations to pay the State tax of $3,554,- 
458 33, being an excess of $1,155,953.42 over what 
it was called upen to pay last year. 

This increased amount of State tax for this year, 
with mandatory items which are not subject to the 
disoretion of this board, must ve provided for and in- 
cluded in the final budget and paid for from direct 
taxation. 

It must be remembered that we are making appro- 
priations at this time for the administration of my 
successor, and while it is the desire of the members 
of this board to provide amplo moans to conduct the 
City Government on a liberal scale, it is not their 
willingness to be so liberal that will in any manner 


‘ embarrass the administration of my successor by any 


semblance of oxtravagance by the increase of appro- 
priations for items that can possibly be avoided or in 
meine appropriations for new items, which the next 
administration will be responsible for unless provid- 
ed for by special statutes. 

Tho final budget for 1892 was $32,881,205.19, and 
the provisional budget for 1893, with the increased 
amount of State tax included, amounts to $83,771,- 
08.32, showing a net increase of $639,803.13, or 
$516,160.29 less than the increased amount called 
for for State tax. 

While it ia desirable to make liberal appropriations 
for the maintenance of this city, itisan eqnal duty 
of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment to have 
a jealous regard, not only for the amount of money 
aperopeiee. bat for the administration that will pe 
charged with its expenditure, and at the same:time 
for the best interest of those who are to pay for these 
amounts from diréct taxation, 

It is the desire of this board that the heads of de- 
partments and others appearing at this time in rela- 
lion to og ge ge for the year 1893 will have a 
due regard for the views of this board as I have ex- 
pressed them. 

The board then proceeded with the considera- 
tion of the final budget. The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art was allowed $70,000, and the 
American Museum of Natural History $65,000 
for 1893. They only had $25,000 each last year. 
The amounts allowed were increased over the 
amounts allowed in the provisional estimate. 
In the case of the Museum of Art it is $20,000 
more than the provisional estimate, and in the 
case of the Museum of Natural History $15,000 
more. The Trustees of the Museum of Art 
wanted $95,000, but a week ago agreed with 
the Park Commissioners to accept $82,000, 
upon the condition that the Park Board would 
approve a bill which would restore the arrange- 
ment by which an admittance fee could be 
charged two days in the week. ‘This bill will be 


sent to the. next Legislature. The Trustees of 
the Museum of Natural History were willing to 
accept $65,000 upon the same condition. 

When the matter came up before the Board of 
Estimate yesterday the Controller called atten- 
tiontoareport that had been made to him by 
Deputy Collector of City Revenue John OC. 
Schoenenberger. This stated that the salary 
list of the Museum of Art for 1892 was 
$56,794.44, the additional expense for Sunday 
Opening, $12,525.11, and sundries, $7,320.62, 
making a total of $76,640.17. The item for 
Sunday opening included allowances for two 
full days’ pay for each employe who was at 
work only from 1 to 5 P. M. Sunday afternoous. 

The Trustees of the Art Museum wanted for 
1803 the sum of $67,055 for salaries, $15,025 
for expenses, and $14,265 for additional hel 
jor the new north wing, which may be inlehed 
by next July. There have been several in- 
creases in the salaries paid at the museum. 
Gen. di Cesnola’s salary has been inoreased 
from $9,000 to $12,000; the salaries of three 
Curators from $2,500 -t0 $3,200 each; the salary 
of the Assistant Treasurer from $1,500 to 
$2,200; of the Directors’ Secretary from $2,000 
to $2,500; of two clerks from $900 to $1,200 
each; of a custodian from $1,200 to #2,200; 
of an art mounter from $1,200 to 
$1,750; of a@& carpenter from %)60 to 
$1,200; of a storekeeper from $1.200 to 
$1,500; of an engineer from $1,500 to $1,600; 
of an assistant engineer from $816 to $1,000; 
of three firomen from $2,016 to $2,160 for the 
three; of twenty-six attendants from $17,712 
to $14,725 for the twenty-six. These increases 
were made by the Trustees. Under the Sunday- 
opening arrangement the incoine of the mu- 
seul derived from various sources bas fallen 
ofr. 

The income of the museum last year from in- 
terest on funds, the sale of catalogues, &c., was 
estimated at $15,345.01. The Trustees esti- 
mated that if the receipts were the same next 
yoar the expenses forrunning the museum for 
1403 would be $83,009.99. ‘he Controller 
pointed out that vy deducting the item of 
$14,265 for additional help for the north 
wing, which, he thought, would not be 
® necessary item before 1894, the net 
expense of running the museum for 1893 would 
be $638,744.99, and he thought that $70,0VU0 
was a liberal appropriation. He thought the 
salaries paid in the Museum of Natural History 
were fair, but he could not say as much about 
the salaries paid in the Museum of Art. 

Park Commissioner Dana thought the Museum 
of Art should be given $82,000, because that 
was the a:aount agreed upon between the lark 
Commissioners aud the Trustees. Mr. Dana's 
statement that both the Trustees of the Mu- 
seum of Natural History and the Museum of 
Art were going to ask the Legislature for the 
right to charge 25 cents admission two days in 
the week was made use of by the Controller to 
show that $70,000 was quite a sufficient appro- 
priation, and it was finaily determined to allow 
Lnat amount to the Museum of Art and $65,000 
to the Amerioan Museum of Natural History. 

The Loard of Estimate had invited ali tax- 
payers who had any suggestions or objections 
to make to the budget for 1803 to appear, and 
in response to this a committee of citizens from 
the annexed district, headed by Jacob Seabold, 
asked that $100,000 additional be appropriated 
for the care and maintenance of the new parks, 

The West End Association asked that $200,- 
000 be appropriated for improvements at the 
High Bridge pumping station and for a pipe 
line down the Boulevard to the Ninety-eighth 
Bireet pumping station. 

John J. Lenehan, a lawyer, headed a commit- 
tee of master plumbers, who asked that $5,000 
be appropriated to carry out the provisions of 
Chapter (U2 of the Laws of 1892, which pro- 
vides forthe appointment of a LBoardof Ex- 
amining Plumbers. These matters will be con- 
sidered at the proper time. 

Commissioner Lrennan of the Street-Cleaning 
Department got a transfer of $10,000 from the 
sweeping fund to the fund for tinal disposition. 

After the board had distributed $59,359.16 in 
excise money among inatitutions caring for 
juvenile delinquents, and had authorized the 
Controller to sell $14,819 worth of revenue 
bonds for the use of the Rapid-Transit Com- 
mission, the final estimate for the Department 
of Public Works was taken up. Some inoreases 
and some decreases were made in the provis- 
ional estimate, and when the board was dene 
with ite work on the estimate the amount final- 
ly allowed to the Department of Public Works 
was $3,012,420, which is $136,350 less than was 
allowed for 1892. 

The items for lamps and gas were increased 
$87,500. 

The Park Department was allowed $1,095,700 
for 1593, which is $92,500 more than was al- 
lowed for this year, but itis to be understood 
that this amount of increase includes the ap- 
propriation given the museums this yerr. 

The board allowed the Mayor’s office $28,000 
for 1803. The ‘~~ Marsbal’s office got $13,- 
350, and the Finance Department $301,700. 
There ere no changes this yearin the amount 
allowed te the first two. mentioned oillices, and 
there is very little change in the amount al- 
lowed the Finance Department. Ono additional 
pay master is provided for,

4N UP-TOWN MYSTERY. 


NOBODY KNOWS WHO THREW ACID 
OVER A COMPANY OF SMALL BOYS. 


Every effort was made yesterday by the police 
of the East Lighty-eighth Street Station to dis- 
cover who threw the acid on the crowd of boys 
who were gathered on Sunday afternoon in 
front of 1,746 Lexington Avenue, but no ev}- 
dence could be obtained to warrant an arrest. 
There was no serious injury done to any of the 
beys, but most of them had more or less of 
their clothing ruined. 

That no one was seriously injured is due more 
to chance than to any good intention on the 


part of the acid thrower, as thereis stain on the 
sidewalk nearly nine feet in length where the 
liquid fell. 

The boys wore standing in front of 1,746 Lex- 
ington Avenue about noon on Sunday when 
little Willie Doran, who is thirteen years old 
and lives at 122 East One Hundred and Eighth 
Street, shouted from the other side of the street. 
Before any one could atir, the!liquid fell all over 
the boys and Thomas Savage, a night watchman, 
who was passing at the time. 

No one seems to know exactly where the sul- 

huric acid was thrown from, except young 

oran, who says he Is certain that it came from 
the window of the second story overthe drug 
store of G. R. Klutow, at 1,744 Lexington Ave- 
nue. The boy Doran says that immediately 

afterthe throwing he saw a hand withdrawn 

from the blinds on the second story of this 
house. The apartments on this floor are occu- 
pied by Charles Krueger, who keeps a grocery 
store onthe corner. Krueger is also the agent 
for the property, which is owned by his father- 
in-law, and includes 1,742, 1,744, and 1,746 
Lexington Avenue, ‘ 

Krueger disclaims all knowledge of the guilty 

erson, and says that he and his wife were read- 

ng the papers at the time ofthe throwing. 

G. K. Klutow, the druggist, says he can throw 
no light on the matter, and an examination of 
his books verifies his statement that he sold no 
sulphuric acid to any one on Sunday. He is 
neen, however, that tho liquid was sulphuric 
acid, 

There is much excitement in the neighbor- 
hood about the matter, and Detectives Warde, 
farley, Pertell, Gannon, and Hamilton are 
exerting every endeavor to find the guilty 
person. They strongly suspect Krueger, but 
have no conclusive evidence against any one.

HOBOKEN’S NEXT MAYOR,

QUESTION OF SUCCESSION TO STANTON 
CAUSES AN UPHEAVAL. 


The ring in control of muniolpal affairs in Ho- 
boken is getting its political household in 
order preparatory to the resignation of Mayor 
Stanton, to tae the position of Sheriff, to which 
Gov. Abbett is expected to appoint him. 

It was understood that, on the withdrawal of 
Stanton, Col. Charles Erlenkoetter, the Chair- 
man of the City Council, would, by virtue of his 
position, succeed to the office. 

Stanton and his friends stand for one Demo- 
cratic faction and Erlenkoetter for another in 


Hoboken politicos, and the succession of Erlen- 
koetter to the Mayoralty was a phase of the 
situation that the Stanton crowd could not view 
With complacency. So they set to work to read 
the charter in tho hope of finding an esvape 
trom it. 

The result was the discovery of one golause 
that autborizes the City Counoil to elect a new 
Mayor, and of another clause that makes it im- 
possible for Erlenkoetter to be Mayor while a 
member of the Council. A call was therefore 
igsued for a special meeting of the Council, to be 
held to-morrow night. 

Then, it has been arranged, Freeholder Ellis 
shall be elected Mayor. He will serve only the 
unexpired term, but his service will put him in 
line for the regular nomination in the Spring. 
ix-Assemblyman Lawrence Fagan is also an 
active candidate for the nomination. He is 
against the ring that is in power, and there are 
evidently lively times ahead for the Hoboken 
politicians. 





Armory Board’s Doings. 

The Armory Board held a special meeting 
yesterday and approved the plans for the new 
armory for Troop A,on Madison Avenue be- 
tween Ninety-fourth and Ninoety-fifth Streets.

WASHINGTON, Doc. 19.—Thore was a bare quorum 
of the Supreme Court of the United States preseut 
to-day. Justice Harlan is on his way to Europe as 
an arbitrator on the partof the United states in the 
Bering Sea seal fisherics dispute, and will not be on 
the bench again this term; nor will Justice La. 
mar, who has been in foebio health for a long time 
and confined to his house for mure than a weok. 
Justice Lamar goes South as soon as LO recuperates 
sufticiently to make tho a perfect safety, 
and is not expected to return the bench at this 
term. Six members of the court are required (o con- 
stitute & quorum, and as Justice Gray was absent, 
owing to a slight indisposition, the quotam was 
barely obtained. Justice Fieki was on the bench 
suffering from the effects of asevere coli and his 
head covered by a silk skull cap. 

During the day the court straightened ont a com- 
plication in the new Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Ohio and Indiana Circuit by designating Chief 
Justice Fuiler to temporary duty in the Seventh 
Circuit, to which Justice Harlan is permanently as- 
signed. It denied the application of counsel on each 
side to bring up direct from the Circuit Court, and 
without trialin the newly-created Circuit Court of 
Appeals, the suit between the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton Railroad Company and W. R. McKean, 
arising out of the oe operations of Henry &. 
Ives afew years ago. Thiais the casein which the 
Circuit Judges were disqualified to act, making it 
impossible to organize tho Appeals Court without 
the presence of Justice Harlan or a substitate Jus- 
tice.

EXPRESSIONS FAVORABLE 10 A 
NATIONAL QUARANTINE, 


THE MAYOR OF CHICAGO INDORSES THE 
ENGLISH SYSTEM—AMERICA HE BAYS 
18 BEHIND THE TIMES—CLEAN-CUT 
LETTER FROM DR. J. H. M’CLELLAND 
OF THE STATE HEALTH BOARD. 


Among the answers received by the Board of 
Trade and Transportation to its ciroular asking 
for opinions on the advisability of a national 
quarantine isaletter from Hempstead Wash- 
burne, Mayor of Chicago,a city which the 
World’s Fair makes particularly awake to the 
danger of an invasion of cholera. In it Mr. 


Washburne says: 

“*Quarantine’ originally meant a forty days’ de- 

ntion of a vessel suspected of having an infectious 

r contagious disease on beard, or one arriving from 

n infected port, and dusing which period inter- 
sourse with the shore was forbidden and passengers 
and crew, infected and healthy alike, were confined 
together, in violation of every sanitary requirement 
br precaution. Such a system or quarantine is still 
in vogue—the period of detention only varying—as 
witness some Luropean countries, the Spanish West 

ndies, Mexico, South America, and even the United 

states—in a modified degree. The lower in the scale 
of civilization and of maritime commercial impor- 
tance, the less informed as to the resources of modern 
sanitary science—and, consequently, the more readi- 
ly a prey to unreasoning panic—the greater the re- 
liance on the arbitrary time-deteption quarantine. 

“ Contrast with this the English system, which 
has been tested for more than twenty years and 
found adequate to the protection of the United 
Kingdom, notwithstanding that it is peculiarly ex- 
posed by reason of its vast and widespread commer- 
cial relations, and that during the past season 
Asiatic cholera was introduced through a soore or 
more ofits porte. In that country the antiquated 

marantine acts, although still unrepealed, are a 

ead letter and have not been enforced in any in- 
stance since 1465. The modern system is fully indi- 
oatedin the following resolutions of the Illinois 
Btate Board of Health. These resolutions were 
oftered by the Secretary of the board soon after the 
promulgation of the twenty-day quarantine in this 
country, but were not published because of the un- 
fortunate occurrences in New-York Harbor anda 
reluctance to add to the existing complications by 
what could only be construed ae an adverse criticism 
of the administration at that pers. As unanimously 
adopted by the board, tho resolutions are as follows: 

“* Resolved, That the first principle of modern mari 
time sanitation—quarantine, so called—in dealing 

: with an infected vessel or vehicle, or one concerning 
which there exists reasonable suspicion of infec- 
tion, demands the immediate removal therefrom 
first, of every individual, passengers and crew, an 
second, of all material capable of being the nest of 
infection and contagion, and the immediate enforce- 
ment of proper measures of medical inspection, san- 
itary treatment, disinfection, «co. 

** Pesolved, That no sanitary authority—national, 
Btate, or municipal—is justified in enforcing a quar- 
antine of detention until it has secured provision 
for the aecentand proper care of those detained, 
euch care involving the removal of the sick to iso- 
lated hospitals and the comfortable shelter and sub- 
sistence of those detained during the incubation 
period, with competent medical oversight during 
such period. 

“* Resolved, That under no circumstances is an ar- 
bitrary period of detention jastitiable, but the duration 
of detention as to persons should be determined by 
the period of incubation of the particular disease to 
be guarded against, and. as to things, by the time 
required for the disinfection of material and for the 
cleansing of the vessel or vehicle so that it may be 
safely and promptly returned to ite proper employ- 
ment.’ 

“As to the present statusof quarantine in the 
United States the national system is imperfect for 
want of adequate and definite legisiation. State 
quarantines are costly, contiicting, capricious, and 
wholly unreliable. They are costly in that they 
often impose unnecessary and vexatious restrictions 
upon travel and trattic, Vhey are contlicting because 
they are the outcome of varying degrees of civiliza 
tion and intelligence. They are capricious because 
they are too often the response to public clamor 
accented by poptlar superstition and popular fear. 
They are unreliable because all experience, foreign 
and domestic, proves the futility of quarantine, uf 
exclasions ond sanitary cordons between States and 
communities on the same continent. 

“A national quarantine, or, rather, a national 
sanitary service, would impose the minimum of in- 
terference with commerce while securing the maxi- 
mum of protection to the public health. Let Con- 
gress enact that no immigrant shall exter the United 
Btates except through certain specitied ports of en- 
try on the seaboard and frontier, at which ports 
suitable sanitary depots shall be established and 
maintained under the control of the National Gov- 
ernment. Then let the administration of such de- 
pote see toit that no immigrant pass the seaboard 
or frontier into the interior except through the 

ortals of a bathhouse. nor his personal effects and 

longings except through the washtub and 
disinfecting ohamber—and this is for no 
other reason than that the conditions of the 
steerage are conducive neither to oleanii- 
mess nor health If from a healthy port, on 
@ healthy veseel and himself healthy, the 
detention of the immigrant for such purposes of puri- 
fication would be a matter of a few hours only; if 
ovmmunicable diseases existed or were suspected, 
the period of detention would vary according to the 
character of the disease, and he would be properly 
treated and cared for, if sick, in hospital, under con- 
ditions most favorable for his speedy recovery. But 
under no circumstances should any immigrant or his 
belongings be allowed access to the interior until he 
and his bad first been rendered incapable of carry- 
ing and spreading the exotic diseases and pesti- 
lences.”’ 

Dr. J. H. MoClelland, a member of the State 
Board of Health, writes, among other things: 


““My observation of quarantine administration in 
foreign countries (extending over most of tho coun. 
tries of Europe and Northern Africa) would lead me 
to question theirsuperiority over our own, with the- 
single exception of the advantages secured by unl- 
form administration under strong General Govern- 
ments. In most countries of Europe, notably Eng- 
land, quarantine supervision is weak and inadequate, 
only rising to an occasion such as @ serious cholora 
outbreak offers. 

“ The present status of quarantine administration 
jm the United States is farfrom satisfactory because 
ot a lack of uniformity which must inevitably obtain 
where authority is divided up among municipal 
governments, all of which leads me to declare un- 

nivocally in favor of a quarantine under nationai 
eiministration. Leaving to others the discussion 
of the effects upon imposts and commerce, it would 
seem to me plainly and broadly within the province 
of tlie National Governmect to decal with a procedure 
#0 distinctly international. 

“The quarantine laws of the United States should 
be administered by the Government of the United 
Btates. Finally there should be prohbibitory regula 
tions against trade and immigration, in toto, from 
@istricts permanently pestilential, as, for example, 
where cholera has its habitat. We legisiate against 
Chinese; better legislate against pestilence.’’

A BILL TO PREVENT JUDICIAL ASSESS- 
MENTS TO BE INTRODUCED. 


Very early in the coming session the Legis- 
lature will be asked to consider a bill “to pro- 
hibit and punish soliciting from judiciai officers 
or candidates for judicial offices, and the pay- 
ment by such candidates of assessments, sub- 
scriptions, or contributions for political pur- 
poses.” Such a dill would supplement the law 
known as the Corrupt Practices act, which 
seeks to prevent the improper expenditure of 
money by candidates for public office, and 
would make practically impossible the sale of 
public office by the dominant party to the candi- 
date paying the largest assessment. 

A bill having this object in view was intro- 
duced in the Assembly last Winter by Mr. Al- 
fred R. Conkling, the Republican Representative 
of the Seventh New-York District, whioh failed 
of passage chiefly through the exertions of 
William Sulzer, Tammany’s candidate for Speak- 
erthis year. The bill lay in the General Laws 
Committee until March 4, when it was reported 
adversely to the Assembly. Mr. Conkling at 


once moved to disagree withjthe report, in order 
to bring the bill before the House for considera- 
tion. The roll call resulted in a tie vote of 51 
to51.. The Speaker, however, voted ** No” be- 
fore the vote was declared, in order, as he ox- 
peainet, “to uphold the dignity of the House. 

r. Conkling’s motion was thus lost, and the 
bill buried. 

An inspection of the roll shows that the Tam- 
many delegation, with the exception of three or 
four men who * dodged,”’ voted solidly against 
the bill, presumably upon orders from head- 
quarters. Tammany Hall, in pursuance of its 
avowed policy of taking the judiciary out of 
oe, should see to it that this Winter such a 

aw is placed on the statute books. The need of 
such & law is not to be questioned. 

According to the sworn statements of the can- 
didates for judicial offices in the campaign of 
1891, Roger A. Pryor, renominated for Judge 
of the Court of Common Pleas, ‘ contributed 
$10,500; George L. Ingraham, nominated for 
Judge of the Supreme Court, $7,000, and Simon 
M. Ebriich, renominated for Judge of the City 
Court, $6,400. The greater part of these large 
sums was paid directly to representatives of 
political organizations. The assessments of the 
candidates this year were as follows: Leonard 
A. Glegerich, Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas, $5,000; Rufus Cowing, City Judge, 
$5,000; Additional Surrogate Frank T. Fitz- 
gerald, $5,065. Thea ent ms to have 
been smaller than a year ago. With the excep- 
tion of the $65 in Mr. Fitzgerald’s statement, 
which went for extra printing, the money , was 
paid to Richard Croker for “legitimate” ex- 
ponses. 

The evils of this system are apparent, but it 
would be well for the authors of this proposed 
legislation to bear in mind the words of a Judge 
of one of the highest courts of the State. “It is 
just as well to remember,” he said, * in framing 
such a law, that public opinion haa not yet 
reached the point where the assessment of can- 
didates for otfice is looked upon as a crime. 
Only the other day I heard some very respect- 
able gentlemen denouncing a certain Judge as 
‘a mean little cues’ because he refused to give 
anything to the party at the lastelection. While 
this feeling exists it is better to avoid drastic 
measures. The main thing is to havea law 
which declares these things to be crimes. The 
rest will follow. 

“The Conkling bill of last Winter provided 
not only that whosoever violated the provisions 
of the act should be disqualified from holding 
the office to which he may have been nominated, 
elected, or appointed, but that he snould be 
punished by imprisonment for not less than 
three montbs norfor more than ayear, by & 
fine not exceeding $1,000, or by both fine and 
imprisonment, and furthermore that he be dis- 
qualified from holding any judicial office under 
authority of the State. The punishments must 
be made more elastic, or juries will not convict. 
I can imagine cases where six months or 
$1,000 would be too severe. Why would it not 
be better to say: ‘ Shali be punished by a fine of 
pot less than $100 or more than $5,000, or by 
imprisonment of not less than one month or 
more than six years?’ A law which would 
compel the imprisonment of a Judge or Judge- 
elect could hardly be enforced in the present 
somewhat torpid condition of the public con- 
science.”’

CHAMBERLIN’S SHORTAGE WILL NOT 
RUN TO ANY LARGE AMOUNT. 


In the opinion of Crane & Lockwood, attor- 
neys for Joseph George in tho examination of 
the books of the George estate, until lately in 
charge of Edward P. Chamberlin, the story of 
the missing bonds and money has been about all 
told. The apparent deficit remains unchanged 
at $16,000, represented by ten one-thousand- 
dollar bonds of the Northern Paciflo and Mon- 
tana Railroad Company and $6,000 cash. 80 
tar as can be learned the bonds were appropri- 
ated by Chamberlin in July, 1891. 

Interest coupons on the bonds, duo in March 
and September, have since been regularly paid 
at the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company. Only 
one of these coupons has been traced. It led 
back to a man who seemed to have paid cash for 
the bond. Since thereis no eyidence that he 
was not an innocent purchaser, it is doubted 
if there can be any recovery from him. The 
lawyers are trying to trace the other bonds. 
They can do so with certainty when the next 
coupons are presented for payment, but willnot 
wait until then—in March—if they can trace the 
bonds sooner. Little hope isfeltin this direo- 
tion. 

The belief of those interested is that Chamber- 
lin took the bonds and money to meet some 
personal obligation, fully intending to replace 
them. Plans went against bim and he was un- 
able to do so. When he tound himself in trouble 
and feared that upon Mr. George’s return he 
would be unable to make good what he had ab- 
atracted he tied. The lawyers say that what he 
did was very different from deliberate theft. 

Atthe time of his fiighthe had on deposit 
$35,000 which he held sas executor of the es- 
tate, every dollar of which he might have taken 
with him...He did not teuch this money, and 
the account was transferred to Mr. George 
when he qualified as executor. Mr. George now 
has entire charge of the estate. He has dis- 
posed of his Texas ranch and will probably re- 
main here to look after the property, which is 
valued at,$500,000, nearly all of which is in 
real estate. 


PROBING BROOKLYN ALDEBMEN,

PREMATURE RUMOK OF THEIR INDICT- 
MENT FOR COLUMBIAN FRAUDS. 


Six Brooklyn Aldermen were examined by 
the Grand Jury yesterday in reference to the 
wholesale frauds on the occasion of the recent 
Columbian celebration, and from this fact grew 
a rumor that these same Aldermen had been in- 
dicted for the part they took in it. 

This rumor was premature, for the Grand 
Jury did not actually frame indictments against 


anybody. The Aldermen who testified were 
MoGrath, MokKee, Pickering, Wafer, Heaney, 
Fitzgibbon, and Thomas, the latter a Republic- 
an. They formed the Columbian Celebration 
Committee, and were the ones who spent 
$50,000 of the taxpayers’ money on that occa- 
sion. They also audited all bills, among them 
the one of Patrick Ross for $11,705 for a grand 
stand. 

The bookkeeper of a local bank was also a 
witness, and he told about the sudden increase 
in the accounts of some of the Aldermen about 
the time these bills were paid. 

But Henry D. Southard, the contracter who 
was paid $6,050 for a grand stand for the coun- 
ty, was nota witness. He is atill among the 
missing, and the subpena server can’t find him.
